Just os the sheets of Index have been passing through the press, 
I have obtained, through the kind effort of Dr. John Andbuson, a 
photograph from the portrait of Elihc Yale at Yale College, 
U.S.A, which affords another most interesting illustration of 
these documents.

Indian notables of the seventeenth century, with which I have 
boon enabled, through the kiuducss of various friends, to add 
value to this compilation, vis., those of Thomas Pitt and of his 
wife, of Sir Strsynsham Master, and of Elihu Yale.

Elihu Tali was bom at New Haven, New England. Sth April 1048. 

His grandfather, Datid Talk, belonged to n family poeseuiog a Uitded estate 
near Wrxxsar, and (1013) married Arm Hobtor, whose father erentnally 
became Bishop of Dubuam. Ho died in 1617. The widow, in the following 
year, married Thzophilus Eator, a London merchant, and in 1037 Eatok, 
with his wife and step^childrea, tailed for America in the Htcior. 

Eliru was tho third child of Tkoxar Yaas (third child of David Taac anil 
Ark Mortor). After the death of Eaton, in 10ii7, bin widow reinmod to 
England, aceonpoaied by her family, inclnding her gmndehild Elihu. 
Thomas Tali returned to America in 1059, leavug his eon behind. Thu 
latter was chossn to the serrioe of the E.I. Company 24th of October 1071.* 

Yalb married the widow of Joseph Htnmbbs, with whom bo came into 
posseteion of a large fortune. She was presumably of Pobtuoujsb blood, 
her name being JbkoRIMA D£ Paita. 

Elzhu Yals died in London, 8th July 1721, and was boried at Wbbxuau. 
with tho foUowing epitaph i 

” Bom in America, in Europe bred, 

In Apbxca travel'd, and in Asia wed, 

Where long be liv’d and thrir'd, at London dead. 

Mach good, somo ill he did, eo hope thatall’e even, 

And that his soul thro’ mercy’s gone to Heaven. 

Ton that snrvive and read, take care. 

For this most certain exit to prepare; 

For only the actions of the just 
Smell sweet and blossom in the dost." 

Tale was married a second time, as there are records extant of his widow and 
administratrix, Katherine by name. By bis first wife ho bad two sozts, wbo both 
died before him. Ho left three dangbters: (1) CATasRiNS, who married

trastees Uiot by a solemn act, dated 12tb September 1718, they gare tbe 
Mminary tbe now fomoos none of Tali Collroc. 

A portrait of Yalb, by '* E. Ssbban, 1717", was pnssntod to tbe College in 
1789 by Dudlst Hobtb, son of Tals's daughter Caturinb; nod on 
engrarod « of him was also sent to the College at on enrlior date. TJader 
this wosploeod tbe following 118. inseriptioa:

Copt. Alkxandsr Hawilton, a writer maeh gircn to goeslpiog detroetion, 
soys that Tali was probably a most arbitrary Gororaor, osbe banged bis groom 
for riding oat on his horse for two or three days witbont his master's leave, a 
ditgrocefal proceeding, for which be wee called to eevere oceoont in England. 
And Pbnkant, in bit OutliAsi of the Globe, statee that the eito of Fort 9 t. 
David, with a ttnoll district adjoining, was porchased by Euhd Talk from a 
Mahratta priaee for ^890,000. 

Other partiedars ore given b Dr. Akdbrion’i Hoto. His facts have been 
gathered from (1) Stofuf icol AecoutU of the Tbwne and FarisAse in the Btnle 
of CONNBCricoT, iseoed by the Oono. Academy of Art and Science, Yob l, 
No. 1, Nbw Haven, 1811; (2) CaUUerme of the Paintinge belonyiiHT to Talb 
CoUege, p. 3; (3) HuL of Talb Colfsye, Nbw Havbn, 1786; (4) Pbnnant'h 
Ta*r iM Walks, Yol. ii, 1781, eorreotions, etc., p. 191, etc. 

I have tried in vmn to tmoe any copy of the engraved portrait of Mr. Tale 
above referred to, nor is it now to be foond in the College. Bat jost in time for 
introduction In this volume I have reoeivnd, tbroogb Dr. Andereoa'e kiodaeea, 
a photograph of tbe pietnre presented to the College by Mr. Duolrt North.

Mayo, of tbe India Office, for tbe following extract, in which Sir 8- Master comes 
forward.

(Ifarfmefed/rom ** Select Vievet of London", by Jouv B. Papworth, 
London, 1816, 8to>, p. 57.] 

“Ob the west side stands the Chnrcb of 8. Okobob ths Mabttr. The 
erection of this edifice was oomsioned by the great increase of iuhobiUnts in 
tho parish of S. Akcrbw, Holbobk. Sercral of those who resided at the 
extremity of the parish haring propose<l to erect a chapel for religions worship. 
Sir STRiTMeUAX Mabtbr and fonricen other gcatlemco were appointe<l 
trustees for tho managemont of Iho bosinoM. In 170& they eoatracted for tbo 
boilding of a ohapel end two booses for i3,500. intending to rcimborso tlmm* 
selres by tho sale of pews. The edifice being finished the next year, they settled 
ananal stipends for tbo maintenanoo of a chaplain, an afternoon (wcacher, and 
a clerk j bat the commiasionon for erecting fifty new chorcbee in the metropolis 
pnrehased tbe bulding, eansed a oortain district to bo oppointed for its parish, 
and bad it conseerated in 17S3, when it was dodiented to S. Qborob, in compli* 
ment to Sir Stbetnoram Uastbr, who had been Ooremor of Pciht 8. Gbobcb, 
in the East Iroibs.'* 

On this Ur. Mayo remarks: 

*' I bad imagined that like oihor Qeorgian Chorebes this one was named in 
compliment to tbe King, with * The Martyr’ for a difference to distingoUh it 
from the adj^ing parish of‘8. Gboror, BloomsburT- It had always puzsled 
me, bowerer, bow two ndjoiaing |Miri>bes, created at the same period, should 
both bare been named after 8 . Geoikib ; but the matter is now expbuaed. 

The Chnrch of 8. Qbobgb, BLOOstanuRT, has a statne of the King on top 
of the tpirs. If 8. Oeobob thb Martyr had had a spire, the bnilders might 
possibly bare crowned it with the effigy of Sir S. Master I 
“ The bnilding (as chapel) seems to baTe been finished m 170C, so Sir 
Strbtkbrax enjoyed the benefit of a placo of worship in the vionity of hia 
residence in Bbd Lion Sotiarb for nearly 20 yean>.“

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BIOGRAPUY OF THOMAS PITT, 

iMTBBLOrSR, GOVERNOR OP FoRT St. GBORGE, AND PROGENITOR 

UP AN Illustrious Family. 


In tlie Ptary of William Hedges we find repeated reference to a 
Captain Pitt or Fitts (as he is called indiscriminately), a promiuciit and 
notorious interloper who pressed his obmmercial adrentum in defiance 
of the Company’s claims to cxclasive trade, and was only too succesiful 
in seducing from their fidelity, and involring'in his own qunsi-coutra* 
band bunneas, a number of the Company's sen'ants in ** the Bay”. 

I tliink it well to begin by bringing together liere, either in abstract 
or extract, the chief passages in which Hedges takes notice of this ad¬ 
venturer. 

On the outward voyage of Hedges and his pnrty, on the i>/rN(r, 
when eleven weeks from the Downs, they speak a ship proving to be the 
Croirn (Capt. Dorrcl), which had left home some three weeks after 
them, an interloper bonnd for UfigH, and carrying, with other passen¬ 
gers, “ Mr. Pitts” (p. 20). 

On the arrival of Hedges at Balasore they see a ship in the roads: 

** They told os the Ship wft aaw in Port was the Oroien, Capt. Dorbel, with 
Mr. Pitts, who had been here 11 days before. That Mr. Pms had hired a 
irreat house at Ballasobb. carried divers Chests of money ashore, and was 
very bosy in buying of goods” (p. 31). 

'When Hedges visited the Court of Dacca, the Nabob asked him 
various questions regarding Mr. Pitt and his trade *, and he scents to have 
tried to get the Nabob to arrest and bring to Dacca the latter with his 
skipper, Capt Dorrel; indeed parwAtuu to that effect, addressed to the 
authorities at HdgH, were, to the Agent’s great satisfaction, actually 
prepared: 

** If they eooe and appear their voyages will be lost this yoor. If they abscond 
aud go away, they will be esteemed viltalnes and not peruittod to eooie aguia 
hereafter” (p. S3}. 
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Bat thoagh tbepanodnajr were Mal&d (p. 58, so at leaat Hodges was 
told) nothing cams of them. Tbc^ '‘were compounded with Bulchund'* 
(the natiye govemor of HiigK) for n good sam of money, and 6 per 
oeul paid by them for all their goods (p. 68). And when Hedges, on 
a viMt to Balasore, is dining at the Banksball on the shore there, be 
notes under February 2nd, 1682 (i.e., N.S. 1683) 

“ Capt. Donmn. aad Mr. Prrr pauel by in their Sloop, with 4 Osna and 
aboot 90 BtroLisa Seamen to work the rostel and row la the Crown’s pinnace 
to tow the aloop.” 

And on the 5tb February, with “ the other two interlopers”, ressels 
apparently also belonging to Pitt's adrentore, they sailed for England. 

These notices of Pitt by Hedges in 1682, however, present by no 
means the earliest occurrence of his name in Anglo-Indian records. 
The following is the first mention that 1 have found, and shows bow 
early the suspicions of the Court were excited against him: 

.From LcUsr of ths Court to Hugli, dated 24th JDecember 1675: 

** We ordered joa by Oar Last Letter to send home RicnaaD Tzxan, which 
Wee eoafime, and Wee now ondeniand that Capt. Gooni^an in the Zascartor 
Left there One .... Pttts, aad that he U entertayned by Oar Chief there,’ 
as also the Carpenter of the said Ship did Leave the Commander, and We are 
informed wac prerayled with so to doe by Oar Chief. Bat whether he had a 
hand in it or not. Wee do reqoire yon to take Care to send them to the Fort to 
romaine there till next yeares Sbippinfr, and then to be eent to England.** 

Aod in Stroynsham Master's Diary in the India Office^ under Ifith 
Deer. 1676, we read: 

"The Cooncell of Balasosi) being aeqaaintod that there was Sererall 
BwoLisamr not in the Coapaoyi Serrioe in this Towne, some that came 
trading Voyages from the Coast, and othnn that reside m the Bat, they were 
all sent for and aoqnaintod with the Honble: Companys orders, that all Esolish* 
mw not in the Companys Serrioe are to reside at Font 8 t. Gcoaos or Mai>- 
XASFATAir . . . . AQ the Eoglish bdtig withdrawn the Coaneell sent for 
Tbovas Prrrs and read the Honble: Companys Order to send him to Emoland 
by the first Ships and required bis obeerranoe thereto, who proa^ised to comply 
aoDordingly.*' 

About the same date (19th Deer. 1676} the Court aro writing again 
to HfigU: 

" Wee Boto the sUghi answer yon giro aboot Bxcbasb Tbkad .... We 
doe expect that all onr orders shonld be pnnetaaUy complied with, eepeoially of 
this Kinds, and wonld not have yon think that a delay or slight exense will 
serre the torn in expeetatjon that wo may forget. If he and Ptpts and the 
Carpenter of the LoHCoster ordered home doe not oome by the nest shipa, wee 
shall esteem it to be a oontnmacy in yon.'* 

It appears quite certain that Pitt did not obey the order for his

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return to England, for once more the Court write to the Bay, 12th 
December 1677: 

And for Tbo t Pirr, we oonfirme oor former order to hare him eeat home, 
for goemff out with an intent to etaj in the CoontreY, or mnniog away from their 
•hip. are eonraee we cannot ^prore, and will rather at any time ae^ a Seaman 
from home to yon then oor Indnlgonoe enoonrage cneh practioee .... " 

And at the time when the letter last quoted would reach India we 
find Pitt still there, as appears from letters of his, and from other brief 
notices of him that are preserved by chance among the records, having 
apparently been transmitted to England with the papers of Balosore Fac¬ 
tory. There is some mention of money to be paid to Thomas Pitt in 
a letter from Matthias Vincent at Huou to R. Edwasds at 
Baijisore, dated February 21st, 1677-8 (O.C. 4S64), and a postscript 
to the same letter runs as follows: 

*' Kow the new Amin is come I doe not qooition hot yon may get Pm’s hones 
thence at twice, or at least at thrioe, it yon cannot at once. Pray endeavour what 
yon ean, and oxonse my Silence to him and Mr. SHrm. I ahall answer them 
both per the next, but fear I shall not have time to do it now.’* 

Wo have, also, from the same to the same, March 22nd, iti: 

” Pray let me have an aecompt what Mr. Pitt has sold his hones for, that 1 
may account to him for Wat Littlvtokb share. Z baaxe he has agreed to goe 
to PxnsiA upon NosOOLXji Cawn’s Ship. Pray when be comes ihsoee hither¬ 
ward let somebody eome with him that may pve me timely notiee, if be calls not 
in hero, he being betwMs 4000 and 5000 Bspess in my debt on all aeoompts to 
thin day.

There is a good deal in these letters not very intelligible, owing to tlie 
fragmentary nature of the surviving correepondeDce, and it is not easy to 
understand the transaction about the horses, against which Pitt appeals 
80 strenuously to Vincent in the letter next to be quoted :

Thia letter is aeoled with a somewhat ronghly executed aeal, which 
bears tbo shield of the Dorsetebire Pitts. 

The next is a letter to Edwards from Mr. Edmond 
Boqden of tho Conncil at U&glf without date, and partially 
injured. It contains a complaint of Pitt, apparently refur* 
ring to the period suceoeding his return from Persia :*

Haveing abowed lua and my Arbitrators all the accompte of hia sixteen Bagga of

of your EUBOrs Ships (who can give you a more particular accouutt hereof) 
acquaint us of theire meeting at Johaeka another private Ship Commanded 
by one Cbispt, and soiled out with them from theuoe, but afterwards loft 
them in tbe night pretending to bee bound for Qo*, and from thenco to 
BoaiBAT, and SuiuuTT; but since finde them to have first imported at 
MuaoAT, where meeting with one Pms, who from Bemoalla having beene 
with a Cargos of Sugars at Pebsia inoouraged them for the Coast of Cob. 
eaedbi. and Bat; which hath given as a happy deliverance from them; 
which otherwise would have given your afloires here great ineooveniency 
aud prejudice; and therefore it will highly eoneeme your Hoaoius timely to 
prevent it from others for tho futuro, aa Wee on our porta ahall not bee 
wanting to defeate all their designs against your Interest to the utmoet of 
our Power according to hia Majestiea ComBoand and your Honours lostrue- 
Uons.”

The lost letter (Oct. 80tb, 1G79) seems to speak of another voyage to 
Persia os possibly in prospect, and suck a royage (in 1680) would agree, 
as 1 hare already suggested, with tltc iudicatious of the date of bis being 
met at Muscat, whicii aro given in the Surat letter of January 1G81. 
He might have mado this second voyage to Uio Gulf, and still have 
been in England in time for that on which we next have positive in* 
tolligCDcc of him. 

In 1C81-2 there took formal shape an attem]>t to found a rival East 
India Company, a project favoured by tho jealousy which had long 
oxistod between the Levaut (or Turkey) Company, and tliat of Lead* 
enhoU istreet. Tlie scheme came under considemtion of the King and 
Privy Couneii in April 1682, but was rejected.* 

Before this, however, Pitt, in the ship CVoton, and with two or 
throo other veascls which hod been chartered by him or his principals, 
mado the new voyage of which Hedges has spoken in the paaaugea

** We are informed that Mr. PtTTS ii gone for India b the ahip Onvma, and 
we belicro will oome up Huohlt Btrer directly, b bopea to get bia paaaage 
thither before oar Agent Hsnoas (which we hope the Almigh^ will prevent). 
If he ahoold appear within your Agency, we would bare you Secure his person, 
whaterer it eoet to the OoTemment or other natiTcs, all which vre recommend 
to the prudent management and good hoabandry of onr Agent and Ooundll 
When yon hare got him bto your Custody, be ante to teoure him, be being a 
desperate fellow, and one that we fear will not stick in doing any miaohief that 
liea m hie power, and we hare each oonfidenoe in tbe conduct of you onr Agent 
and Coundll b putting year anthority of the Conntiy b execution (which Mr. 
Bbad aoquabted ue may be done), that no Interloper ehall be able to proenro 
Water or proviaiona witbont rendrbg themaelrca to your eomande, deeiring to 
be receiTed bto Our eerrice upon aneh terms as we bare formerly directed.”

They also write to Fort St George, lOth March, id .: 

We bear that there will be two Interlopers this year b the Bat, rist: tbo 
Oowne, Capt. Dobbbu., and” (blank in Becords) Thomas Pitts, bebg de< 
signed snpra-cargo of both, who ie Mr.Yboent’s eonsb, aad s fellow of a bangh^, 
hnffju^f, daring temper, and therefore by tbe first ship that goee downs to the 
Bat, we would bare yon send downs to Agent Ebdobb a Oorporall and 20 
Boldlere, to be at bis disposall there, so long as our ships stay, or be ehall think 
fits to keep them there b prevent Interlopers . • . We thinV it may not bo 
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»B)tM to bAT« them then to prerent toy insolent attempt ol Pim to reaeae 
ViNCXKT . . . beoaoM probably PiTTB, being eo well MquaiDtod on the River 
of Gakoxb, may carry up both tho ibipi aforea^ to bigb aa Hooblbt, whereat 
w« have no abip tmaU enough to go np> bnt onely the Wtlfor^ that it lota than 
either of the othera." 

The Council of Surat again wrote to the Court, lOtb April 
168S: 

** With adrioea from Bsnoaixa . . . Yonr Conntry aerranta beaten by the 
government, and money forced from then in cnob a manner that all are afraid 
to eerve. The interl<^>eing Shippa neare fnlly laden, by the meant of yonr falae 
eervant YrNOBiiT . . . Vixomr intenda for EnoLaim in the Oowiu; he and 
Pirre talka at a Strange rate, give out that yonr Hononrs are broke, and they 
ohiefea for a Mew Company. Wee hope that they will meet with a doe reward 
for contemning hia Majatiie’a Charter." 

Tho actual proceedings of Pitt and Dorrell in Bengal, so far os 
Hedges affords any account of them, have been indicated at tho be* 
ginning of this compilation, and ohTonol<^caUj would come in at this 
point. I give a few particuloni &om other sources. 

“ Ahttract Ufa UUtr ftom the Ekoltib Covnciil o/ y*.- Bav of Bihoali, fn 
IirniA, reoetoed by y' Interlop': Ship Orovmt, that d^partod Bskoall tn 
January lati, virt: * Jint, tlmt the said Croione arriv^ 11 daiea before onr 
Agent on the Befeaea in BaLnasooB road. 

Pitts entered Bai.LaeoaB in a hoetile manner with gnards and trnmpetta, 
reporte the Easr iKDia Company were in ao low a condition that they eonld eeod 
forth but 2 ahlpps to fetch off their remaines with not 20 cheeta of treasure, and 
that there waa a new Company erected and bee, the aaid Pins, waa their Agent. 
Aa aoone aa be came to the Companyi late Agent VxMCitrr, Yivcbkt removed 
to the Dutch Qnarter, leviee ao armed guard of PobtuodsX Srelooka, BaSH'* 
BOOTXS and Peonee. The I^/eace arrived with Agent Hkdom in BsBoaL the 
17th of Jnly, 1682, at BaiJuasoRB, the 34th at Huohlt, found all trade inter¬ 
dicted except the Company would pay Cnitome both for Qooda and Treasure. 
. . . Under all these tronblea Pitts oomas with 8 ahippa to Hoghloy amd lands 
in great state, with 4 or 5 files of soldiers In red ooate, well armed, and great 
attendance of Motive Soldiers, with Tnunpetere, and takes np bis qnarten with 
the Dutch, by the name of the Mew Companye Agent, beapattoring the Old 
Company. He treats with the Governonr as Agent, aa aforesaid, obtaines a 
Pmoonna order, wider the title of the Mew Exolisb Company, to trade, and 
alto liberty to boild a ffaotory with many^ to cootinne for ever, and 

defames the Companye aerranta. Yxmcxxt, joyning with him, bnilda war<y 
honaea, the Dutch everywhere atsitting thorn, and the Companya black Her- 
ohants, by Yincanta inflnenee. 

** Ypon the Agente arrivall Tixcbxt and LXTTi*XTOX are served with Sub¬ 
poenas out of Chaooery which they Slight, and a day being appointed for their 
Answer, they refuied, saying they wonld answer in England."

” He hTajestys Coniieel nt Law are of Opinion that the Company do oommeoeo 
their enit against the commander and offieers of tbo Ship Oretm, and other 
persone intereeted, and it is ordered to bo referred to the Committeo for LasrsuiU 
to five direction that prooees bo taken ont.” 

Court Book, 11th July 1683: 

” ICr. Dcdoxb and Mr. Ccnrak are desired to inform themiolvea what iho 
pereoBB eotertained by S'l John Wktwano eon testify tonehing the carriago 
of Mr. Pitts and Ur. Dobeil, Master of the Crown, at their coming to 
Hdoelbt, and to report the same on Friday next”— 

But I find nothing farther os to their report. 

/Vom Cburl'e Letter to Suratt, dated July 20th, 1683 : 

The affairs of the Interlopers we hope will be toon at an end, hia Uajmty 


’ Presumably mean*: “but you arrived boforo Vincent could have 
notice of Pitt’s wrivaL" 
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being fnlly retolred to toppreot them. The Methods propoi’d for tho effootuall 
doing whereof by tho Kioga Coancdl here are 

" let. By etopping then from going out m Woo did Sands (which lies by the 
Walla) > 

“2. By onr own aotioni for damages. 

"S. By Information in the Crown Offioe in the Kings name for high Mia. 
demeanonrs npon which snch as are found gnilty will be fined to the King at the 
Jodgee dieeretioaB. 

“In the two ferementioned ways Wee bare begun with 2S of them, whieh is 
thought abundantly more effeetnall then stopping or seising their goods, which 
cannot be so well jostafy’d in Ekqlamd by onr Charter as it may be in IimUi as 
Oor Conncell informs os.

“ In regard the Crimes perpetraiod by Tincsnt, Pitts, and Doabxll, in 
the Bat ^ Bsnoali. were moot enormous there was a particular information 
against them npon whieh they were taken and kept some days in Costody by tho 
King's Mossengers, and then dismissed giving 40,0001. each Soeurity to answer 
the King's Suit, the issue whereof (we hare reason to heUere) will make thorn 
Sick of that kind of Interloping trade ... 

lYon Court to Bengal, 5th September 1G83 : 

“ We are saiisfy’d with the Reasons you give Us for not seising ibo Person of 
Mr. ViMCBMT and Frtre, hot not satisfy’d with that you allodge for not tend¬ 
ing home Mr. RotXB, whom you say is jeyn'd to Littleton, and that he was 
unconeem'd with Interlopors, in which you are mistaken, For we know that he 
is a 8py, and a Tool of tbeirt, and was a Serrant of the OniaoBTs here, who 
wore the greatest Owners of the Oroion." 

The next two extracts do not name Pitt or any other indlTidnal, bnt 
they refer probably to bizn, among others, as one of their ailTcraorics, 
the Interlopers, on whom they claimed to have inflicted such defeat. 

IVom Oourft Letter to Surat, 7th April 16B4: 

“ CA The Litigation between Vs and Interlopers, of the two last yeon goes 
on well according to the method of prooeodiags in the Laws of this Kingdwno 
and hare no donbt bnt the resolt of all onr Saits wilbe to onr Satisfaction, and 
We suppose onr Adrersaries are of the tame opinion, the rather because We 
doe not know of any Interioper gone for India this year or designed to goe." 


^ “ Sands still oontinnes ^aquieting himself and Us at law to little Pur* 
pose, while his Ship and Ooode hath layu at Wrack in thia River 7 or 8 
months, and is never like to put you to any trouble in India."—'T dr Ontrt to 
Foot St. Osonos. May Slat, 1G$3. 

* Pitt and Bormll had sailed from Balasoro fith February 1GS2-3 ; and it is 
a little piuzling bow they oould have arrived in time for thU arrest to ba^'o 
been reported by the Court on 20Ui July of the same year. Ko doubt, how* 
ever, the ^row>i mutt have beeu a fust vessel for those daya On her voysge 
out she left the Bowns about 20th February, and arrived at Balosore 8th 
July 1C82 (eee 2>*ary, pp. 20 and 31); and an equal voyage homo would have 
brought her to port about 23rd June 1G83. 
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From the Sam to Huoli, Srd October 1884 : 

“ 12. With tbif w«e »«ad the Printed Cargo of the Interloper WtUwn* and 
John,* and intend to send the Print of her lale, if woo can procnro it, to the 
intont that yon may see what Kind of new gooda abe brongbt, and how they 
aonld bare, for yonr goremment in proriding for na, laoh aa yon find tamed to 
boat aooonnt. 

" 13. Upon thU iM*"‘**^ wee moat tell yon that tbe Intenopora hare m 
nothing joato canae to booat than thia, that nolwltbatauding oar Conneib aro 
oonaiantty londent npon tbe Plaeo, and hare alwaiea onr ordera and mony before¬ 
hand, and tine to Proride new and fine aorta of gooda, and they oooe to the 
Bar bat for a abort time and aa it were by ataalth, and yet they bring homo 
more in proportion of thoae new dealreable gooda by far then otur ahipi, which ia 
anoh an nnancwerable reproach to thoae that mannag’d onr affaire formerly that 
wee hope yon will remore it from yonr doora.*' 

I may obaerre here that neither I nor a legal friend, who ie a member 
of the Council of oar Society, and kindly gave hU aawtance in the 
matter, hare been able to find any mention of Pitt^ caae in published 
reports. The arguments in the caae of Samdys, which is mentioned 
in the Court’s letter of July 20th, quoted abore, are giren at much 
length in tbe Stale Trials, under the heading:

Jeffries, who preaided, concludes: 

Upon the whole matter, I am of the same opinion with my brothers; and do 
conceire that that grant to tbe plaintiffs, the sole trade to tbe Imdiss, 
exclnalre of others, is a good grant, and that the action la well brongbt. 

“ And tbecefore let the plaintiff take bis jadgment.“—Cobbett'a Sfote Trials, 
1811, nnder 86 Charles D (1684), rol. z, col. 371 to ool. 454.< 


* This ship ia mentioned by Hedges, pp. 77, S4,132. 

* The argiimests ere by Holt (afterwards Lord Chief Justice), Treby (do.), 
Findt (afterwards Earl of Nottingham aod Chanoellor). Pollezfen (after¬ 
wards Lord Chief Justice), Sawyer (Attmmey General^, and Wflliams. The 
jodgmente of Justice Holloway and Lord Chief Justice Jeffries are also 
giren. 

’ My friend alluded to above, Mr. A. Gray, has kindly sent me notes, from 
whi<h I extract the following : 

“ Ihe Judges heeded by JarraiBB went for the Company. 

*' The Reports only notice cases which are in any way important m a legal 
aspect, and I imaginn that Samcts's caae settled (for the nonce) tbe question 
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Whether it was due to this course of law, and the heavy recog* 
niaanees ordered, 1 do not luow for oertain, but we hear almoet nothing 
of Captain Pitt's proceedings, and certainly nothing of voyages to India, 


of the exclusive right of trading; and therefore that Pitt and the othera 
were fined without remonstrance. 

e e • • • • • 

"As regards the form of prooeodlnga, which you quote from the Court's 
Letter to Sobat of Jnly 20th (rapro), the aofcaou for dainages wae on action en 
tAe ease, aa waa that against SaKora An information in the King's Bench is 
a criounal proceeding for a misdemeanour, and is distinguished from an iadtrt- 
mrai, inasmuch aa it is brought directly before tho King’s Bench, without any 
bill being found by a Grand Jury, and it was the form of procedure always 
adopted to exact penalties or flnM in eases when the judges and King's 
Ministers were antagouietic to the people, and where, if aa indictment bad 
been brought, the Grand Jury would probably have thrown it out. Z do not 
know, however, how they could proceed against the interlopers by itformation, 
unleas ^ some law the inhingement of the Company’s Charter waa made to 
be a misdemeanour, as probably it waa. 

" Sandgt V. £xton (Hilary Term, 89 Car. II, t.a 1688). 

" SAxnra laded a ship and gave out that he intended for the East Iimiics. 
Upon complaint hereof to the King in Counofl, he ordered bis advocate in the 
Admiralty to arrest the said Ship, and detain her tOl Security waa given not to 
go and trade within any part of the countries contained in tbo patent 
granted to the E. I. Company. Tho ship waa accordingly arrested, and SAimrs 
refused to give security, but prayed a prohibition in R. B. (^King't Stuck). 
(The King's Bench, ss tbe Supreme Court of Common Law, had the power to 
restrain tbe Court of Admiralty, a Court of CivU Law, when it transgreesed 
or encroached upon the Common Law.) 

" After an argument in the King’s Bench with some legal technicalities, ‘ all 
the judges’ were of opinion that there should be no prtdiibitioD, as there was 
DO tuU in the Admiralty Court, and they would not prohibit the King getting 
a warrant there (SHi«H 0 ''s StporU, 1728, p. 91). 

" The Company, having got SAtfDVs’s ship arrested, then seems to have com* 
msneed on action against him—an action on <As case, Le., an ordinary action 
for wrong done. Each side engaged the Irading counsel of the day .... 

" *Eatt India Company. ThU was the great caao that depended at that timo 
Against SainrTa for interloping; but concerned tho merchanta in Loimox, 
who complained against the E. I. Company for being a monopoly, and began 
almoet to form an interloping Comi>auy. But the Judgment of Law, being 
for the Company, put a stop to it. jBrrnm espoused the matter with great 
fuiy; and though not much given to argue Law matters, be, in giving his 
Judgment, made a prolix argument, as the Reports of the Cose whereon they 
appear, will show. There was somewhat extraordinary at the bottom. But I 
have no grotind to aay what.' (Hortb's Lift of Ouil^ford, ed. 1808, ii, 109.) 

". . .. The 3d year of Jamss II tho King's Bench held that the King could 
not givo a monopoly to merchants to trade with Holland or Brabant (JferdiaHt 
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for Abont ten ycar« after thio. IndeoH, Sir Jolm Goldsborooj'h in a 
represantatiem to the Nabob of Bengal regarding Pitt’s reappearance 
there in ICOd, expressly says that Uie great troubles which Pitt hod 
broo^t on himaelf in England, and bis detention there by the Govern* 
ment, would bavo prevented bis ever returning, but for tho opportnnities 
afforded him by tbo wars wliich had recently broken out Wo do not 
at all know how bo was oocnpied in tho interval, bat as wo shall find 
him in 1688>d a man of landed estate and n Member of Parliamont, no 
donht be had fnnnd a field for his infinite activity in adventure and 
money-making. 

The following are thu only notices of Pitt in that interval that I 
Lave been able to trace: 

From Court Book, iiOtii Nov. 1687: 

"There having been a f^e of 1000^ lately set npoa Tbomas Pitts of 
ZrOitimx hlerehant by bit Majestys Coart of Eing’s Bench npoa an informatioa 
against him for Interlo^g within the limits of tho Companys Charter and other 
great mUdemeaaoBrs committed in the Easr Inoibs, whereof be was conrieted, 
And his blajesty taking notioe that the Company has been at ezeossive charge 
in proeeoaiioB of that suit, was graoioiuly pleased to give the said fyne onto the 
Company and to discharge the said Tnoxas Prrrs thereof; Now the Conrt 
Boiwithitanding all the damage the Company have fostiuaod by means of the 
said Tho: Prrrs and his adherents, were pleased to be so kied to him as to abate 
him 600w6 of the said fyne, and only to receive 400^, which was payd into the 
Compsay’s Treasniy." 

Under date 28rd Nov. 1688 we find the following somewhat surpris¬ 
ing announcement; but we do not know its preciae bearing : 

"hfr. Tkoxas Pxtts was now admitted into the freedom of this Company 
gratia." 

Again, under 7th January 168D(dO): 

"A Idotioa being made that three Bales of Goods belonging to Ur. Trokas 
Pitts, brought home on the Roehostar, might bo delirered onto him. It is 
ordered that the Committee of private trade do give directios therein accord¬ 
ingly, he paying permiasioa for the same aoeording to the valoation that tbo 
Committees shall make of the said goods." 

These might seem straws indicating a more favourable air from 
Ijeadenball Street in tho direction of the Interloper. But if so tills 
promUiug sspoot of things underwent iutorrnption, for at no time does 
the hostility between the two parties find stronger expreetion than 
during tho next voyage of Pitt. 


AdwUiuw V. Jtdov. 8. ifodem BeporU, p. 126). The Oompony’s case with 
Saxdts bad been decided greatly on the ground that the natives of Ikoia 
wors iofldels, and that no BamsH subjects could, without tbo King’s liceose, 
trade with Infidels.** 
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For notices of Pitt’s nyappeantneoia the Ganges Delta in theautamn 
of 1G9S wo are chiefly indebted to the oiflcial correspondence of Sir 
Jolm Goldsborough, then on a visit of supervision to Bengal as the 
Company’s Commissary General”. Bat earlier in that year we hear 
of the proposed voyage in LuUrclVt Diar^: 

" On Thozaday [30th March 1608] sa extraordinary OottBoell at Ksmsikotok, 
where was a great hearing before bis Majestio, between the B. L Company and 
Capt. GrrroKO and Capt Pitts, two Interlopers; the Company preet to hare 
the interlopers hindered from going to sea*” (ill, C8.) 

They were not, however, hindered from going to sea, and perhaps Pitt 
bad already started. The Court write on this subject to Bengal, 28th 
AprU 1693: 

^‘For what we can yoi apprehend tbo Interlopor Fdteard whereof Capi. 
WibLiAx OlvroBD is Comm^er, Mr. Thouas Prrrs and Allbn Catch* 
roLS Snpm Cargoe, will creep out to BsNOAnL, altbo'the firet and Mcend order 
of Conneil be only to permitt thom to prosceote their Voyage for Madbka, of 
both which orders Weo send you borowith Anthontiqne Copyes. Wse are very 
nach disposed to fmstraie iier Voyage whatever it eosta, wel knowing nothing 
to be doao in Xxdia withont Money. 

'* Mr. Pitts and Catchpolb w^ make a great imffing and swanering if 
they arrive there as they did formerly, but yon will haro a good guard of soldiers 
about yon, and if they prove faitbfall yon need not fear any great shows they 
will make there, net that Wee would have blood sbed, hot Wee would not have 
yon outlooked or Triumphed over as Pitts did formerly over Mr. Bbabo, who 
wanting the Language of the Country could not work so secretly with the great 
men in Bbkoali, as you may doe that have such perfect knowledge of their 
Language and Methods in all respects ...” * 

They arc to encourage HIuttridas if bo has adhered faithfully, and 
given help to defeat the Interlopers. 

” Yon may give him for bis oxpences and for the assistance of his ffriends at 
Dacca a present of fonr or fBve tbonsand Pounds os yon shall see cause when 
the Bnsinsas is done to your Content, in the Mean time give him a Positive 
assoronoe of it, and buy os many Goods of bim os be con fomish yon with, tho’ 
they lye by yon or him in Godownes Untill our next Sbipe arrive with yon, and 
be have bis Money for them, AUtfao’ Wee cant donbt he will have any Jeolonsy 
of his payment, stnoe never any Kaiive of India lost a Penny debt by this 
Company from the time of the first instilntion thereof in Queen Euzabbth’s 
dayes thie time, altbo' Woe hare been inform'd there is some scorce of 
Thonsand Pounds remaining Dne to the Nativee from the last Interlopers, and 
not a little from Davis and. Pitts themselves, who were their great Champions 
is Bbmoall, which now they will have an opportunity to secure. 

” We would have no force used on our side, but all things to be done by 
Wisdom and Money except the Interlopere offer any force against tbe Natives 
our AUyee, and in each Case we would hare you give order to our Captains and 
oifiecre by force to rescue any of our Aliyas, their Sbipe, Effects or Persons out

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of their hutde. lad if there be oocmIob upon tbie Oonjosetun to incieue tbe 
traniber of yoor PeoDi or Topou Sooldiera We woold not bere jon Stick at that 
Charge nor any other tho’ not lierein patiienlarly aentioned, to prerent and 
defeat ibis Interiopen Voyage. 

'* This bold attompt of Hr. Prrrs and Catchpooli has to irritated the ad. 
rentnren that Ibey are reeolred immeduitely to raise among tbemeelTos an 
additional Stoek of about X400/)00 to be added as a farther Capitall for carrying 
on tbe Trade fully to all Intents and Parposse, which after all other Wayes is 
the most certain to confound and discourage all Interloping Attempts, as wee 
fonnd by Eiperinioe in the late Interloping Timee. 

" We dyreet this Letter only to yonr Self that yon eo keep it or show it to yonr 
CooneiU if yon think fitt, hot yon mnst eonolade yon hare sooe false Breatheren, 
ai veil as Ur. Bxabd had." 

)£r. Henrj Stanley, chief at Balasore, reported to Sir John Golds, 
borongh Pittas arrival at that port, let October 1693, in company with 
the Company’s dismissed servant, Allen Catcbpoole, on board an 
** Interloper'’ of 600 tong called tho Seytmrt} On this Sir John 
addressed a commnnication to tbe Nawab Sdboddr of Bengal, which we 
slinll give presently, and writing also to Mr. Eyres at Dacca (dated 
“ CitCTTANCTTE Sbcr: tho 9th;”) says: 

'’By the Copy of Ur. Stanley's Xieitcr to me of the Ist: instant yon will tee 
what is written ^nt Ton Pitt and Allkk Catcupolx being come to Balls. 
sons, who boff and Bonnee, and give out Monntaincs on their one Side, but this 
is mneh to be liked that they Say not one word of the Bt: Hon: Company oor 
Masters more then Cnrsii^ of them, for if they were not Established that would 
be the first thing they would vent . . . 

And on tbe 23rd he writes to the same correspondent: 

“ Since my last.... we bare beard nothing more from Ur. Staklbt abont 
To» Pitt and the Intcrlopcrt. However I thinck fitt to acquaint yon that we, 
abont 4 dales after my letter to yon. heard that the Govemont of Huoly was 
fitting his boat to fetch Tow Pitt from Ekxdua up the Eiver, notwithstanding 
what ws bad wrot to him abont Pirr, upon which we sent Captain Bokull to 
him at Huolt, with orders to lett him know that if he gave any entertainment 
or conntenanee to Tox Prrr or his Peopl^ or soffered the Uerchants to trade 
with him or them, it would bring another warr upon this plaoe, and that we 
would Stop Tow Pitt upon the River, from Coming np, and that if by Land 
be did gett to Hxtolt, wo woald fetch bim from thence. 

" Upon this the Qov't of Huolt seemed to be affraid, and promised be would 
give him aoe Conntenanee or Entertainment, nor the Uerebants ebonld not 
trade with bim .... and if Tow Pitt came to Hngly be would deliver bim np 
to ni.... This I require yon itrieUy to observe and follow, and not be affraid 
of spsaking, for it is my Boeolntion not to stay here if they soffer bim." 

To this Mr. Bybbs writes in reply: 

"lobeerve what yonr ExeeUency writes as to Tao: Prrr and ALLanrCrrcH 

’ It is Seymore in the traneeript of Sir J. Qoldsborough’s letter to Sumt 
((XC. 5886, No. 48), from which this is quoted; but Stynors is the correct 
name, as we shall see further on. 
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PobBB b«ta( arriTed ia BsKoabLi liaring perused tbs Coppj of Mr. Staklbt’s 
letter to year Eseelleacf, like*rUeI sball aie mj best Eodeerour to frustrate 
their designs, aad to got them turn’d out of the Ooaotrej ....

FBAN Nations trade, upon whioh I gave your Highness an acoount of the Cause 
therof, that it woe ooeationed by ill men that wore ill willers to GoTemment, 
and that in most kingdomei thoro were eneb, and that it was from them that 
Interlopers aad pirote iofeated thne seas, and your Highness Kemenibere the 
war and many diffonoees and troublce some 4 or 5 yonrs past which fell between 
your people and ours here in Bskoall, whioh woe began and oceationed by 
Interlopers, who are sneh ae I bare above meotionod, that contrary to our King 
or hi* Ht: H: Et: India Company bare come into ibeoo ports, and once or twice 
before were Received here by the Government and Merchaate att Badlasobb 
and Hdolt Aea: plaees, which was the oeeation of that unhappy War. 

“ Now may it please yonr Highneu 1 bare notioe from onr ffoctors Residing 
at Ballasobb that about 8 dates past arrived in that Road an Interloping Ship 
who without leave from our King, or his Rt. Honble: Et: India Company is 
come thither as will appear 1^ his not baring one of the Largest Printed Passes 
presented some time past to yonr Highness by our factors, if your Highness 
shall think fitt to demand it of them ; further in the Ship it come one of those 
very men named Thos s Pitt that wore bore formerly, upon tbo very same 
luterloping Account, whoo was one of theio that Laydo the foiindaiion of the 
unhappy differeneos before mentioned aad may doe the like agon if yonr High* 
neat doth not prevent him, by not admitting him to trade in the Kings porta. 

” I therefore doo humbly intreat yonr Highness to Consider ibo many Erills 
that may Eotoe if such men be permitted to trade when doe notioe ia given that 
they are Interlopers, which may bo proreoted if your Highness in great wisdoms 
shall thinek fitt to Usno forth your Commands .... This very Tko: Pitt is the 
man that about 11 years past did by some sinister Insinuation obtains a Por« 
wnna from the Nabob Shastah Cadnb to build a faetorieatt Hoslt, and upon 
bit retomo to Ekolakd bad great trouble, and bath been by the Oovemment

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Sir John Goldsborough died, it will be remembered, in NoTember 
169S, and Mr. C. Eyres took charge of the Agency in January 169S*4. 
Tins gentleman writes to Sir John Gayer at Bomitoy, in a letter dated 
CatHTTANCTTE, 16th April 1694:^ 

«•••••• 

*' Notwithitaadisg all oar Endearoara with the Nabob and Daln to fnutrate 
aod oppose the Interlopers in ibsir designs, they are rather countenanced and 
encoaraged by the whole Conntry in Qenerall, and Urug at Hdohlxt (24 miles 
higher in the Conntrey then we) will bare greatly the adrantoge of os in both 
boying and selling, bat sspecinlly io buying nil other goods for ready money, 
which all Merchants bring thither, being the Fort Towne. They bare giren oot 
])adnty* to Merohants who formerly deidt with ns to the amoant of Bupsr 
200 000 by tbe conninaoe of the OoTernour of Huolst to whom they bare pr^ 
seated (as we are inform'd) Rape: 4000. But ail their btutness mast be managed 
in Merchants namas so long as the Stop eontinues, At likewise mast oars, which 
will make oor goods come oat extraordinary dear ... 

Fitun Bekoal, Letler to Court, of December 14Ui, 1604: 

"Tbe 15th of Angnst we thought it rery oppertanely to pott in Execution a 
warrant we bad receired from Fobt St. Oionos eoaceroiog one Mbssbkqxr 
who had nnlawfoUy taken poaaeeaion of a boose next adjoyning to tbe later* 
lopers, and in order tirereanto wee sent oor Sergeant with 20 men, sooldicra and 
seamen, to HtTOLST to seUe his person, and take charge of tbe bonse, for we 
bad beard be bad token tbe Interlopers proteetion, and oar main designs in 
seeding so many men was to Intcrmpt their bnsiness and trade by Soaring the 
Goremment and Making them beliSTe there was Something Intended against 
Pitts person, that thereby it might hare been entred in tbe Watuka or Omzett 
io the Nabob and Doan that oar Intentions were to oppose Prrr by force, which 
in all probability would have putt a Stop to tbeir proceedings, for neither the 
Nabob nor the Donn would hare given, them any Countenance, or permitted 
them to trade, had such a Story been oatred in tbe TFooeka* that Wee designed 
Quarrel}, for this the Doan was all along afraid of, and prevented him from 
giving them n Fsncanfia sooner. Bnt the only nuua we have reason to suspect 
that preventod this fair and good designe was Muttbidass, who told tbe 
Goremonr by our Sending so many Mon in Armei np was chiefly to frighten 
them, and that he had loch an intreet with us be could soon gett them recalled 
and seot away. On the Serjauts first arrivall with soe many men it putt the 
whole Cit^ into a Consternation, and Mbssbnosr was Seis'd ond tbe house 
taken possemion of without the least opposition, but as be was ooming to us 
with a Onard in their way aa they Paased by the Interloping Shipp several 
Maiquct Balls were fired at them from said Shipp, and the boat baUed on board, 
and followed with their Shipps pinnaoe with Men in Arms (as your Hoaours 
will percsire more at large by tbe Gnards Depoeitiona in our Diarys, month 
August), on advice wherof we delivered them a protest by tsre of your Honours 
aarvants, and MUt Mr. CoBKaLL op with 32 Seamen more to Joyne with the 
Sorjant and men already at Hvolit, in caees of any Violence that might bo

Pitt's letters to the Commissary Qeaerall in BbkqaIiI., the answer thereunto 
and hia protest....

The John Pitt here mentioned was tlien in the Company’s scrrico at 
Fort St. George, and afterprards, as wc shall amply see hereafter, the New 
Company's President and King’s Consul at Masulipatom. Mr. Evans 
was the somewhat disreputable Patlre of HiigU spoken of by Hedges 
(poMiVn, e.g., p. 148), and afterwards, as we now know (i/HtMl miuime 
rerisf) Bishop successively of Bangor and of Mcatli (seep, ccxcvii, enpra). 
1 regret to say that none of the corresjioadeDee mentioned in the last 
preceding extract con be found except Sir John Goldsborougdi's answer 
to Pitt, given on pp. xx>xxi.

Here I pause for a time in following tbe ebain of doenmeuts concern* 
ing Tbotnas Pitt. 

1 had notgraspod many of its earlier links in the Diary of Hodges, 
and in the correspondence existing at the India Ofllce, before the ques* 
tioD saggested itself to me: Was tliis Captain Thomas Pitt, interloping 
adrenturor, identical with Captain Thomas Pitt, momberfor Old Saruin, 
who in the end of 1697 was appointed by the Court of the Esst India 
Company to the Government of Fort St. George, an office which he 
held with eminent reputation for more than eleven years; who was the 
owner and eponymiu of the famous Pitt Diamond; who was the pro* 
gcuitor of several families holding peerages; and who (above all) was 
the grandfather and great-gran^ther of two of the greatest of 
English statesmen ? 

At flnt sight it seems absurd to imagine that the man who, at inter* 
Tsls, for some fifteen years, and op to 1694, was a notorious interloper, 
defying and maligning the Company, regarded by tliem at times as a sort 
of lostis hautni gewm^ at best as a swaggering desperado, more than 
onoe prosecuted by them in the Courts at home, and dcuonuced by 
their CcHnmisaary.General as no better than a “PyroU”, should be, in 
1607, selected by the same Company as the Governor of what was 
becoming their most important Fresidoney, and in that capacity 
espedslly instructed to direct his efforts to the suppression of the Inter* 
lopers, and to inquiry into thmr oonnection with the European corsairs 
who bad lately been perpetrating outrages on the Indian Seas, and so 
fostering sospieion of the Company itsidf in native hearts. Trying to 
solve this question, I in vain sought in the peerages and in the biogra* 
pliics of the Pitts for information as to the early ontecodents of the 
Governor. Though he has a place in no oncycloptedia or biogra* 
pbical dictaonary that I can discover, except Zedler's (Jvivenal Lexicon 
and a brief notice in Rose, the date of bis birth and tbo fact of his 
origiu at Blandford St Mary’s, witli some particulars of various rami* 
fications of his kindred (though imperfectly given) are to be fonnd in 
print But as to his personal history, it always begins with the 
Government of Fort St George; nothing back of that”, as tho 
Americans say, is anywhere to be found. At tho same time this 
double fact becomes constantly more evident, vis., that whilst nothing 
is to be traced of Capt. Thomas Pitt, Governor of Fort St George, 
much eariier than bis selection for that post, neither U anything later 
to be traced of Captain Thomas Pitt, interloper. The one figure sets 
as the other rises. Mr. Hyde and Dr. Jekyll are never seen contempo* 
raneously. 
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Tbero would have been nothing to surpriae ub had Thomas Pitt, the 
interloper, been sent out as the representative of the Now Couiponf,which 
was under incubation about tho time of his appointment to Madras. So 
indeed, a few months later, bis kinsiuau, John Pitt, was sent as tho Agent 
of that Company, under the title of President on the Coast of Clioro' 
niandell and King’s Consul, to Masulipatam. As I have repeatedly had 
occasion to obserre, a large number of the Kew Company's servants and 
directors were men who liad been dismissed by the Old Company, or lind 
come for one reason or other into hostile relations with it. But it was 
by tbe Old, or London, Company that Thomas Pitt the Governor was 
commissioned. 

On the other hand, the instance, assuming their identic, was not, I 
apprehend, solitary. V\*o find in 1693, Captain R. Borrell standing 
out as the right-hand man and colleague in Council at Calcutta, of 
tho Company's "General", Sir John GoldsborougK And I can hanlly 
doubt that this man, who was specially charged by hk chief with 
measures for the suppresnoo of Thomas Pitt’s last interloping enterprise, 
was the same Captain Dorrell who, ten years before, had been inti¬ 
mately associated with the some Pitt in a like adveutura We need 
not say that the transformation, within four years, of the " haughty 
huffing” interloper into the lealous servant of the Company has itlonty 
of analogies in history. It did not take tliat space of time to trous* 
form James Sharp, the trusted agent of tho Scottish Presbyterian 
Church, into Archbishop of St. Andrew's, and malignant tool of the 
arbitrary Government of King Charles. And, if we could conceive 
that the political history of England during the last two or three years 
sliould ever become as fragmentary and imperfect, or os deeply buried 
in mosses of partially mutilated manuscript, as that of Indian trade and 
service in the last quarter of the seventeenth century, tlicro would bo 
tranaformatious recognised in English political life much more amazing 
and perplexing than that which puzzled me in these researches. Pitt’s 
transformation was indeed for the better, and not like those for the worso. 

it is a carious circumstance that Bruco, the partial annalist of tho 
Company, in meutiooiug the appointment of tho New Company’s Pro- 
aidont and Consul in Coromandel, lately referred to, calls him " Air. 
John Pitt, tho Interloper, so frequently meationod in the Annals of tho 
London Company". But the interloper so frequently mentiouud in tho 
Annals of the London Company was most distinctly not John, but 
Thomas,— Tom Pitt as Sir J. Qoldsborougb calls him again and again 
in letters which 1 havo cited, and which Mr. Bruco shows that he had 
read,—Tlio: Pitt as he signs himself repeatedly in letters of his own, 
which I have transcribed in the preceding pagea X do not supixjso 
that Mr. Brocc made this misleading statement iutcntioimlly, but rather 
that the idea of the identity of tho iutorloping skipper aud supercargo 
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with the faroous governor of Fort St. George was too preposterous 
to have even suggested itself for a moment to that respectable auuoUst; 

Perliaps I sbonld apologise for these details of an inquiry now 
determined finally, and which may be considered thus to bare lost its 
interest And yet, 1 feel a strong temptation to rccapicolate something 
of the course of doubts and arguments which seemed to sway the pro* 
babilities this way or that as facts gradually presented tbemselvcs. 
One dreumstance, which seemed to create a serious dilficulty, was con* 
nected witli Governor Fitter public position at the time of his nomina* 
tion to Fort St. George, lie was, and is described in contemporary 
records as “Captain Thomas Fitt, Member for Old Samm”. And the 
Parliamentary Uistory showed that “Thomas Pitt, Esq.’* was returned as 
one of the members for that ancient and dUtinguishod (and now, for half 
a century, rj^tingnisbed) borough, 2fith October 1C0&. But 1 also found 
that in the election of 1689 (SOth May) “ Thomas Pitt, Esq.*', and in that 
of 1689-90 (27th February) “ Tliomas Pitt Esq., of Sti-atford-un<ler*thc» 
Castle”, was returned for (Mew Sorum or) Salisbury. But, no doribt, 
there were more Thomas Pitts than cme. Was this Member for Solis* 
bury, in the two first post-Rcvolution Parliaments, the same as the 
Ttiomas Pitt who represented Old Samm in the third ? The answer is 
unquestionably. Yet. For we shall see that “ Governor Pitt" pur* 
eha^ the manor of Stratford (and Old Sarum) from James, 3rd Earl 
of Salisbury, in 1690, and tbos Tliomas Pitt, Esq., of Stratford*under- 
the*Castle, who represented Salisbury in the first and second Revolu* 
tion Parliaments was undoubtedly the Thomas Pitt, Esq., who repre¬ 
sented Old Samm in the third. 

Now, is it a probable thing that a man who was Member for Salisbury 
in 1690-95, conld be, during the currency of that Parliament, playing the 
part of Interloper in the HdgU? This seemed so improbable os greatly 
to shabe for a time my confidence in the conclusion towards which I 
had been travelling. But probable or improbable, it is (rue. At least I 
can find no trace of his having vacated bis scat during that Parliament. 

And one piece of probable evidence that favonred the conclusion in 
question waa contained in a Latin inscription, attached to a memorial 
which the ex-Govomor sot up to his father, the Rector of Blondlord 
St. Mary, Dorset, in that chorcb. The words of this seem singularly 
apt in application to a career which, on the oMumption of identity, 
would embrace at oooe the history of the roving interloper, and that of 
the eminent Governor and sncccesful diamond-merchant:

Another point which called for conaideration in couoeetion wUli the 
identity of tlie two characters was that of luarriago. 

According to the cnirent genealogies (as ui llatcbins* Huterif qf Dorset- 
thire^ and Collins's Peerage)^ Thomas Pitt, the GoTcmor, was morrieil to 
Jane, daughter of James Xnnes, younger, of Reid Ilall in Morayshire.* 

On the other side, all that we gather directly as to the marriage of 
T. Pitt, Interloper, is contained in Hedges’ incidental statement (mpra^

Jauss btxm of that ilk (i.a, Innet of Innes), annour'bearer of King 
jAitBS 111, and sixteenth of his line, and known in the family tmditiouM ns 
James with the Board, married Jaitst Oohuok, daugUtor of Alexanokr, Earl 
of Huktixt, and died 1481. He had two sons, ot whom Uie younger was 
Robbrt of Cromy and Rathmakenxia 

The latter hud two sons : 

1. James I:f:nts of Kathmokenac, who fell at Pinkie, 18-I7. 

2. AlkxaitI>kr of Blockhttls. 

The latter aim had two sous : 

1. Aimxaxoxr of Cotts, styled CRAlo-tw-PEKiL. 

2. Adam of Reid Hall; and Jamss, the bccond son of this Adam, hA«l a 
daughter, Jarh, who married T. Pitt. 
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p. xlil) that Pitt hod married the niece of Matthias Vincent, the anfaitli* 
fal Chief of the Coancil at Hdglf, a marriage which, Hedges says, had 
been the occasion of so much prejadioe to the Company (i>rc8anmbly by 
leading to Vincent's intimate alUonoe with Interlopers). We also know 
from Pitt's own letters that R. Douglas, who was Hedges’ oompauion 
from Oeogol to Persin, was a brother-in-law of Qorernor Pitt. 

It is hardly possible tliat Pitt's marriage could hare already taken place 
in May 1078, when he wrote the letter to Vincent, wh'ch has been 
giren at pp. iii-lr; and wo bare found no clue to the time or place of 
tlie marriage, for even of the birth of Uovemor Pitt’s eldest child, 
Robert, DO date appears to be ascertaioocl.* 

We do find a klr. John innes mentioned by Hedges as one of the 
society of Uugl/, and apparently as accompanying himself and Donglasto 
Madras (see pp. 150,157,183); whilst there is another record that one 
Mr. Innes w<m the attorney in England of Mr. Vincent.* These oir- 
euiustances were suggestive, at least, of tho posrible links of affinity 
between Pitt, regarded as Interloper and nephew of Matthias Vincent,* 
and the family of Innes. 

And now having said enough as to the tentatives towards identifica- 
tiou of the two characters, it is well (though in this I must airticipate a 
little of the chronological oourse of documents) to famish tlie keystone 
of proof, after which one can deal with the subject of this biographical 
sketch as a single entity. 

This crucial evidence occurs in a letter written by Thomas Pitt as 
Governor of Fort St George, on behalf of the Old or Loudon Com¬ 
pany, to his cousin, John Pitt, who had come out from England ns rival 
representative of the New or English Company, and who boasted of the 
title of King’s Consul, as well as of tlioec of Ageut of that Company at 
Masulipatam, and of their President on tho Coast of Coromandel. The 
letter, which is a long aud remarkable one, dated Nov. 12tli, ICOO, 
belongs to a curious correspondence, of which 1 shall have to speak

This does not leaTO any room for doubt of the identity, but the 
following is even more complete, for it names the vessel in which wo 
know the adventurer Pitt made his last interloping voyage. The letter, 
dated 5th January ]609<1700, is once more addressed by the Governor 
to his cousin John Pitt at Masnlipatam, and refers to certain contro* 
Torsios that the latter had stirred, over old trading acconnts between 
the two: 

*'J tootuZsr vffh tchai faca you can uty I earry'd th* haUanee o/ your 
account toftA mo to Bskoaxl in tA« Seymoro . ...” 

And again. Governor Pitt writes to Sir E. Littleton, then jest gone 
ont to the Bay aa President on the pari of the Kew Company, respecting 
a house at lltiglf, April 2Dd, 1700: 

When I io(u in Bsnoal lost oa the Seymore ... etc. 

And, the day after, to the Rt. Worshipful John Beard and the Council 
of the Old Company in Bengal: 

*'/am advU'd that Ayent Evan sold two ffuniu helonyiny to the Ship 
Seyuoro, which I Ufi *** the hand* of Mr. Qsobob Gut”, etc. 

Tfaisquesdon of identity having been settled, we may now say that 
Thomas Pitt, the subject of this memoir, was the second son of tlie 
Herd. John Pitt, Rector of Blsndford St. Hary, Dorset, and was born 
July 5tb, 1C53. 

The genealogy of the family, so far as I find it recorded, and 
arranged (with slight additions) so aa best to serve my porpoeo, 
is set forth in the table opposite. Of Tliomas Pitt’s own earliest 
career I have cot been able to ascertain anything. But he is 
only 21 years of age when his name first oecnra in a letter of 
the Court of the East ln<lia Company, which bos been quoted at 
p. it, $upra, and which shows that ‘^one Fytts” bad been landed at 
Balasore from the ship Lancafter in 1674. Probably tliis was his first 
appearance in India. Though spoken of as supercargo” in doenments 
which we have quoted on sevei^ occasions, wo should suppose by the 
style of eapUun” whiclt is repeatedly given to him, as well as by 
expressions in his own letters, that be had been “ bred to the sea” as 
our fathers used to say. I have concluded above (p. ii) that, notwith¬ 
standing his promise given to Streynsham Mastor in 1676, he did not 
then return to England, seeing that we find him in India, apparently 
after more tlian one voyage to Persia, in May 1C7A 
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He iceras agmo to haye made Toyagea to tbe Gulf iu 1679 and 1680, 
after which be returned to England oa board tbe WiUiaai and Jokny 
sontte time iu 1681. He came out again, as we know, in 1682 on board 
the Crown, on a speculation of some magnitude, reaching Balasore 
about the 8 th of J 0 I 7 , returning In FebrQar 7 1688. For aeveral years 
after this we bear nothing of his history. But whcrcrer it passed we 
may conclnde that he was seeking that which always loomed so large an 
object in bis eyos>-n>oney, and was probably successful in the qnest, as 
we learn that he purchased from James, 3rd Earl of Salisbury, the 
manor of Stratford-iinder>the*CasUe, in Wilts—te., of Old Sarum. 
Tbe date of this purchase is given' as 1690, but it was perhaps a little 
earlier, for John Young and Thomas Fitt wore elected for Old Samro 
to the Convention Parliament, ] 6 th January 1688*9, though their 
election was declared void, and their senta occupied by William Harvey 
and John Hawloe (March 25th). On the 80th May, Pitt, described as 
" Thomas Pitt, Esqr., of Stratford*under<the*CABtlo”, came in for Sails* 
bury city (or Kew Serum) utce Giles Eyre, Esqr., appointed a Justice of 
the King's Bench. Under tbe some designation Pitt is returned again 
as one of the members for Salisbuiy to tho following Parliament (27th 
February 1689*90); and once more, 28th October 1C95, along with 
William Harvey, for Old Sarum. 

What is familiar enough to those who remember the discassions on 
tho Reform Bill of 1882, may not be so to all the readers (if such there 
should be) of this collection; so it may not be soperduous to say that 
the borough of Old Sarum, though it had been without inbabitants, or 
nearly so, for some centuries, continued, till the passing of the Bill, to 
send two members to Parliament, the privilege of returning them being 
in tho bands of the holders of tbe burgage tenures.' 

In tbe interval between tbe two last elections that we have mentioned 
took place Pitt's last adventure to India as an interloper. I can find no 
indicatioD of bis having vacated his seat, so it would appear that he 
must have been U.P. for Salisbury wliUst Sir Jc^n Goldsboroogh was 
denouncing him—perhaps only half seriously—as a possible Pgrott. 

We are not absolutely in the dark as to steps tbat partially bridged 
the passage between the hostile position of tbe interloper, and that of

Pitt's name is oommrmorated in an Inscription on the tower of tbe Parish 
Cbiirvh of 8tnitfr>rd : Tuouas Pitt Bt^r. Benffatior, 1711. 
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basking in the Company's favour as Go»ornor designato of Fort St. 
George. 

Even before he sailed on his last trading adventure to India in 1693, 
the Cour^ as we learn from a passage in LuUrell’s Diary, had cod« 
templated the absorption of the interlopers by the purchase of their 
enterprise (op. eit., iii, 68). 

And when the adventurers were in India, carrying matters with a 
high hsmd, the Court iutimatod to their CooncU in Bengal, under date 
3rd Jany. 1C93'>4: 

It it UkewUe fit you should know that since the passing of our new Charters 
under the Great Seal of Eoglaad, we bare agreed with the Prindpall loterlopora 
conoemed io the two Interlepiag Ships now abroad, on which went Super Cargoes 
Capi. Prrxs and Mr. Gbobob White, and they hare written the like Value 
into our new Stock, and that we hope is the end of all our long quarrells and 
Contentions.** 

The same to Fort St. George, 2nd Feby. 1693-4: 

“The Concern in the two Ships sent out by the Interlopers oalled the TSdtoard, 
Capi. Wx. Gtvtobd, Commander, and the Hearv, Capt. Hudsoh, Commander, 
being DOW by bargain with the meet of the Intersesed become so our own, We 
hare thonght good to giro yon notioe thereof, and to the end that wLatever 
rraiainee of their Cargoes, or may yet be Wt ashore, may be oarefoUy looked 
after, befreinded and cent home, unto the Joynt Interetecd, with whom we have 
a good onderatanding here.** 

Court to Bengal, 6th March 1694>5: 

** Conooming Mr. Pitt, we hare no more to aay, than what we writt last 
year, altho' the Company are now become concerned in the Ship and Cargo, and 
may soffer their proportion of the IKsappointm^t he meets with, Tel iho 
Consequence of it in deterring other Interlopers may make it equiralent to them, 
bowoTer if ha be not yet diapateh'd give him yonr Assistance that be may cone 
with onr next Ships, the Company baring a grest Oonceme is him as We 
formerly advised you .... 

“ We hope yon will not be again troubled with Interloper* on yonr side of 
Ikuia, nor bear anything more of them from other parts, einoe we are rssolrcd 
to drive onr Trade full in all jdaeei, which will be the most eftectnall Cheek and 
diseouragement to saeb Ucentions and unwarranted practices. Bnt if it happen, 
that any should be so bold as to adrantnre thither, In sneh case we require yon 
to put in execution our last Orders touching Mr. Pitt and Mr. White for 
defeating and disappointing their Voyage.** 

la reply apparently to the first of these three letters, the Bengal 
Council write to the Court, in a letter dated CuinTANinTE, l&th 
Jouoary 1694-3: 

“ Capi. Pms being still in Bemoall woe offered him onr assistance in 
recovering what debts he may have ms<le since bis arrivall, and that wee wonld 
take oare of any Concerns or effuets he shonld leave behind him in the Coontrey, 
aeeording to yonr Honours DireetiODs.'* 
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Aud in a later pamgraph : 

*' Oapi. Pitta to th« laat madt a gmt bonnceine and hara carried Linulf 
■wtsrj liangbiUj arer eincoliie arriTall is then ports, and has not sempled to talk 
T*rj DisrsapectfoUj sad unoiriUj of your Honoars, and to carry home on his 
Shipp Air. Jno; Hill, Eninrifn Hussbt, and Willluc Uxssikosb, persons 
Trbome wee had wamats from HAnaass to send thither, aotwithstaadiog the 
protest wesDsIiYsredhim forDomagesyoor Honours might acorewthetoby'’. . . 

Captoin T. Pitt, after his rettim from this last trading rojago, 
appears to hare had some relation with Brest, Trhich caused him to bo 
selected for an agency in connection with two captured English vessels, 
respecUng which the Company entered into amicable correspondence 
with him. From a drcumstaoce incidentally noticed in a letter of the 
Court to Fort St. George (29tb Feby. 1693, para. 23), viz., that T. 
Pitt^ cousiu John Pitt,—of whom we shall hear much hereafter—bad 
been taken in the Prmeett ^nse and carried prisoner to France, com¬ 
bined with an obscure allusion in a letter of Novr. 1699 from T. Pitt to 
bis oousin,^ from which wo shall quoto largely below, it seems probable 
that the iutroduotion of Thomas Pitt to the Company, which brought 
on the correspondence in question, and led eventwilly to so important a 
change in the rcIatioDS of the parties, was due to the said Goudo John. 

Fnm Court Bock (t/'23rd Septr. 1695:

** The East Ixdia Company bolng givsn to nodsTtiaod, That soms of the 
Ownm and Proprietors of the Ship Seward, lately soUed oo, and carryed into 
BaasTihaTe from tbeaee written to Captain Prrrs, towdearonr the Baying of 
that Ship and her goods for their nee, with a liberty to adranoe from twenty, 
fire to fifty per cent, on Inyoioe price, And the Company desiring to pnrebaso 
ths cargo of tbe IVfacsst Anns e/ DsMnwrk, which was taken at the same time 
with her; I am directed to desire you both, to consider whether it be probable, 
that the Said Cargo may be bought on like tormes, and upon adrioe of wbat 
may be done therein, You may expect farther Orders toaohing the same; with 
tbe uuall enoeoragement for your pains and care to be taken in that Business.” 

“ East India House, London, 20th September 1695.'* 

” The Court approred thereof, tbe same haring been rigaed by the Secretary 
in the name of the Ooreraonr and Company.” 

Indications of further correspondence with Capt Pitt in connection 
with this bnsiness are recorded in the Court Book, as undor 25th 
October, and 1st Kovr., but the letters are not recorded. 


* ”I am, I must acknowledge, beholding to you for your recommendation 
from Bassr, I being a Stranger to the Oovarnonr and Company, and yon 
well known to them." Sec below, letter to John Pitt, at pi xlriiL 
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Tito next entr^abowa a rapid odTance of amicable feeling, in the 
appointment to the Company's servioe of a nephew of Capt Pitt’s 
brother-in-law, Mr. Corgonven, npon the former's recommendation. 

From Court Book, 28pd December 169C :

by the FaxxcH the last year, and the Committee for Prirato Trade are deairod 
to giro direction therein accordingly." 

The next extract in-volves what is still n leap, but no longer bears the 
astonishing character which, without these preparatory adrances, would 
hare attached to it. 

Bxt. Court Book, 24th Norember 1697 : 

*' Upox a Report this day made, by the Ooremonr, of the proceedings of the 
Committees tbsrenoto appointed, for nominating an able Pereon, to be President 
of Pout St- Onoaos, and tbe Sabordioate Faetoryes, That ibey were of 
opinion, That Captain Thouas Pitt was a person dnly qoalifled to take charge 
of that Preeideaey} on oonshleration whereof bad, TbeConrt thought fit by the 
Ballot, to disoharge Lient. Qenerall HioorxsOK, according to his desire, from 
bis present Employment, and by the Ballot elected the said Captain Thomas 
P i tt, to be President accordingly, And it is referred to the said Committee to 
prepare proper Instmetions and Adriees to bo sent by the said Captain Prrr, for 
managemont of the Company's Affairs, with respect to the increase of their 
Trade and BeTcnnoe, and retrenching the ezorbitaat Charges of tbs respoctire 
Factorys of that Preaidsney, and to meet df« in dim, for the Dispatch of 
the Sama."i 

Court Book, 26th Kovr. 1697: 

" Captain Thomas IHtt, now comeing into Coart, was mads aeqnainted, by 
the Qorernoor, That be was tinanimonaly elected to bo President at Fort $t.

28th Dccr. Sir Jeiiemy Saubrooxb is desired to penue andreviso 
Capt. Pnr's coreoant; and Slst Deer. Damiell Siieldon and 
TiroiLAS CouLSOX,^ approved as his securities in £1,000 

each. 

Mis commisROQ to bo Prewdeut of and for the Ck^mpany's affairs 
on the **Coast of Ckoro»andbil and Orixa, etc,” is dated 6tlx 
January 1697(-8). The iustroctions accompanying the eommissiou 
give him, for twelve months, special powers to suspend any of the 
Council at tbe Fort oh officio el lenejlcio, as be shall find just cause for 
so doing, and so that there shall remain at least five of the Council 
besides the President to transact business. Betrencbment is striu* 
gttitly enjoined, and the number of factors is to be reduced if possible. 
Of the two ministers one only is to be nmintained by the Company; 
the other by a voluntary contribution from the Inhabitants, as Ute 
usuall way of maintaining Lectures in our Pariah Churches here”;— 
and tbe two Ohimrgeozu to be reduced to oue. 

Tbe spedfio direction to he given to the new President’s efforts as 
against Interlopers, is indicated in the following extract, and is, under 
the circumstaoccs, somewhst diverting. 

Ezi. o/UlUr from Ac Court to Bekqal, 26th Jaoy. 1697-8: 

Od the Jfsrtba we have tent oat Thomas Pitt, Eeqre. to be oar Preeident 
at Foat 9t. Qioaoi. . . . IC. Hiouuisoh baring • . . . doeiroil a DiuuMion 
from bie prment Station by reason of tbe oppoeiiion he met withall from tome 
of his Cooneil], and ibe great weight of tboee important affaire that lay upon 
him, wbieh were too heavy for him, and therefore reqaeated XTa to send one from 
benoe in hie Stead, and to pot him in a lower Station in oar CooncUl There, 
wherein we have gratified him, and put him Sd. of our eaid CottneiU, under oar 
emd Preeidant, who we are all eMored wUl now employ tbe atmoet of hie endea- 
Toara and anderstandit^ in the affairs of IxniA for oar eerrioe, which we know 
malt need! be eonaiderable by bie long Experienee there, Bnt to have no power 
over yoa in Bbkoall for Sospensioo or alteration • • . . however we would 
have yoa correspond with the rroRT on all ooeaaiona .... and eepeeially in 
what may relate to ibe defeating of Intsrlopere, wherein we think our Presi¬ 
dents adviee may be bdpfoU to yon, he having engaged to Us to signalise him¬ 
self ibereia-” 

From Court Bookj 12th January 1697-8 : 

It is ordered that Hr. Bobbbt Pitt,^ Son of the President of Post St. 
Qiohob ; as ^ Ur. Petes Witxts, be permitted to take tbeir p<UMg« 
.... and to reside at Poet Sr. Gboboe as free Herebants, they entering into 
Covenants, ae it usuall in like Cteee.”

** A QaMtiOB thu day srUuig tOBohing the BotortalnoieDt and Salary, to be 
gtrsn to Thomas Pitt Eaqr., who it elected Preeident at Fobt St. Osohok j 
and Hr. Bbtsh reporilog onto the CobH, that the former Preiideata reoeired 
only Two Hondred Poonds per Aonam Salary, and One Hundred Poandt 
a year Qrataity; the Conrt thought fit to make the tame allowance unto bln ; 
and that in hit Indentan of Corenaatt, the time of bit tenriee to be for fire 
yeart, and it it ordered that the tQin of one Hnndred Poandt bo pud to him for 
fretb Proritioat in hit Voyage.*' 

It need not be said that Thomas Pitt most hare made some zealous 
friends in tho Court of Committees, in order to have been nominated 
to each a post in the face of bis antecedents. From passages in bis 
correspondence, we gather that Sir 'Phomas Codee, hlr. Coulson, Mr. 
Samuel Ongley, and Mr. P. Godfrey were among his strong supporters. 
But also that the appointment was not approved of by the stockholders 
of the company in general is plainly asserted by Sir Josio Child in a 
letter to Mr. PapilJon, which appears in a work published since tho 
present compilation has been in progress.* I extract the first pora- 
graplis of this letter, dated ** Wanstbad, 22d October 1698 

" Honoored Sir, 

*'Ia answer to yours of the 22d I have reaaoo to hope that yoa who have 
known me from a youth, will believe me when 1 toU yoQ that in point of my own 
iDtereit, now when I am going oat of the world, 1 am neither eoncemed for the 
old Company nor for the New one; the flret has been under the saw of perseen* 
tion ever einee we were rid of our fears of Popery and French Ooremment { and 
I, beiog in tbe caae of Hephibosbetb, einea the nation is safe and the King, hare 
no anxions care for the iaereaeo of my own £etat«, or my family’e. 

**1 cannot eay no member of the Company erer eommitted any binlt, bat I 
proteet, and most do it to my death, that I do net yet know any one fault or 
miatake in their conduct that the Company oommitted daring tbe late rdgns. 

** The woret that I ever knew them to do, was lately sn the eeadtnp o/ that 
rouphhiny, Immoral man, Jfr. to IkUia lost year, which seeryhody knows 
/ was atweys ayawst; and tho Adventurer* resented it to such a dogrto ao to 
turn out eighteen that Committee, whereat / never h^rs knew above eight 
removed.'* 

There can be no question that Pitt's name is that repreaented here in 
black, whether the blank be Sir Joeia’s or the editor'a. Aod turcing to 
vol. ii, p. clxxxii, it will be found that Sir Jeremy Sambrooke, in writing 
to Pitt some years later, refers to this ejection of 18 members of the

Pitt landed at Madras on the 7th Jolj 1698, and at once took orer 
charge from Mr. Higginson. 

The first proceeding of the New Governor that we note is his giving 
"a treat*' to all tbo Company’s servants and freemen at the Now 
Garden, on the Zlth July, in honour of the reading of bis eommissioD.* 

It is unfortunate tiiat we do not seem to possess any of Pitt’s earliest 
letters from India, but I give a few extracts from the Court’s Letters to 
bladms or to the new President. 

The Court extract is bom a letter sent to Fort St. George by the last 
despatch before Pitt's appointment. If the Dacca Court was included 
as port of the Native Government to which the purport of this extract 
was to be eommonicated, those members of it (and they must have been 
many) who retained a reeollcetioa of former omrespondenee r^[ardiug 
** Capi. Tom Pitt”, most have been a little perplexed. 

From letter to FORT St. George of I6th April 1697: 

** We bate reuoa to bdiero that soiao luterlopers are designed for the Bxt, 
and poaaiUj to the Coast ... So for year own Bepatation yoa onght not to 
giro them the leut Countenance or As«iatance, bnt to prevent and diiappoint 
them all in yon lyee, whereby yon will clear those reports which they hare epread 
of yon to the contrary here in Eubopb, and that yon take all Oecasiou to let 
the Oof emment mdentand, that they do no wayei belong to the Company, and 
the we dont ifEra they deelgn to make any Pyratleall attempts in iboee Seas, 
yet if any Snoh ibould happen, the Company eoni hinder or be answerable for it, 
nor for any Ship bnt snoh as do either belong to them, or bare their Panes.” 

F^om Court to “ Our Pretident Tno: Pitt Esip-e: and our Agent Cha: 

Eybe JStqro", dated, “ 4th Feby. 1697-8” :

” We find oor adaersstyea are not wanting to torn every Stone to carry their 
point, and among ethw tbioge, it u whispered abeoi, that some of them bad or 
woold advise ow President, that he was not so perfectly in ear favonr, os might 
be expeetod. This, togother with the Generali disoonreo of their eendiag Mr. 
Jmo. Pitt bis kiniman and onr Qooadam factor to be their Agent on the Coast, 
at Madatollax or thereaboats, They expect will inflnenco Affairs in their 
favonr . . . thongh we need add nothing more to what we lately wrote on thie

Pitt in after days, lasting to the end of bis Indian career, was in bitter 
antagonism. The fragment is without daiei.^ 

“Ism very mocb Surpris’d yon did nob write sQsaersll letter to the Company 
by the nor did 1 besr that yon bad wrote any pertieolar, or itt msy be 

you were loath to istnut me with yonn. I neeure you I oant eondeteend to 
thoee mean setions of interoeptisg letter*, nor doe I tsUso what people write,— 
this I take sotioe of beosnao that everybody talks of itt, what I wrote of yon in 
my portieiilsr letter to tiie Ooremoar 1 here enclose. . . .

The next extract to the same gentleman tonebes on a subject which 
in later years became on aggravation of the hostility between these 
correspondeuta.

“ This comes by the B'ght Hand Cast of CusOALOas, who have boon here to 
SolUcite mes for what neither I nor they dont know, See have doepatchod ’em 
with a Smile and a Mod, 2 yards of Serge, beetle and rooo water, with which they 
Seem very well Satiefyed, and aesnreisg them that yoo’Ie doe all thing* in rein* 
tion to their Caet according toSel{aW«,*a Small matter will please ’em See pmy 
give the fools a rattle. . .

Thomas Pitt bod not been long established in the Government of Port 
St. George, before he began to partake of the annoyances arising from 
the creation of the New E. I. Company, or (as it was formally styled) 
*^The Eoglish Company trading to the Eut Indies". The Letters 
Patent constituting the Company under this name were issued by King 
William on the 5th September 1698, and by these tbo trading powers of 
the Old or " London Company”, as it was now distinctively called, were 
to terminate on the 29th September 1701. Pitt had arrived in India 
only two months before the iaue of these Letters Patent, which were 
followed by the appointment, on the part of the New Company,of Prv* 
sidents to represent them at Snrat, on the Coromandel coast, and iu 
Bengal, whilst that Company had influence enough with the English 
Government to obtain, for these new officials, also the character of 
King's Consnls. This was a stroke from which evidently great effect 
was anticipated in the struggle with the New Company's long esta¬ 
blished rivals, but which in reality conduced to nothing but exhibi¬ 
tions of folly in those decked with such titles. From the expectation 
also of some like effect in the presentation of their New Company as 
predominant, and enjoying the special patronage of the English Crown, 
that body obtained from the King permission for the dewpatch of Sir 
William Norris, Member of Parliament for liverpool, as ambassador 
to the Great Mogul Aurangzfb, then in failing health. 

The three new Presidents were singularly ill choeen. All three were 
former servants of the Old Company, and all three gave their new 
masters ample cause to rue the day of their engagement. Of these, 
Littleton who went to HfigH as Sir Edward, and Waite who wont to 
Surat as Sir Nicholas, had been dismissed by the Old Company. I'be 
history of John Pitt, a cousin of the subject of these pages, and who 
went to the Coast with bis residence designated at Mosnlipatam, is not 
quite so easily traced. He had been in the Company’s service at Fort 
St. George, but bad quitted it a few years before.^ Immediately on

among the numerous brothers of George and Nicholas, was John Pitt’a 
father. In any cose John bore to the Governor the rclntiouBhip of *' Second 
Cousin once removed"; and we gather that such rvUtiuns were then more 
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hin arrinJ in India, clothed with his cow ofiicee, he came into collision 
with his kinsman the Old Company’s amsterfal Treadent on the Coast, 
and not at all to his own advantage. 

The first aanonooement of John Pitt’a arrival that we find from bis 
own hand Is contained in a letter which its indorsement in the I. 0. 
Records describes aa 

“ITrot and tnisndsd to he eeat to the lat$ Pr«*id«n< YaLa,;on/cr£KOLANn 
in Pu Uartha, had htiinin Post Sr. OsOROE.” 

(Yale bad been removed, aa wo have aeon, in 1692, but eontinoed 
to reside at Madras till 1699.) 


frankly reoogsised than they now are south of the Tweed. Furthor notes 
regarding John Pitt will he found below when hia death and will are mon« 
tiooed. 

John Pitt woa nominated one of the factors for the CoMt and Bay in 
the early part of 1684, oa is ehown by Uie Court's letter to the Bay of March 
5tfa, 16$8«4 ; but I have not been able to find the usual record of nomination 
and seeuritiee in the Court Sook*. The first mention of hia name that I have 
foimd is in the Court’s Letter to Fort, of Ifith Februoiy 1688-9 : 

“ Ur. Pim we hope is a good man, but hit expensee at Atcheen were ex- 
cetsve, and more than such a poor Cargoe could bear.” 

Under the article Tainoiursiu) (voL n, p. oolxxxvi) we have referred to 
John Pitt’e employment, along with Richard Tronchfeild, on a miaeion to 
the Wosir’s camp befon Chenjf in 1692 ; thero is also a brief notice of this 
mlasioQ in Wheeler’s Madrat in lAe Olden 2\'in« (vol. i, pp. 246'7). Khiifl 
Kh4n, in Elliot's J/aAo«audan Hiitoriani (voL vii, 848), spooks of the Uogul 
army before Cbenji, but says nothing of the English Uiseion. 

In ^urt Jiook, under 6th Horch 1694-6, we find John Pitt i^ppointod 7th 
Member of Council at Fori St George, or 9th if we include the General (Sir 
John Gayer), and the Iiieiit General (Uigginaon). We do not know the exact 
time of hk retirement ffom the service, but it was probably in the beginning 
of 1696, os a committee of gentlemen of the India Hotme are ordered to 
examine hie accounta under dates 28rd Deoember 1696, and 22nd January, 
1696-7. 

And that no discredit attached to htr. Pitt's quitting the service appeors 
from an injunction to the Committee under the latter date to reecdre from 
him " an aooount in writing of bis obeorvatious bow the Company’s al&urs 
hsve been managed during the time be was in their service, and what he 
conceives may beat promote their Trade and Commerce in thoee parts". 

Moreover, a little later (18th March 1697-8) I find him elected by the Court 
to be Chief in Persia. But this, it must be presumed, hs never took up, and 
the embryo New Company must already, or loon after, have enlisted him 

The last notice oi him in the old Cbwrt'i Booh is under 14th April 1697, 
ordering a balance due on bis account to bo paid. At p. wrii, e«i>ra, I have 
referred to bis captiue by the French in the nhip Princ€$$ Anne of Denmark, 
ou bis way to Euxviie in 1696. 
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It is dated “ From on board tJie Do Grare, Capt. Wii: YoDNO, com- 
twnufer, m Fo&Ta. Nova lioad^ July 2C: 90/'

I hare wrote to my Kinsman the President, bat can't tell 
bow be'l relish it before I hare his aniwor; ptosse to farour me with yours and 
your Sentimeuta upon’t by the Person who brings you this. Msdum Yalb and 
your young ladya are well, hut noo Lottor, not so much os from S': Stbtbn 
or Mr. Paob, for they beleire you on your Voyage for England ....

Presidency for the following reasons.

Under tlic date of Nov. 12, 1699, wo bare a long and remarkable 
letter from the Governor to John Pitt, in reply to one from the latter 
written from Mosulipatam, which does not appear to hare been pre¬ 
served. The letter is curious from the tone of intimacy, as to a familiar 
rclatiyc, combined with frank snubbing and semi'hosrility, bat above 
all for that reference to the writer’s old interloping days which we bavo 
already quoted.

And at last the ambassador took 
ihiugs Into his own hands and deuded on proceeding by sea to Surat, 
and commencing bis march from that port.t Bis embarkation took

Ambassador Norris afterwards quAireUed (as he well might) with 
Waite; and died of dysentery on his way home, on board the Seijno, 
10th October 1702.

But in a letter to Mr. Woolly, Secretary at the India Honse, 
dated S^t. 37ih, 1702, he writea: “ I peremre now the Utle" (of the New 
Company) ” must be the Enoubh Company, whioh has hitherto in these 
parte been only ours, for they ware never otherwise called then the New 
Company" See also noU, p. l«i», infra.

Here wc may noUce a neir postal of anna between Pitt and his cousin 
at Masalipatam, which began in 1700 and lasted till John Pitt’s death; 
it affords a disagreeable exhibition of the violent resentments and 
language in which the Gov^nor indulged. We havenotthe other side, 
which was probably not much better. 

The affair arose out of the conduct of S. Woolaton, who had been 
employed by T. Pitt as an agent for the Old Company U> purchase 
investments at Masulipatam and Madapollam, and before he had cleared 
his accounts with Fort St George bad taken employment from John 
Pitt and the New Company, committiDg, according toT. Pitt, breach of 
trust towards the Old. The Governor oousidered that John Pitt bad 
seduced away one of his servants. Here is a sample of bis commuDi> 
cations on this matter:

The will was made at UAnAMUAtf ia the Coast of Cbobxahdblx. in 
the East Ikdiss," the 7th of Jannar 7 1701, and the Testator describes himself 
as “ Consul General of tbe Enolish Nation on the Coast of Csokbiakdill.*’ 

1. After payment of debts and funeral expenses, one third of all bis personal 
estate ia to be laid out in land for his eldest son Osoaos Moarrox Prrr, when 
be shall attain the age of 21 years. 

2. Another third is to be equally dirided between bis other children (if any), 
hot no snob child's portion is to exceed 20001 . If there is any surplus it is to 
go to OsoaoB Hoarrox Pitt. 

8 . As regards the remaining third, his wife Baxab Pitt is to hare the intezMt 
for life; bnt if she marries agiun one half is to go to Gaoaoa Moavrox 
Pitt. 

4. Oxoaoa Moaarox Pitt is besides to hare a yearly income of 2001., as 
toon as be reaches the age of 18. This was to eome from tbe real estate. 

5. A bequest to Haet Watxll, daughter of his wife by a former buaband, 
of ISOOl., payable to her on her marriage. Till then she is to hare tbe interest. 

6 . To bis a rent charge of 601. issuing out of his manors, farms, etc-, 
atTAaaaxT PaasTOX, Littlb Prsstox, Ekihstox, or elsewhsn ia the Co. 
of Poaarr. 

7. Sohject to this rent-charge all the real estate U to go to the said Gaoaoa 
Moarrox Pitt and bis heirs 3 failing these to tbe Testator's other children if 
any; faiUng these, to bis wife for her life; then to bisHneie Nicholas Pitt of 
Bkbbb Rxois in the Co. of Doasar, for his life; then to WxxTwoaTS Pirr 
a lieutenant in Colonel Wood's Regiment of Horse. 

8 . He then bequeaths to Mrs. Axx Ohaaltox of Sron in the Co. of Salop 
the sum of 401. “ which I formerly lent her”. 

9. He appoints bis wife Sabah Pitt, his Uncle Nicholas Pitt, and 
Axthoht Ebcx, to be his executors. And he appoints the Bead. JoBX 
Etaxs, D.D., and Mr. Pbteb GoDTaar of Loxx>ox, Merchant, to be (along 
with his execnion) the guardians of bis children. 

10. He appoints Sarah Prrr and Jxo. AarLaoaof Madbas to be his lawful 
attorn^ to oolleet and leoeiae all the estate of what kind aoeaer which be may 
die poeseseed of in tbe E. Ixoias, and to give a Just and true aooonnt of the 
same to hit exseaton. 

Finally there is a legacy of 601. to Jxo. ArrLxca to buy monming. 
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Tbo «{tioMi«8 an Willuk Tillabd, Bobsst Bawobth, and Obl. 
NicoLU. (Tbe two former names are familiar in iba India B««ords as ibosa of 
two lerranta of tbs New Companj at HAsuLipatAM.)

11 There follows nn affidaTit bj Nicholas Pitt of the Inser 
Tbhplb, dated 10th Feb. 1705, in which be swears " that some time in 
last rammer, the time particularly be remembers not, Peter Godfrey 
of London, merchant, a member of the East India Company camo to 
his charaben in the Teuple and brought a packet”, containing inter 
alia tlis above will, and be goes on to swear that to tbe best of his 
belief it is the will of John Pitt, and that it bos not been tampered 
with while in his possession. 

Tbe Prolatiwi shows that the will was proved im the 12th Feb. 1705, 
by the said Nicholas Pitt, power being reserved to the other executors, 
Sarah Pitt and Anthony Keck, to come in and prove afterwords. 

There is a marginal note, dated 1711, in which it seems that Petrr 
Godfrey took some oath as guardian, and that George Morbton Pitt 
was then still a minor, and it seems to imply that George Moroton was 
the only child surviving. 

A copy of the will of the widow Sarah Pitt (without date) is in the 
B. M. (£^lon MSS. 1971). It seems to have been made in India. 
Gdlston Addison is named trustee, with a legacy of 8000 pagodae. 
Her estate is bequeathed to her son Gborqb Morbton Pitt, but not to 
be delivered into his hands till he attains the age of thirty years. If 
he dies earlier sine prole, tho estate to go to her daughter, Mary 
Wavbll. 
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There are substaotial legades to two eisten, aod to a nephew and 
nicoe, eto. We gather that her own maiden name was Charlton, and 
that she waa the widow of a Wavell when John Pitt married her. 

Here we maj make a few further tentative remarks regarding the 
Consul John Pitt’s probable immediate relativea 

In the current pedigree as given in Hutchint, iv, p. 90, we find 
“ (teoros Morton Pitt, who was M.P. for Pontefract, etc., and bad 
been Governor of Fort St. George (1780-1736), and who died in 1760.” 
He is there represented as the son of John Pitt, next broAer to the 
first George Pitt of Stratfieldsay. But we know that Gonsnl John 
Pitt waa TurpAsTo to the add George Pitt, and as we see by this will that 
Consul John Pitt’s only surviving son and heir was George Moret<>.h 
Pitt, I think we may reasonably conclude that the latter is identical 
with the Madras Governor of 17d0'1786, and that the curreot pedigree 
is wrong. Consul John Pitt himself may have been son of the John 
Pitt, brother of first George of Stratfieldsay; but there were other 
married brothers of that large fiunily (Thomas and fVancis), and we 
have no evidence determining the point. 

“ Comet” or Captain John Pitt was, as we gather from the Gover¬ 
nor's letters, father of Lt. Wentworth Pitt, who was named as eontin- 
gent heir to the Consul's real estate. We con only conjecture that he 
may have been the John Pitt who appears in the pedigree as fourth 
son of the first George Pitt of btratflcldsay, and first cousin of John 
Pitt the (^onsul 

The Will of George Aloreton Pitt, proved 20tb Feby. 1766, is in 
Somerset House, but I have derived no light from it. Failing his 
daughter aud her heirs he leaves his residence to John Pitt of Eucombe, 
who appears in the pedigree os George Morcton Pitt’s second couoin. 

U'he following letter, which I have just met witli in the India 
Itecords, written by John Pitt on his Jir$t arrival as a young man in 
India, goes far to justify T. Pitt’s view of his cousin’s ingratitadc, 
though not the savage bitterness of bis resentment :t 

From John Pitt “ For Capt. Thomas Pitt in London, England.* 
”Fr. MsTCBLSPArAM, Pebry. 4th 1682." 

After a long and tedious voyage the dOth of the lost month we got safe to 
anchor in this rode, where the Captain was forc'd to touch, our provisions being 
almost oU spent. Mr. Trkman the Chiof has sbew'd me a great deal of mvility; 
os soon os Z come ashore I ooqnointed him with my dreomstonees, and ’tis bis 
opinion (os well os others) that 'twill not bo for my advantage to go down to th« 
Bat, by reason the season being over I shall not bs able to get np to the Port 
in six months time. He aoqnaintod me too that the Componys affairs are in a 
very ill poeiore there, the Governments domandhig the amors of enstom for

Service to my relations aad friends in (Stty and Country, and let them know 
pray that I got wdLl into these parts. As soon os I am Settled in my station Tie 
write to them all, and try my Uncle Ononan Pitt whether he1 be as good as 
his word to send me ont something to set up with; in the mean time my Service 
to him, and do me the Xindaets pray to pot him in mind of it and use yonr 
interest with him. My humble Service to yonr Lady and give bermy thanks for 
all the cavility 1 have received from her, and be pleased to accept the same 
yourself. Tie assure yon S': I shall allways gratefully acknowledg them, and 
study to demean my lelfe so that 1 may not by any miscarriage forfeit them ; be 
so kind to stand my friend in my absence to tboee of yonr acquaintance that are 
in power, that my interest may be taeored at homo whilst 1 am abroad. Pray 
let me have letters from you as frequent as yon can conveniently that I may 
hear how affsirea go in England, of yours and your fomilys health, and the reet 
of my relations and friends, which will be the greatest Satisfaction imaginable.

Both in Pitt's Lotter>books in tbe B.M. and in the fragmentary corre* 
spondenoo (O.C.) in the India Office, much space is occupied by dispu* 
tatioQs letters concerning liabilities which had been incurred on behalf 
of the New Company daring John Pitt's management of their affairs at 
Masulipatam. Heavy debt had been incurred by his extravagant and 
losing contracts, and the loss of the iVorrtt, with tbe largo treasure on 
board, had greatly aggravated the disastrous state of the affairs of that

olaroouriog for payment, and a large sum bad been raised by bills drawn 
on the Kugltsh Company to pay them, at least in part. Wo have seen 
in a letter of Pitt’s, already quoted (Fcby. 5th, 1704-6, p. xcviii 
aupra), that Pitt bimself bad shared largely in -the speculattTO purchase 
of the biUs->to the amount iudeod of 89,000 pagodas,—whilrt the letter 
referred to shows that he was oonseious that his action might probably 
be looked on as very questionable; The Directors of the English 
Company, in fact, professed to regard the whole proceeding as unjusti¬ 
fiable ; they object^ to the amount of the debt as admitted in India 
by their lepreaeutatives, to the interest sdlowed on it, to the exchange 
at which the bills had been drawn, and in short they refused to honour 
them. The correspondence was hot and protracted. In the end the 
Company gave way, but we give some passages iu illustration of the 
episode:

But the connection, whatever it be, between these Tantrik myeteriea, and 
the extraordinary cleavage of the castes of the Tamil country into ’’ Right 
hand" and " Left hand" (in Tamil, tolaa-ifcoi, if there be such, must 

be referred back to a remote period: and these latter are abeolutely obscure 
in their origin and meaning, thoiigh the parties have been habitually as 
bittm* in their antagonism, and 'in their readiness to break into violent 
faction-fights, as the Catholio and Orange Sodetiesin Ireland, or in Glasgow. 

The CMtes of the Right Hand fraternity claim certain privilegea which 
they jealously deny to those of the Left Hand. For instance, the former 
cUtm ee prerogatives the riding on hortebaek in proMtsions, the oarrying 
standards bearing certain devices, the using for their marriage pendalt, or 
pavilions, twelve pillars, etc. ’These faction-fights have given trouble from 
the beginning of the English rule at Uadnu, or at least tines 1852, and 
frequently in last century. But the existence of the division is noticed by 
the historian Diogo de Couto in the Yth Decade of hie history, published in 
1612 (Bk. VI, cap. iv). Speaking of the four great castes of Hinduism (which 
he enumerstae os— 1, of the Jiaytu, vs., Princes axrd Warriors; 2, of the 
BrahfMfU: 8, of the Chatint, ie., ChetUes or great merdmoU; 4, of the 
Btdalae, i.a, FiUdfon, the most respected of the agrieultursl tribes) he says ; 

" From these four castes axe derived one hundred and ninety-ux, and these 
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their own Street, and nstil’d Some ol their houMe, hot by the Pkodskaiots^ 
were diqwe'd, eoe cooplaiote eame to moe aext morainf, wbeo 1 found the 
Bight hand eotoriotu Efreeeoni, eoe ponieb'd the Bing leaders, and in CoiuiiIta< 
tiou wee order’d that Nanuir and Suiupa for the Bight hand, and CoLiiOWaT 
aad ViMoarTT for the Left, to vhone wee joyn’d the payaaater and Gunner, 
(should) Sarrey their Streets and report what could be eoDTeniesteat appropriated 
to the Left ha^ Cast to keep tbeirWeddingam, ax^ prerent future diapotee, 8oe 
aeeordiagly they mstt at tbe TSry place sererall times, when the beginning of 
this month they all were before us in Ceasoltation, and Reported unanimonaly 
that the Left hand should bare two Sireeta where aR their bousee were, 8o« 
'twas order'd that tbe Pi^maeter ibonld put up Stouoe at the Charge of tbe 
Bight hand, with a Suitable Inscription to Stint the limitts, which accordingly 
was done and all well, but few ^ya after, wee ecUing the Broadcloth, and 


again are divided into two parties, which they call Yolanda and Slangt, as 
tou^ as to say, tboee of tbe Right Hand and those of the Left Hand.” 

Mr. F. Ellis, in commenting on hie tranalation of the Kumi, says : 

“Though rariouB manu&cturee existed in the prorineea to which the 
dominion of the ancdeni Tamil Princes extended, the eereral castea by which 
these were conducted were, by the ancient institniions of tbe conntry, in 

ahoolute subjection to the eultirating tribea.eircunutanoce hare hi 

latter times materially altered the manners of the olden time, and infringed 
tbe privileges of the landed proprietors, bat they hsTe not been able to pro* 
vent a Uraly tandition of them remaining, and this baa given origin to the 
distentions betWMU the factioDS denominated Valang^iyiiT and/dany^ca^r, 
or, aa oommonly, though impr^ierly called, tlu r^kf hand and Ufi Aand 
castes; the former including the whole of the agricultural tribes, who 
endeavour, under a different order of to maintain their ancient pre* 

eminenoe ; the latter inolndlng chiefly the trading and manubicturing tribes, 
who endeavour, and in modem timea generally with snccesa, to evade it” 
(pp. 48-44). 

It looks, however, es if the violent antagonism which breaks out between 
these hmtions must have a foundation in some (eo-ealled) religious element- 
And the Isto Sir Walter Elliot was of opinion that this nnoour was in reality 
tbe occarional outbreak of the smouldering antagonism between Bnhminism 
and Buddbism, althongh in the lapse of ages both parties have loet sight of 
tbe fact. 

It is curious that though the Bight Hand par^ oeenpy for tbe most part 
the higher eocial poeition, the Pariaki tide with them, and bear tbe detigna* 
tien of Valanffai nattar, or " friends'* of the Right hand. Aleo the women 
of the leather-workers tsJee tbe tide of the Right Hand, the mei that of tbe 
Left Hand.

(and indeed none else oonld hare done it), npon which tbe Bight band seeing 
tbeit designs defeated, and that tbe reigna of trade was no longer in their hoade, 
fell npon this harbarooa attempt to r^ain it, industrionsly spreading falsa 
mmonn amongst tbe poor and ignorant people to cause 'em to desert ns. I have 
discover'd tbe beads M tbe faotioo, and shall reward 'em according to their 
deserts. 

“ Yonr Second Mr. FaasBn was made nse of aa a tool to promote this vile 
designo, whom wee found to (have) betrayed onr CoandU, so expell'd him tfas 
Corapanys Servioo as o/kio et ben^kio, wbieb not bdog saffieient to qniet his 
inrbolent bnmonr, and having intaUigenos of his eombining with tbe Bebells, we 
eonfin’d him to bis lodgings in tbe Fort nnder a gnard, for that tbe clamoora 
of tbe mobb were so great, and their messages from Sr. Thoma So« Sawey, we 
oonld find no other expedient to qnell 'em then by dnpping np tbe Person who 
conntoaaiM'd their vilisiny, they tbemeelvea londly proclaiming thron’ tbe streets 
that they knew him to be their friend, and that they would adhere to no terms 
bnt sneb m shon’d be proposed by bin, nor won'd they retom to their doty unleee

Pitt probably, in writing to Mr. Rawortb na he did, on the subject 
of Fraser’s condact and posaible reinstatement, evidently still calculated 
on being supported at home; for the account, such as we have it, of his 
reception of the reply, and of bis own superoeasion, hardly suggests that 
this was really expected by him. That he had maiutainod his post for 
nearly twelve years, and that in the face of all the changes at home, 
was marvel enough, considering the history of past governors and their 
rapid failure in favour; but the length of his teuure had perhaps 
brought lum to regard it as a freehold. 

Ibe Court’s letter, in reply to the ’‘geueral” one from the Coundl 
at Fort St. George, in regard to Fraser^ conduct io the business of the 
Castes, is dated 4th February 1708('9). 

In several long paragraphs the letter auimadverts on the mismanage' 
meot which the Court judged to have taken place in req;)ect to the 
quarrel of the Castes. The tenor of iiieir remarks may be gathered 
from a few short passages which I extract: 

'* Hor can we think that the Bight band Cast would have oarry’d Things to 
that extremity on tbe Single quarrel of tbe left band Cast making a Wedding 
in their own Street. It seems to ns that the Seeds of discord lay deeper, and 
that things growing ripe for a Rapture, this handle was taken to begin the 
qnarretl and set fire to the fnell that was before preparing for it. We ebonid 
have eateem'd it a {waise worthy manoagement in onr President and CooscU to 
have foreseen and prevented this Mntinons disposition bafore it broke out, or at 
least to have qaenebed it when it first began io flame. 

''Nothing sure do's better bospeok the Ability and Diligenoe of Goremonrs 
than Keepinf their Ssbjoets and dependante in qniet, and they con never do that 
srithout an impartial Administration of Jnstioe to all under them ... It wai 
very Surprising to us to read that eo many of tbe Handierafte and other neefoU 
hands went away on this qnarrell, and gave ns but ordinary apprehensions of 
the Coodnet of tbe then Administration. Snrely they were too valuable to be 
pskrted with sritbont tbe last extremity. All Nataone and times have agreed in 
ibis that neefoU People are tbe Biebes as well aa tbe Strength of a City or 
Countrey.

" On tbe whole matter sre besutOy recommend to you all to endeavour in year 
Stations to prevent soeb like quarrells in fature.

"Tbe charge agsdast Mr. rvaaxiB in SeTcrall parts of tbe History of this 
differenoe we have consider'd, and would hope no Enouph man, especially none 
of our Servants, sronld be guilty of such pemiciont practioes which Strike at the 
root of the well being of the Place, and are the more enclin'd to this Opinion 
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beeaiiM we &ad in tb« Consaltation of tbe 22d Ao^st that the Conaeil ware 
generallj onwUUuc to eoepead him, which we oant thisk thay would be if they 
apprehended be wae jnitly taxed, and that it waa Mr. Pitt’s solemn arerrint 
he would liU no more with him that prevail’d with them. We have therefore 
reinstated him, aa thinking it not fitt to pve so aneh CoontonaDOe to any 
Oovemoor whateoerer as to approve hit Single opinion against all tbe rest of tbe 
Connoil in a Cate of this nature, which if it was tma do’s not fully appear to ns 
to he prov’d. . .

And witball told him their was great alterations 
hear, and that bo was dismist tbe Servwm, tberefora prayed that the Cooneil 
might be immediately osdled, tbe Govemour told him that it was impossible to be 
done, not only for the lateness of tbo Night, but that eeverall of them were at the 
Mount, so desired the Captain to itrictiy observe in what condition be delivered 
the Paekett, and be hear tomorrow Morning by eight a Ooek, against when the 
Coondll should be summon'd, that so bo might tee it in tbe Like Condition be 
deliver’d it, and this morning aeeordingly all the Late Couneill mett, when the 
Govemour refus'd to surrender tbe Gorerment by virtaa of tbe Supersoription 
on the Puckett, but demanded a Sapereeedent to bis Coomiision by Verioe of 
which be bad bm Goveraour of this Place upwards of Eleven years, so aftvr 
some besitatioB the Packet was oponed, wherein tbeir was a Commiuion that 
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SupareoA^ed bia; ha obo denaoded tha randios of tha Gaaeraltlattar, wbicb 
was refused him, boi in iba Packet tbair boing a Latter from tha Muafan to 
bin, wberain ’iwM falljr expressed bis dismission from their Sarrioe, and iba 
Oonstitatsing Qdlston Addison Esqr: in bU room, bo immadiatalx read the 
Cash sad tendered the Bollaoca thereof, being one tboasaod nice bnndrad and 
thirt; fire AMjMas, tvcntjr /saams and three Cash, bat tha New Oovemoor 
desired the payment for that time might be deferr’d for that bo was very mnoh 
indispos’d, ao the Goremoar Just as be left the Chair oballeaged the whole board,

A enrious rcfereneo to Pitt’s anpcrccBsioa occurs in the Wentworth

Addison's friends can do what ibey please with the chief of tbe East India 
Company, who I thbk have tbe liberty of naming tbeir Governor, and by 
manegement with them the place is got, which they say some years are worth

Pitt quitted Madras ou the llealhcolt about the 25th October ; tho 
exact date I bave not found. By the following entries in the Court 
Books wo learn that at the Cape he had quitted the Heatkeote, and taken 
bis passage by a Banish vessel, which landed him at Bergen in Norway.

It would seem from Uiia tbfti the Court already had begun to regret 
the recall of Fitt, And in Mr, T. Wheeler’s work we find another 
example in one of the Court's letters, in which, coogratulating the 
Oovemment of Fort St. George on their sueeoas in obtaining certain 
TAloable concessions from the Nabob, they go on : 

" This we take to be the effect of poor good eondaei and President Pm' 
interest with the great men; and shall be glad pon, onr present President and 
CooxkU, will follow in tbs same steps, wbieb is now so mnob tbs easier becansa 
the path is rsadp trodden." 

The politicsl events, so to speak, of FitVs long government were 
few; in fact, the politics of Anglo>Indisn history were only nsscent in 
his time. But they were hardly so insignificant as might be deduced 
from Mill’s History. That writer, to the best of my knowledge, never 
deigns even to name this notable person. 

The most prominent circumstance in his government^ apart from the 
internal history of the Companies, was the blockade of Madras by tlie 
Kawkb of the Carnatic, Bkdd Klnin, threatened in 1701, and carried 
out more seriously in 1702. There is little reference to it in Pitt’s 
letters: the only example that I have quoted is at p. Ixxtx. But it was 
met by the President with great tact and firmness. He organised 
defence with a bold face, whilst treating the NawAb at once with reso* 
lution and with courtesy. And eventually Paud Khan, after all his 
threats, retired, contented with a payment of 26,000 Rt. between him¬ 
self and his Dewdn.^ In the latter years of his government, too, and 
after the death of Aurangzeb, Pitt got into direct commnoiestiou with 
his son and successor, and negotiated for a confirmation of the Com¬ 
pany’s privileges. Pitt's removal cut this short, and the jfrmdn did not 
come till 1717.

“ The reader wilt perceive that the germs of that lofty pride, untiring 
energy, and stem oonsuiouaneas of power which formed the greet cbarac- 
teristice of two of England's greatest war ministers, are disoentible in the 
proceedinge of their more humble progenitor, who from the little Fort of St 
Oeorge defied the threats of the grasping Nabob, and proved more than a 
match for the low ctinoing and courtly disrimulation of the Oriental” 
(i, 359-SO). 
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Tlutt Pitt’s rapuUUon was great duriog his rale at Madras, and bad 
spread not only orer the coasts of India, but to England, maj be 
gathered from the words of Sir Nicholas Waite, whom Pitt so scorned, 
but who speaks of him (p. ct) as the great President", and from 
those of Peter Wentworth (p. oxx): *^tbe great Pits is tom out,” It 
was bis general force of character, bis fidelity to the cause of his 
employers (in spite of his master-fault of keenness in money-making), 
his dectsioa in dealing with difficulties, that won his reputation. He 
was always ready; always, till that last burst which brought his recall, 
cool in action, however bitter in language; be always saw what to do, 
and did It. He maintained the cause of bis masters, the Old Company, 
unflinchingly and triumphantly, when every wind seemed to be against 
them; be was indefatigable and successful in recovering their debts, 
and in winding up their affairs. The New Company, once his enemies, 
gladly put the winding up of their affairs also into bis band; whilst 
the United Company, largely composed of those whom he had defied, 
maintained him as their President Aud thoogh his growing impa- 
tience gave them a chance to strike at him which they could not forego, 
we see that they had no sooner done so than they repented. 

Having reached this point in Pitt's history, when he is safely returned 
to England, and when questions regarding his great diamond are mooted, 
both at Madras and in Leodenball Street, we now take up episodically 
the history of that famous stone, and the correspondence connected 
therewith. 
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THE PITT DIAMOND. 

Some inddental allasioDs to Uils fomons gtooe hare occurred ia the 
corrcepondence or consoltations already quoted, but I have kept 
back moat of the lettera connected with ita history, in order to 
present the narrative, so far as I can trace it, in some^ing of a con> 
tinuouB form. 

In the British Museum are preserved three thin folioe of transcripts 
of invoices of merchandise shipped from Madras bj Thomas Pitt, daring 
his government there (Add!. MSS. Nos. 22, Sbl-OC) .They extend from 
the latter port of 1698 to January 1708>9, after vhich probably (as 
may be gathered from bis own words, tttpra p. exiv) he gave up trade. 
But even for that period there ia a large gap in the record, extending 
over several years. These invoices embrace goods to very considerable 
amounts, shipped chiefly to Eoropo, but also occasionally to Bengal, 
Pegu, Chino, etc., both on his own account and on commiaion from 
friends at home. These shipments consist of diamonds (and a few other 
stones), piece-goods, China-gooda, opium, brass and tutenague,^ cotton, 
chank-shells, beaver hats (to Pegu and Achin), and minor sundries, in 
amounts ranging roughly in the order here set down. Diamonds seem 
to have constituted one of the most usual means of remittance to Europe, 
and by for the largest port of Pitt’s shipments on account of other 
parties consists of diamonds. 

The first extract which leads up to the subject of the great diamond 
is the following from a letter addressed to Sir Stephen Evaoee, bis most 
luual London agent and constant correspondent, and it seems to sug¬ 
gest that Sir'Stephen had put him on the search for a particular great 
stone. 

Rdmet qf a Utter from Pnr to Sir STEriiRN Evancb, dated 
» Oct 18th, 1701".* 

"I hare slsoe beard that there ere two or throe larxe lioaee np in tbe

Potentate bay it, the next day 'tis worth a Million of ponnde Sterling. I eonld 
wish it may be eontrir’d Soe that it may be bongbt by the Crowe of Ekolans, 
for the hononr of me and my posterity i and if wee hare been suecetafnl tbU 
last Campaigne aa before, I donbt not there will be mooy enongb to boy it, and 
the parliament bare a heart great and gratefnll enough to present it to hsr 
Majesty.* I am alsoe Satisfy’d as to the peiooe that are eett offi and I hope when 
Mr. Bolbsk is arrir’d, Mr. Copx will hearken to reason as to the polishing of 
it. ... In the midst of my trouble and eoneem that I was in for my great 
affair, I allways comforted my Selfe with the asinraace that yen wotald take eare 
of it, and I agree with yon intirely as to the Jndgment of Abbmdama in tlw 
pieces entt off, and I bad the same thonght when he represented it to me to bo 
worth 4016,000— without being assur'd the goodness in any Bespeci, *tis like the 
raloation of that at 5000 which was not worth one.* 

That scandolotu stories as to the tneans by which the diamond had 
been acquired were afloat in India beforo Fite left the Coast, we have 
already seen, and probably they bad been long prevalent there, and had 
reached England before him. Hints of those wo shall see in tbo 
extracts which I shall now give from various sources, before proceeding 
to transcribe Pitt's own solemn declaration of the history of hit 
purchase.

** In the Journal dee Spavaiu for Jnlp, 1774, p. o53, is an extract from 
a letter of a French mueiooarp,’ with the following singnlar passage t 

”-~-That oneof theprineipal diamonde of the crown of FaAKCi, and which 
was porch&ted of an Ewoltshxaji, was one of tho epee of the god JaoRBjiaT, 
a famooi idol, placed at a pagoda at CsawdxrmaooR, in Bbwoal ; that this 
god JaoKBKST bos stnee oontumed with onlp one epe; and that the F&rmoh 
have dose all tbep could to blind him entiralp, bnt hare not succeeded beoonse 
he is better gnarded. 

” This oeeoant differs, I think, from the common one of that diamond, which 
h, that it was brongfat from its native bed, concealed in a goib which a eUve 
had made in his leg. In what condition was it when it first came into Mr. Pitt's 
bands f If roogh and nnpolisbed, I shonld not deobt of the eupposed aaorilege; 
for 1 imagine, a diamond in ita naiBral rongbnees would not hare made a more 
brUltani figure in JaOBBNAT's bead ikon a piece of alam. 

” If anp of poor correspondents will give some aoooani of thh remarkable 
gem, it wUl prohablp he on entertsusment to serersd of pour readers.

” Mr. URBaw, 

” In poor last Maganne, p. 64,a FBJnrcH misaionorp's occoant of the King 
of Fsahos's great diamond, introdnoee a verp nnexpeotod eonjoettire,Tis., that 
* it was a fitter ornament for the head of on InniAK idol, while U bod no more 
brilUencp than apieee of alum, than when out and poUshed.' 

” The writer of this remembers that opinion being rejected, on account of iie

of Oblbaxb, Segant of Pbakcs (in Locu ZV't minority), for which reason it 
is oalled The Repent, and we sometimes hare heard it mentioned by that name la 
the papers, as worn bytheFutMcu kiDgforabattoatohishat,ODextraoidixiai7 
oocasions.

In the A/ueeunt fritannicum of John and Andrew van Symsdyk, 
folio, 1778, which contains representations of the diamond and tlie 
models, of which we shall give an illustration, we find (p. 71) the 
following note: 

“ In showing the dranghtof the Model of Pitt's BrilHant, and mentioning its 
history to many People, it became the common dlseoarso of the Town. One 
Gentleman in particolar, advertised for a tme history of the said Diamond: 

“ To which we answer thos: Sir, it was Taoatas Pitt Eaqr. (of a Noble 
family, which were anmently of BnaKi>poiU> in the County of Dobsct) who in 
tbeRmgn of QaeenAxHS^ was made Governor of Fort Sr.OsoitOB in the 
East Ikdibs, where he resided many Yean, and there pnrchased the above 
Diamond, which he sold to tbo King of Frakcb for one bnndred and tbirty-five 
thousand pounds. The following tme aooount of his purchasing the Diamond, 
and to vindicate the Governor's Character, was printed some years ago in the 
Daily Poit, Nov. 3,1743." 

Here follows Pitt’s Bergen narrative, given further on. At the eud 
of it the writer of the note proceeds: 

Mr. Salmom, Author of the Univtrtal IVaveUer, says (p. 166), vol. i, That 
be was upon the Spot at the Time of the Transactioo, and is able to refnte the 
Scandalous Stories raised on the Oovomor about it.*

* The following is the pcssnge from the book in question, where the diamond 
miuee of Oolcorda are spoken of: 

“ These Diamond Mines are walled round, and have a garrison fur their 
Defence; end theee Stones may be purchased, either of the Merchants who 
reside near thorn, or a Msu may hire a Pieco of Ground and take lua Chance. 
Sometimes they have a good Bargain .... and if they hup(*eD to meet with 
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"Tit* ftboT 0 ftooonnt tgne* in 9rwy mp«ot with tluit wliieli 1 h^d from th« 
Bight Boa. Lord Biysu’s owa Hoatb. Tbii Ditunond wu ooarignod by 
OoTeraor Pm to Sir Stsfhin Etakcb of London, Bt. It app««n by so 
origiool BUI of Lodiogrt that it wm nat in tb« Ship 2frd/ord, Capt^n John 
Hcdson Commander, Uareh 8tb, 1701-2, and ebarffed to the Captma at 6500

*'I hare eiaee been informed that the Workmanship of this Stone did cost 
4000f. D. jBrrBisewill hare it that it was sold for 135,0001., bat 50001. thereof 
was giran and spent in negoiiatang the Sale of it.” 

The £Kr(ipean Jifaffosine of Sept, 1791 (toI. xx, pp. 345-6) printe, for 
the third time, Fitt’a declaration about the purchnae, from the com- 
municatiOQ of an aoonTmoua correspondent, who writes: 

” The following aecoont of hie parehacing the diamond wae written by him* 
eelf, and appeared in the Drily Papere of the time.” 

The lost words are ocrtoinlj erroneous. This communication also 
repeats Rjmedyk's mistakim statement about the shipment of the 
diamond by the Be^/vrd. 

I concetTS tlie mistake to have arisen from a cursory inspection of 
those books of Pitt’s inrotces io the British Maseunv to which I have 
already referred. In those we see that Pitt did sltip by the Bedford, 
Capt. Uudson, on the date named, one large diamond Taluod at 6,500 


a Diamond of an estraordioary Size the Moocu's agent will hare the refusal 
of it; though if a large Diamond happens to be carried out of tho Mine 
without the officer's knowledge, nobody queetious the Proprietor how ha 
esuae by it; he may tell it in any Fair or Uoiket. The greatest market for 
Dismouds.... is in the Hoooll’s Camp in the diy season. For all at that 
time.... all Tradesmen and Artifiocre forsake the Towns and follow him into 
the field. And it was a rich Black Uerebant in the Mooull’b Camp that sold 
the great Diamond to Hr. Pirr about the Year 1700, which be afterwords sold 
to the PjLisccu King for about 100,0001., but I could never leam the exact sum. 
And this wu ao far from being a great Baigrin, that Ur. Pitt declared be lost 
Honey by it: He gave 24,0001. for that Diamond, and conxideriog be was 
Qoremor of Fort Sr. Qmbox fur ton yeere, he might have made moro money 
by trading with that Sum, than he did by the Diamond. 1 mention tbie 
Paeaage becauM I wu upon the Spot and thoroughly acquainted with the 
Transaction in India, and am able to refute the soandaloua Storirn, that have 
been raised of the Means whereby the Qoveroor acquired this Jewel It lay 
eome Months at Fort St. Gbobgb, in the hands of the Merchant’e Agent that 
sold it, in order to And a Chapman for it, and Qovemor Pnr wu the best 
Bidder ; ao Manner of Compulaion wu need to obtain it.”—Tie Umtcrtal 
Travdkr , by Hr. Saucon, i, 164-5. Loh£>on, 1752. 

* This eUtement about the despatch of tie great djat tkfiTiH by the Bedford 
is mistaken. As may be seen above (p. IxNviii, PoU), the stone home 
with Robert Pitt on the ^yol Cotdet , 
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patfoda$. But the weight of thia diamood ia also stated in the inroica 
at 41^ nuin^eh'nx, or 68^ eantttf which is little Toore than onO'Clghth of 
the weight in the rough of tho Pitt diamond. 

I see by Pitt's letters some time afterwards that he repeatedly 
expresses his apprehensions that the Bedford had been lost on this 
Toyage; foaia eventually confirmed.! 

The writer in the Ewopcatt Magazint proceeds: 

** It was reckoned the larsest jewel in Europe, and weighed 127 carats. The 
onttiogs amounted to 8 or 10,0001.... It appears that the acquisition of this 
diamond oc c asioned many ro&oetions injnriona to tho honour of Governor PlTT, 
and Mr. Pops has been thooght to have had the insinuation then floating in the 
world, ia hia mind when he wrote the following lioee” (in his episode of tbo 
history of ** Sir Balaam”, Iforal JSssaps, Ep. iiO: 

Asleep and naked at an IimiaN lay 
An honest factor stole a gem away s 
He pledged it to the Enigbl, tho Koight bad wit, 

So kept the diamond, and the rogue waa bit." 

There could have been little doubt indeed that the stories floating 
about the world as to Pitt’s having fraudulently acquired the diamoud 
were in Pope’s mind, however vaguely, when be penned these lines. 
And we now learn from Mr. Courthopc's notes that in the Cbauncy 
MS., which i8(sswe gather) in the poet's own handwriting, the last line 
rnns 

'* So robbed ib« robber and was ribh as P— 

lliis allurion has been developed, in accordance with the fashion of 
a certain claaa of readers, into the suggestion that the whole story of 
Sir JBaUutm ia founded upon the character and history of Pitt, tho 
absurdity of which idea ia manifest on the moat cursory perusal of 
Pope’s lines.* 


! He writes to Sir \V, Langhorue, September 18th, 1705 : " The loss of the 
Bedford is never to be forgotten. Qod send I may never heore the like."

The reply is given in a long editorial note, too long for mo to extract, 
especially as it would be neooceury to acoomitony it by the complete epieodo 
from Pope (62 linosj. In this the writer deolares lumieU decidedly as 
" disposed to adopt the opinion in the matter which vory generally prevailed 
in the last century, and to consider the rituperative psauges as aimed 
primarily and spociaUy at Governor Tbohas Pitt of * Diamond’ notorioty", 
etc. 

Hare is an example of the kind of accuracy and knowledge displayed : 

*• In the main the i»rticulars accord vory wcU with what is known of the 
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Tlie Bcrgeo deel&rftfcion was printed for the foartb time in the 
Gtntkruan'* Magatiw for 1826 (toI. xc 7 , pp. 106 ^ which it 

was cofflmunieat«d by the Rerd W. &Ieyrick, a descendant of the 
GoTernw through the Choltnondeloja. This gentleman must bare been 
under the impres&ion that the doenmeot had never before been pub¬ 
lished, for his iotrodnetory letter runs ns follows •.— 

I bsTS moch pJesanre in eomoraoisatiiiff to 70 Q Goreraor Pitt’s own 
aeeoset of his parebasa of the oslehratod DiasoDd, both from the penooal 
iatereat I feel in Tindioatiag his ebaraetor, and as I tbaU be glad to eee bia 
eaadid and plain statement of the fact recorded in jonr Tal&able Megaxiae.'* 

Eren this fourth publieatiou seems to have been in vain as regards 
later compilers. For wo read the following gossip in Sthxbter’s 
Prieiotis Stones and (7emi, London, 1877, p. 118: 

It was said Prrr bad obtabed the Stone is OotooKoa in the year 1702. It 
oaoie from the mines of PaaKAL, 4C leagues Sooth of Golcowda. It was 
found by a elave.wbo In order to bide it. wounded himself in the thigh, asd hid 
the stone beneath the baodage. He at length acknowledged tbie to a aailor, 
and promised him the stone, if only bo would secore him his freedom. The 
aailor enticed the slare on board, took from bim bis Diamond, and then threw 
the elare into the Sea. The murderer sold the Diamond to Pitt for wSlOOO, 
spent the money qnkkly in excesses of all ktnda, and from a murderer became a 
suicide. 

’'Anottier story is that Prrr bought the stone in 1701 of the far famed 
Jaxckumd, the greatest Diamond merchant in India, for ^12,500. A com- 
mietioa, cousisting of all the meet oxperienoed French jewellers, valued it at 
jetSOiOUO,” etc. 

The story of the sUvo with a wounded thigb has been referred to 
ali^sdy, aud must be told in some work of the earlier half of last 
century, but I liare not been able to find it. Nor do 1 know where, in 
his seooud version, hir. Streeter, or hU bistoriao, got hold of the name 
JaiQchuud (borrowed and corrupted from Pitt's dcclaratiou), or why 
lie iias haired the price pskid for tlie diamond in that version, llio 
Itttter circumstanoe must have originated in some misvalustion of tho 
]wgoda, for the same sum is named in tho Grand DiciioKnain L’niversel 
of M. Pierre Larousse (vol. ziii, p. 846, Paris, 1875). After telling us 
that the diamoud was found at Malacca in tho Kingdom of Gol> 


sudden devotion and proeperoiu career of the Oovanior of Foar Sr. Qsonoi, 
in the Bast. Aocording to OiLfixST, ‘ Tuovab Prrr, although remotely 
desoended from a good family, ie laid to have been the son of a pereon eon- 
oomed in trade at Brentford' (PareeUat Bist. of CbruicoU, p. $ 6 ). He waa 
a man therefore of somewhat obeoure origin." And so forth. 

Beyond the love of riches, which was too ooaspiouoas in Pitt, and the 
drugging in of the diamond-scandal in the crudest of ahapas there is nothing 
in the character or history of Sir Balsam to suggest the Oovemor. 
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COXDa” (which Bccms rather mixed geography) this work proceeds to 
say: 

“ The Regent (i.a, the diaaoad) was the oaate of oalnmniOQ* reporte affeetiog 
TBOxas Pitt. It waa alleged that he had acquired it ia a duhoDOorable way. 
Sene oseosted that he had caoeed it to be TioleBtly extracted from the leg of a 
slarOt who, hariag found it in the nine, bad wounded himieK io order to hide it." 
(The article then refers to a letter in the .T, dee Sf^avone for Jely 1774. a 
reference which we bare already eeea to be erroneotUi and which was therefore 
borrowed directly or indireetlj from the Gsatieman’e JCagasint (ride supra, 
p. exzziO and proceeds) t 

" These statements were quite unfounded. Pitt, at be himself relates in a 
letter which has been pnhUshed, had bought the preeioas atone front a merchant 
for the Buoi of j 612,500 (312,500 /rancs)," etc. 

1 now proceed to transcribe Pitt's own declaration, so often referred 
to. 

At what place called Bergen it was written, and how Pitt came to 
be there, remained quite without explanation till the compilation of 
these sheets (see abore, p. exxi). 

** Since my coming into this melancholy place of BxaaaK, I hare been often 
thinking ef the moot unparalleled Tillslny of WiLLiaw Paassr,^ Thoxas 
P unmcK, and SxmApA,* a black merchaat, who brought a paper before 
Gk>Teraor AnnisoK in Council, insinnating that I bad nnfairly got poe> 
cession of a large Diamond, which tended so mneh to the projadioa of my 
reputaUon and min of my estate, that I thought it necessary to keep by me the 
true relation how I purchased It in all respeets, that to, incase of sudden mortality, 
my children and friends may bo apprised of the whole matter, and so snabled 
thereby to pot to ailenoe, and eoufound those, and all other rillainji in tbeir base 
atiempts against either. Not baring got my books by me at present, I oanuot 
be poeitiro as to the time, bub for the manner of purehasiug it I do here declare 
and assert, under my hand, in the presence of QoD AtuxanTT, as I hope for 
salratutn through the merits and intercession of our Sariour Jbsus Curibt, 
that this is the truth, and if it be not, OoD deny it to me to my ohUdren for 
erer, which I would be so far from saying, much less leare it under my hand, 
that I would not be guilty of the least untruth in the relation of it for the 
riches and honour of the whole world. 

** About two or three years after my arriral at Madras, which was in July 
1098, I beard there were large Diamonds in the country to be sold, which 1 
eneonragod to be brought down, fvomising to be tbeir chapman, if they would bo 
reasonable therein; upon which Japrchond, one of the moat eminent dtamond 
merebanti in those parts, came down about December 1701,and brought with

above 30,000, and hod little thoughts of buying it for that. I coniidered there 
were many and great riiques to be run, not only in cutting it, but also whether 
it would prove pale or doer, or the water good; besidee 1 thought it too great on 
amount to be adveutured home in one bottom. Sut JaoBCStrirD reaolred to 
return speedily to his own country; so that (as) I beet remember it was i» 
February following be came again to me (with VincjLTU Cbtttu, who was 
always with him) when I dUeeursed with him aboot it, and pressed me to know, 
whether I resolved to bny it, when he came down to 100,000 pagodas and somO' 
thing under before we parted, when wee agreed open a day to meet and make a 
final end thereof one way or other, which I bellevo woe the latter, end of the 
foreiatd month, or the beginning of March; when wo accordingly met in the 
CostuitatioD Room, when after a great deal of talk I brought him down to 
55,000 pagodas, and advanced to 45,000, resolving to give no more, and he 
likewise rewlviag not to abate, I delivered him np the stone, and wee took a 
friendly leave of one another. Mr. BaifYOH was then writing in my elosei, 
with whom I dieoouned on what hod passed, and told him now I was clear of H : 
when about an hour after, my servant brought me word that JauncirtrTto and 
Tiwcam CHimi were at the donr, who being called in, they used a great 
many ezpreesions in praise of tbo stono, and t(^d me be had rather I shonid buy 
it than anybody, and to give an instaneo thereof, offered it for 50,000; i» 
beliensg it most be a ponnyvrwth, if it proved good, I offer’d to part the 5000 
pagodas that was then between us, which he would not hearken to, and was 
going ost of the room again, when he tnroed bedc and told so tbit I aboold 
have it for 40,000, but I stiU adborod to what I had before offered him, when 
preeently he came to 48,000, and made a solemn vow he would not part with it a 
pagoda under, when I went again into the cloiet to Mr. Bsktom, and told him 
what hod poesed, saying that if it was worth 47,500, it was worth 48,000; so I 
cloeod with him for that sum, when he deliver'd me the atone, for which I paid 
very hooonrably, os by my books appear. And thereby farther call Qon to 
witnees, that I never used the least threatening word at any of our meetinga to 
indnee him to sell it to me j and OOD himsalf knows it was never so much os in 
my thooghta so to do, Since which 1 have hod frequent and ooniidermhle dealings 
with this man, and trusted him with several cams of mony, and balanced several 
acoouate with him, and left upwards of 2000 pagodas in his hands at my coming 
away. So had 1 nsod the least indirect means to have got it from lum, would aot 
ho have made himself satisfaction when he has had mony so often in his hands ? Or 
vronld I have trusted him afterwards, as 1 did, preferable to all other dinmond 
merchants? As this is the truth, so I hope for Oon's blessing open this and all 
my other affairs in this world, and eternal happiness hereafter. Written and 
signed by me, in Bkbobk, Jnly29th 1710: Thovss Pitt.” 

The diamond remained in Pitt^ poatesaon till 1717, when it was sold 
to the Regent Duke of Orleans, as a jewel of the French Crown. Tlio 
following parttcolais regarding this transaction are noted in a memo, in

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the handwriting of Philip, second Earl Stanhope, Pitt’s grandson,^ and 
nrhich may, I presume, bo regarded as the most authentic account of 
the transaction: 

“Piamond sold in 1717 for 2,000,000 Before it ira« Mot over to 

Faawca X40,000 (‘terliag) was deposited in Enolakd, to be talcen in part 
payment of the diamond. When carried to Fuaves, ibonld be agreed to be 
bonghi, bttt oibenriie ^5000 of the deposit money was to be allowed to my 
Orandfatfaer for hil expense and risk. 

*' It was eni by Hanats, and not by Yiv Hcmui. The expense of eattiog 
WAS w26000. The chips were rained at j 610,000, ihongh not ^ sold. It was 
oarried orer to Calais by my Grandfather himseif, aoeompaaied by hta two eone, 
Lord LOMPOKDUutT and Mr. John Pitt, and by his soB'in-law Mr. Ckol* 
icoMDELiT, who were there mot by a Jeweller of the Fbbkcr Kings appointed 
to inspect and receire the Liamond, and to doltrer in rotnm some (I think three) 
boxes of Jewels belonging to the Crown of Frakcz, as s seenrity for the 
payment of the orerplos of the porehaao money abero ^£40,000 before deposited, 
which payment was agreed to be made at three aerersl timee fixed npon by the 
Parties coneomed. 

" The Diamond after it was cat weighed 128 Carats. 

“My Grandfather's letter, dated at Bbbosw, Jnly 20th, I710« abont his 
pnrebosiag the diamond In the East Imdixs, was copied from the Original after 
his death at 8walik>wvi8U> by Mr. Choi.iiomdki,et'8 Chaplain, and the 
Original waa sent to Mr. Bosbbt Pitt my Qraadfather’e oldest Son.” 

“ The ' orerplos of the porohaae money’ wae oerer peid,” adds Lady Stanhope, 

and when it was claimed from the French Goremment by the children of 
Goremor PiTT, the debt was fnUy admitted, bat it was premonneed impoesiblB 
to enter into the pest transactions of the Begent.” 

This being so, tbe price renlly received by Pitt must have depended 
on tbe value of tbe three boxes of jewels pledged as security, respecting 
wliicb there soems to be no evidence forthcoming. 

Tbe following anecdote regarding the transfer of the stone is given 
by the editor of tbe EttrojKan JUlagasitu, after the letter of W. O., quoted 
snpra, p. cxxxii: 

“ Gov. Pitt haring engaged to delirer his diamond at CataiB, determined to 
conrey it thither in person, and in his way, dining at the CaowM Inn at 
Cavtskbobt, where his eon, Lord Londondcbbt, was then quartered with his 
regiment of dragoons, he called op the landlord, Mr. Lact, a man of addren, 
who had been oonsul at Lisbon, and told him that when be tnrdlcd be always 
oarried his own wine, not being able to meet with inch on the road, and deaired 
him to taste it and gire bis opinion. Laot did so, and garo it doe commenda-* 
tion, wishing politely that he ooald hare treated his gnest with as good. Upon 
this Mr. Pitt made him repeat his draught, and at length was so pleased with 
his frankness as to tell him that be lil»d him mncb, and wished it was in his

ft pobUo ia bis posoossioa, which might indoed do him the atmost sorrieo. At 
this the OortraoTp tbiokiiiff the socret of bis bariag it with him wss betrsyed 
sad koowa. dew iato a rioleat range, ftboslng poor I<ACT ia the groaaest terms 
(so thst he raa frighteoed oat of the room) and tajiag he should be wajlaid, 
marderedf Ao. In Tain did bU soa and the ofBoers eadeaToor to paoif/ him, 
teUing him that if be himself did not make the dUcOTSt 7 , ao ooe would know it. 
He on haring a guard monated directlj: Lord LondokdbuiT told him 

there wee one already, with the staadard. He then would hare a goatd to 
I>orEB; and at length, ae a oompromiee, accepted of the escort of the officers 
and tbdr aerraats, giring them a seeond dinner there. Two of thom be took 
with him to (ooe of whom gare the above account) ; and, after getting 

rid of the inoomhrance of his pehhta, on gotsM da eatur, he franked his com* 
paaions to Pams and back again." 

There ie a eanoiu pasta^ ia the ^emotrs of St. Simon which ooDoects 
with the purchase of the diamond both that famous personage, and 
another, perhaps still more famous, our own countryman, John Law. 
I give it at length in translation.^ The passage begins by alleging that 
a person employed st the Great Mogul’s diamond*mines (whether 
European or native is not specified) bod succeeded in secreting a stone 
of pr^giooa size, and in escaping the usual processes of exominatiou, and 
all suspicion: 

“ To eomplete his good fortune he surived in Eubops with his diamond, and 
had it exhibited to several prinoss, bat it was beyond the means of any of them, 
and at last be carried it to Ekoloni), where the King admired it, bnt could not 
moke np his mind to be the pnrehaMr. A crystal model of the stone was mode 
in Eyaz.a!(n,andCeTeataally)iheman,the diamond, and the model, which waea 
perfect faoeiaule, were dsepatohed.to Law, who proposed to the Segent to buy 
it for the hang. 

'* Law, who on many oceoiione had laige ideas, came ia search of me ia a 
■tate of exoitemeBt, bringing the model to show me. I thought, like him, that it 
was not beooming the greatness of the King of Fbakcs to refuse, on account of 
iti price, a gem like thie, unique in all the world and paet valoatioo, and that tho 
more ia nomher the potentates were who bad been debarred from thinking of it 
iheleee we should be di sp osed to let such an aequisition slip us. Law, delighted 
to find 1 had such ideas, begged me to speak to the Lnke of Orleans on the 
subject. The state of the finaneet consUtnted an obctaele on which the Segent 
dwelt with ioustcnce. He feared the blame that would attach to him for makiag 
so ooneiderable a purchase at a time when there woe so moeb effort required to 
meet the moet prceetng demands, and when so many people were of neeese% 
abandoned to privatioa. I said these sentiments did him credit; bnt at the 
same time that whM the greateet Sing in Eusorj was in question, we ooght not 
to aet as in the cose of a prirato individnal. In tneh on one it would doubtlees 
be highly censnrable were be to throw away 100,000 /rones to treat himsolf to a 
fine diamond, when his debts were beavyt sad he was unable to meet them. Bnt 
now the bonoor of the Crown hod to be thought of, and this one chance of 
w.quirmg a diamond of priceleesvalue, one which eclipsed all existing in Ecaors,

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■bonldnot be allowed toeeeape. It wotild bo a perpetnal glorr for bis rogencTi 
and, wbatOTtr might be ocr finaoeial itraita, the paraimoDj of tseb a refoial woold 
not do mnob to help them, whilst the additional charge inTolved in the porebaae 
woald make Utile perceptible difference. In short I did not learo the Dnke of 
Oklxans tiU 1 had obtained his assent to tbe diamond's being bonght. 

^'Law, before speaking to me. had repreeontod in sneh strong terms to the 
dealer the imposaibUitf of effecting a sale of tbe diamond at the price demanded, 
as weU as the pi^ it would be to eat it np, and the loss whioh be wonld soffmr by 
snob a proceeding, that be brooght him down at last to 3,000,00(), inohtding the 
chips which woold come off in entting.i The bargain waa stmck on these terms, 
and interest was to be paid on tbe two mUUons ontil tbe principal should be made 
good, and meanwhile two millioDi worth of jewels were to be pledged to him until 
the whole payment of two millions was completed. 

“The Ihikeof Oslxamb was agreeably disappointed by tbosTpreasionofpoblie 
applause bestowed on neb a splendid and unique acquintioa. Tbe diamond got 
tbe name of the RtgmU. It is of tbe sixe of a Rein* Claude plumb, nearly 
eiroolar in form, and of a depth proportioned to ita magnitude. It is perfectly 
eolonrlets and exempt from every kind of spedc, shade, or flaw, of an admirable 
water, and weighs more than 500 grains. 1 take great credit to myself for 
haring eonnselled the Regent to make snob a memorable parcbaae.“ 

It 18 enrioos that the name of Pitt never once ocenrs in this 
passage; whilst it certainly contains some inaccuracies besides those as 
to tbe original acquisition of tbe diamond. The allusion to tbe chips 
implies that it was uncat, or imperfecUy cut, when offered for sale, 
which we know to be contrary to the fact. Probably these foi^fnl' 
nesses are explained by tbe circumstance mentioned by M.llapst (whose 
article in tbe Revue <Ie» Deux Ifondes bas indicated to me the passage 
in St. Simon) that tbe narrative was not written at the time, bat nearly 
thirty years afterwards. 

The first prominent place ocenpied by the Regent, as the diamond was 
now called, was in the circlet of the crown made by Roude* for the coro¬ 
nation of Lonis XV in 1722.’ Beside the Regent were others of tbe

tbe prioe generally stated in English books ss that for which Pitt sold the 
atone, st the present par of 25 fr.

whilst the middle poiotof the fleur-de-lis, which formed the apex of the 
crown, was the famous Satieti^ 

In 1791, by rotes of the 26th and 27th May and the 22nd Jane, the 
National Assembly decreed that a complete inventory of all the jewels 
of the Crown then existing should be drawn ap for publication, in 
presence of comznissioDers and experts named for the duty. This report 
consists of not less than SOO pages, of which 100 arc devoted to tlie 
diamonds.* At the head of these figures the A'u, with this description: 

*‘nn raperbe diamaat briUant, blaae, appeld le rigtnt, forme csrrde, les eoisi 
arrondii, ajant one pstite xlsee dans Us filets et one autre k na coin dane le 
deesoos, pesant 136 earait {} (enriron 29 gv- estirad 12 millions de lima,*’ 

The inventory was drawn np in August 1792, whilst the treasure was 
deposited at the Gardt’Afeuble^ where tlio jewels were shown on Mon- 
dsys to the public. 

The Legislative Assembly ordered the sale of the diamonds, but 
meantime the bulk of them,to an estimated valne of a million sterling, 
inclnding the liefffni and the Sanetf, disappeared. 

The history, which follows, of this ao^cious burglary, is condensed 
from the commonications of Bapst: 

Paris «M in tbo niter demoraliMtion and anarchy which followed the 
September massaciea; and lay open to any violent enterprise. The mnnioi- 
pality had set an example of pillage; and thongh many real criminals had been 
mnrdeiod in the prisons, many roamed the city without reatnunt, and the police 
wae redneed to nullity. Meanwhile practised thieves had made good ose of the 
Monday exhibitions to reconnoitre the interior of the Garde-Heuble. 

Under iheee cirenmitancca, daring six days in laeeassioB, beginning from the 
11th September, a band composed (at least on the last of those days) of some 30 
or 40 individnals, made their way every evening into the halls of t^ first floor of 
the Oarde-Menhle, help of the rnstieated joints of the masonry and the ropes 
of tha lantern at the oomer of tbe Rue St. PLoasKTl}!. After breaking open 
a window—whilst leaving intact and securing from inside the sealed doors of tbe

Doriag the nightof 16th-17th September* certain men of tb« Hational Qoard 
ibongbt they taw a movement of the street-lastem attached to the eoloanadc. 
and on ooming near taw a man clinging to the rope, and called ont that nnlesa 
he came down at once they woold ehoot. He made baete to come down, and 
they took him to their poet. 

Another mao eliding down in a fright fell on the pavement, and oano like¬ 
wise into the hands of Gie National Gnard. Then# two thievea had diamond# 
in their pocket#, hesidea earrying other portable Talnables, each as a child's 
coral eei with diamonds, whioh had been a of the Emfnoea Caiharine, and 
pieces of {owoUery sent to Lewis S7I byTippoo Saltan in 1790. Thns the 
oaptors beoame aware of the robbery, whioh had in fact been going on without 
dUtnrbanoe wee the Uth. Next day Boland, then Minister of the Interior, 
related from the tribune of the Assembly what bad oeenrred, and declared that 
out of S5(80) millions worth of Talnables scarcely half a million remained. 

Whilst the operation wu going on, no regular patrol had been made; the 
polios in their rounds bad discovered nothing: and yet the thieves had lighta in 
the rooms of the (?arde*Keuble; they mutt have token supplies of food, and 
panted sneoessire nights there. For when on ontianeo sru eventually made 
after them, fragments of victnals, empty bottlee, and caDdle*eedi were found 
lying about, as well u burglars' tools, and diamonds I 

Nothing could illnstrato the demoralisation of Paris at that time more 
thoroughly than the manner in which the newt of this borghuy wu received by 
the varicoe parties in antagonism, nnlecs it was the way in which the trial of 
the captured criminals concerned wu conducted. 

Madame Boland roundly aaeribee the robbery to Danton and his secre¬ 
tary Fadun d'Eolantxni. Her husband took, or professed, tbo same view, 
and declared that his repeaiod demand for a proper guard over the Talnables had 
always been treated with neglect. Fabub d'Eolantinb on tho other band 
aeoneod Boland of the eriuM; and Marat, in tho Jmi <1h Psupte, ascribed H to 
the aristocrats’*, who had hired a gang of brigands to pillage the Gordo-ITettfrle, 
in order to discredit tho Municipality and the Committoe of Public Security. 
Lullibb, the Publio Prosecutor, in a Tioleat and atrocioue harangue, such u 
wu the fuhion of the day, deDoanced vne /mme orgiM4Heuse, losetve ot 
enteUe, to wit poor Mabib AktoikBTTB, h the author of the whole affair. 
One popular story ran that it wu an act of the oxistiag government in order to 
obtain meant for purchasing the retreat of the Dukb ov Bbdnswick. And thU 
im found an echo in the Memorial of SI. 

The two thierei taken on the night of 16th-17tb September wero condemned 
but respited; and it is believed they died in prison. At leut three other 
persons were then condemned and executed. Bat the crime with which all were

Others* and leaden of the enterprise, who had succeeded in obtaining an 
appeal to tbe Court of Beanrais on tbe inapplioabillty of ibe artiole to tbeir 
erime, wbilit they admitted tbe burglary, obfauned either release or commuta¬ 
tion to imprisonment. 

A certain somber of diamonds also were presently reoorered, but the most 
important—tbe Rogont and tbe danoy—escaped tbe earlier endearonrs to trace 
tbm. A man of tbe name of Oottit bad stolen tbe Saney / be pasted it on to 
e eomrade who made off. As for tbe IZspent, it was not found till twelre months 
later, and then in a caborstof the Faubourg &r.QmiaiK. Other diamonds were 
reeorerod in the following years, and were carried to the credit of the Caitse de 
I’J&traordttiatre. 

On the 20tb Frimaire, An. II (j.o„ lOtb Deer. 1793), Votmiaxp, in iho name 
of tbe Committee of Pnblie Beonrity, appeared before tbe Convention end 
reported the recovery of the Keyent in theee words: 

Your Committee of Pnblio Bsourity continues ita seerch for tbe authors and 
aoeomplicee of the robbers of tbe Oarde-Meable; and yesterday disoorered tbe 
- most veluable of tbe stolen property; vis., the diamond know as tbe Ritt or 
Rofrnt, wUcb in tbe last inveniory of 1791 was valued at IS millions. To bide 
it tbsy had made a hole of an inch 'and a half diameter ia the tiaberwork of a 
garret Both the thief and tbe receiver bare been taken; end ibe diamond, 
which has been brought to tbe Committee of PnhHe Seenrity, will serre es a pt'dee 
da eonvicHon ia bringing them to justice. I move, in the seme of tbe Committee, to 
decree that tbe diamond be carried to tbe General Treaenry, and that the 
CommisiioBen of that eetablishsaeat be directed to come and receive it during 
our littiDg.* 

The Procit Tarhal proceeds; 

'* The Netional Convention after having heard the Boport of its Committee 
of public Seenrity decreet that two Commiseioaers of the National Treaenry shall 
oome dnriag the present sitting to ibe preeonco of tbe Convention, to receive end 
deposit in tbe Nationel Treeeury the diemond known aa tbe Beysst, discovered 
through tbe inqnirioe of the Committee of Pnblie Security, and which shell be 
availeble et need ee a pika da conviction during tbo proceedings against ibe 
pereoni charged with the theft or the receipt of the property at the Garde* 
Menble.” 

Another decree of the seme date directed that two members of the Com¬ 
mittee of P.S. ahoold proceed to tbe National Treasury and deposit there, in a 
box srith three locks, the diamond called tbe Ragont. A Proeh Yarbal should be 
recorded, end one of tbe three keys ehonld be placed among the National 
Arohivee. 

Three months later (1st Germinal, <.a, Slat March 1794), among a number of 
stones seised in tbe po s e e esion of one Tatknxl end hie wife were recovered the 
Saney end another important diamond known na d« fa Matson da Giriss. 
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Is 1796 tbe Sfftni wm plsdged to G«man banken, throsch tbs msdiattoa 
of » etkniry oCmt,—A dint«at>Q«ner*l db Parsbtal,—^ Mcaritj for tbe ooat 
of borM-faraituro, which bad been sdranced bj T&bskow. In 1797, Tbbsxow 
hsTing bean paid off, db P&bsbtai. reeoTered the P<9en< and brosf bt it back to 
Paria. Bnt in 1796 the diamond woa affa'ia pawned, tbroofb the tame officer, 
for asotber nipply of horse-fomitnre needed for the Army of Italy, this tine 
in the banda of yaKDBWBBRO, a banker of AkstbAdak. The Firat Conaol 
Bokapabtb released it in 1803. 

Thaae detaila, inelndinx the ProeH Vtrbat of V 0 VLI.ANP, baTO been hitherto 
entirely sopabliabed. 

M. Fatb, ex-miniater ot Pablio Inatrootion and Member of the Institute, has 
told M. Bapwt that be often heard hia father r^te how Vavi>8KBBBO the 
Banker, when he bad the Seftni In hU posseasion, pat it in a glass case that all the 
world might admire it; and a considerable crowd came to hia office to do so. Hia 
fiienda remonstrated with him on the danger of expoeiog before people, aome of 
whom might be oapaUo of otQ designa, on article at once so Talnahle and so 
easily carrUd off. Bat the Banker answered with a twinkle in bis eye: “ The 
Repent that is is the glass case is a worthless sham ; ibo real B^ni is is my 
wife’s stays.” 

At the coronation of Napoleon in 1A04 the Crown jewels once mors 
appeared in pablio; the litgcni being set in the pommel of the Emperor’s 
8word.> 

In 1814 the jewels were carried off to Blois by Marie Louise, but her 
father the Emperor Francis claimed them from her, and sent them to 
Louis Xym, who on the night of March 20th, 1815, took them on his 
flight to Ghent, and brought them back at the second Restoration. 

On the accession of Charles X all the stones were rcaet for bis 
coronation, and thenceforward remained unnsed till 1854, never having 
been worn by Louia Philippe or hia Queen Marie Amulic. Between 
1854 and 1870 they were several times remounted, and in August 1870

Some curious misconception gives riM to a statement by the late Mr. E. B. 
Raitwiek, that ” among the rings” (in the Bbah’s Jewel'Huuse at Teheran)" is 
one in which is set the famous Pitt diamond, sent by George TV to Path Ali 
Shah.** {Journal of a Dijlonatt, 11 ,119.) The diamond olloded to io, from 
what Mr. Eastwiek odds, evidently that which was token to the Shah by Sir 
Harford Jones Brydgee on bis mission of 18(l7*ll. It had nothing whatever 
to do with Pitt, though (oddly enough) it bod been bought by a governor of 
Bombay (Hornby), and forolmoet exactly the price that Pitt paid for bis great 
stone— ASljOOO. See BrydgeJ dccowni of kU Mission, 1834, i, pp. 13 »tgy., 
144,172,186. 
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thcf vcr« pot op io a sealed box, nod deposited with M. Rouland, 
Goveroor of the Bank of France. In 1876 they were TeriAod by an 
eztra*parliamentary oommiaaion, which declared the record to have 
been kept with perfect rognlarity. 

In October 1886 the Chamber resolved that soch of the Crown 
jewels as bad no artistic value ahonld be sold.^ They were then valned 
at twenty-ODo millions of /routes, but out of this the Rtyent was still 
reckoned at twelve millions The diamonds which have been sold, in 
oonaeqaence of the resolution of the Chamber, are stated to have realised 
£289,000. There seems to be no present intention of selling tbe 
Regtaiy^ which, in spite of two small flaws or internal cmeks, oommendog 
from tho^^,* remains the finest diamond in the world.* Tbe Crown 
diamonds whidi have not been sold have been distribnted between tbe 
Lonvre Museum, tbe School of Mines, and the Katural History Insti¬ 
tution. It is intended that eventually a quadrangular receptacle of 
thick glass shall be placed in the Louvre, in which the Diamond which 
has ocenpied so many of our pages, tbe Watch of tbe Dey of Algiers,

Tbe history of the Ssney, aioce the robbery of 1702, seems to bo somewhat 
obecuret.

One of the crown treasures which was never recovered, wu the jewel of the 
Golden Fleece, valued io 1791.2 at 8,394,000 Itvru. In the middle of it was 
set a famous blue diamond which Lewis XIV bought from Tavernier. Tbe 
jewel was broken up in England, according to M. Bapst, and the blue diamond 
cut in two. 'Hie largest piece came into the late Ur. Bereeford Hope’s collec¬ 
tion, and (1 think) was recently told.

Of Pitt—Governor Pitt, ns he continued to be called apparently to 
the end of his days—after his return to England, there is not a great 
deal to say. It is evident that his name was well known to the public, 
and that a certain interest attached to him as a man of great wealth and 
force of character, as may be gathered from occasional allusions iu the 
correspondence and fugitive literature of that and the succeeding age, 
though my acquaintance with these is not sufficient to indicate this 
fully, and my search (or such notices has had little suocces. But the fact 
limy also be collected oven from the slanderous stones that were current 
08 to his acquisition of the diamond. The slang term had not then come 
into use, but Pitt was evidently a kind of prototype of the Nabob of 
half a century later. There does not appear to bo any surviving de* 
pository of his papers and correspondence subsequent to his return 
from India. None is to be traced in the Reports of the Historical MSS. 
Ckunmission, so far as these have been issued, and none is known (as 1 
am informed) to his descendants in the Stanhope family. 

For years after hU return from the East Court Books of the 
Company show traces of his still ocoasioDally importing Indian wares, 
and on one occasion (S^nd December 1714) of his sending, throngh them 
and the President at Fort St. George, a present for “ Zondcc Caun**. 

'fbe same Books (27th Feb. 1712-13) note that Mr. Pitt was requested 
.to lay before the Court the letter mentioned in the Fort Consultation of 
11th August 1709, or any other papers or facta relating to the charge 
against Capt. Seaton (riVe supra, pp. cxvi-zvii). 

A few meagre facts may be set down as to the landed property whicli 
be acquired, and as to the seats in Parliament occuined by Pitt and 
his immediate relatives, and other incidents of his public life. 

We have seen that Stratford-under-the-Castie (Old Sarum) was in 
his possession some years before he went out to Madras as Governor. 
Mawarden Court, there, appears to have continued to be one of bis 
resideuces, but he bad also a residence at the Dowc, near Blandford

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St. Marj’a, and another at Kynaaton in the same countj. Boconnoo, 
in Cornwall, along with all the estates in Cornwall and Devonshire 
left by Lord lilohnn (who in 1712 was killed in a dnel with the Dnko 
of Hamilton, when the latter also fell), was purchased from the widow 
in 1717 for/54,000. Boconnoe is styled by Davies Gilbert the finest 
seat in Cornwall. Pitt is stated to have remodelled the boose, bat 
it seems to have been usually occupied by hU son Kobert* Other 
manors, mentioned as purchased by the Governor, were Broadoak, or 
Bradock, near Lostwithiel; Treskiilard in the parish of Illogan, ten 
miles west of Truro; Braunell, seven miles Dorth>ea8t of the same 
town; Tarent Kynnaton in Dorset; Woodyates and Gussech in the 
same county, near the borders of Wilts and Hants, etc.’ Also Abbots* 
Ann in Hampshire; SwaUowficld in Berks. 

Daring Pitt's absence in ludia his son Bobert bod, in 1705, become 
member for the proprietary borough of Old Sanim. On the election 
for the third Parliament of Great Britain (which mot Nor. 25th, 1710} 
tlie Gk>veraor took up his old seat, his colleague being William Harvey, 
whilst Charles Fox and Robert Pitt became members for Salisbury. 

22ad April 1713, Thomas Pitt, £aq., was elected a burgess of Wilton, 
sworn, and paid ISs. id. {Wilton Corporation Letlgtr).* This woa 
apparently Pitt's second son, who appears os elected M.P. for Wilton, 
along with John London, Esq., in the Parliament of 171i-15, and as 
" the Hon. Thomas Pitt, jun.”, was sworn Mayor of Wilton, 4th October 
1716. 

In the fourth Parliament of Great Britain (met Feb. 16tb, 1714*15) 
Pitt and hit son Robert are returned for Old Sarum. 

March l8th, 1714. Thomas Pitt, aonior, voted against the expulsion 
of Sir Richard Steele. 

April 23rd, 1714, Peter Wentworth writes to Lord Strafford : 

Govflntor Pits doolared hinuelf against every part of the sddrees. . . . 
The Peace had left ns in eneh a miserable conation that they ought to be 
thinking of another tort of an Addreu, how to redaoe the King of Franoe in 
aeoeditaon.aad to be the Arbitrator of Europe; therefore he mov'd that an 
humble Addroia be presented to her Majesty that bar present Miniairy shoo'd 
be sent to Franoe to be his Ministry for three yean." {Woniworth Papers, 
p. 879.)

1715. Fifth Parliament of Great Britain (met March 17lh). Thomaa 
Pitt and Robert Pitt again chosen members for Old Sarom. In this year 
also Pitt was named one of the Commissioners for building fifty new 
churchea 

April 24tb, 1716, we fled the Governor and his son Thomas (member 
for Wilton, and afterwards Earl of Londonderry) voting for the repeal 
of the Triennial Act (Par(y. Uistonj, vol. vii, col. 871). 

August 3rd, 1716, Governor Pitt, having been appointed to the 
Government of Jamaica, vacated bis seat in Parliament, and was 
replaced by Sir W. Strickland. Of tltis appolntmcut 1 shall speak 
presently. But having resigned the Government of Jamaica, be was 
chosen for Tbirsk at a byo-oicctioo, 30th July 1717. 

August 7th, 1717. “ The Hou, («c) Thomas Pitt, of Old Sarum, 
sob Castro", and John Pitt his (youngest) son are elected Burgesses of 
Wilton {Corpomtion Ledger). 

On the same date, at a Common Council (at Wilton), it is agreed 
and ordered that the £300 lately given by the Eonble; Coll*’: Thomas 
Pitt for the benefit of the Poor of Wilton aforesaid, shall be (with 
all convenient speed) Lnd out in erecting and building of a house in 
WiLTOS aforesaid", etc. 

“ Memo. Jany. 8th, 1717(>18). Ur. Bbus Chalks the elder, paid into the 
Chamber of Wiltok, pamaat toon order of the Common Council, nme<- 800 re 
and six ffuineas and one shillinfr, being ^200, at tho rate of Al 1 1 s 6 pr* guinea, 
and whieb £300 was lodged in the hoods of the said Elias Chalks by the 
Hoa: Coir: Pitt, for the use of the Poor of the Perish of WUtoa." 

(The boose thus built was called Londonderry House. It was 
sold at the time of the introduction of the new Poor Law, and pulled 
down soon after.)* 

" Memo. Likewise, that by the sodden fall of gaineae £4:8:10 is sank in the 
said sam of £200. .. .” 

October 8rd, 1717. Thomas Pitt, jnnr.. Mayor, records the gift of 
his Boarlett gowne to be worne by the succeeding Mayora" 

Parliament of 1722 (met Oct. 9th). Thomas Pitt (the Governor) 
and Rodert Pitt (bis sou) chosen for Old Sakcu; but the latter 
elected to sit for Oaeiiamfton, and his seat for Old Ssrum fell to 
Gsobob Morton Pitt, of Tarrant Preston. 

This Isst must have been the son of our old acquaintance John Pitt, 
Consul and President at MsTcnLErATAM ; and it is a pleasant indica¬ 
tion that the Governor had not extended his old resentment against 
the father to the next generation.

May 30th, 1726, G. Pirr, Esqre., of Stratfieldsave, elected for 
Old Sarum r. Tuoxas Pitt, Esqre., deceased (our Governor). 

I turn back to 1716 and Pitt’s nomination to tho Government of 
Jamaica. 

For many years, and under a succession of Govemon, there had been 
constant collisiona between these latter and the Assembly, on such oon^ 
stitutional subjeots as the settlement of a permanent revenue; s pro* 
vision for the maintenance of the troope garrisoning^ the island; the 
length of currency of laws passed; the Assembly’s right of adjoumroent 
for longer periods than de die in diem; and other matters, such as may 
be gathered from papers that will be quoted presently. 

Lord Archibald HamiUoo became Governor in Jane or Jn]yl710, 
there haring then been eight assemblies and fifteen sessions within nine 
years. After Lord Archibald’s assumption of the Government, dis* 
turbence was at first allayed, but speedily recommenced with virulence, 
and proceeded to great extremity. In tho beginning of 1716 an address 
was framed and submitted for presentation to the King, upon the 
report of a Committee appointed to inquire into the state of the Island. 
It was little better than an impeachment of the Governor and his 
Council, and brought the session to an end before the exigencies of the 
colony had been provided for. After a moet ungracious dismissal the 
angry members met again in ten days; but it was only to renew the 
struggle, and to receive messages from tlie Governor to the effect tliat 
he would receive no further oommumentions from them. An abrupt 
dueolutiou succeeded, followed by Lord Archibald'e removal from the 
Government, and his return home in arrest, os a state prisoner.^ 

The Ministers of the day were probably induced by the reputation 
for strength and tact which Mr. Pitt bed acquired during his eleven years’ 
Government in India, and bis sacecesfnl contest with difficult dreum- 
stanees there, to turn to him m a resource, when in perplexity 
about this West India Island. In this they set an example which wus 
followed (though probably in ignorance of this bit of history) several 
generarious later, when Sir Charles Metcalfe was sent to Jamaica, and, 
■till later. Sir John Peter Grant, each to contend with a state of things 
probably even more difficult than awaited Pitt in that Island, which (as a 
matter of fact) he never visited. Rat of all this 1 find no iufonnstion. 
A fragmentary series of documents, regarding the discumioos which 
followed hie nominaUon to the Gov^ment, is to be found, divided 
between the Record Office and the MS. Department of tho British 
hluseum; and some of tho most apposite of these I here transcribe.

“That as the said Gorernour of Jaxaioa ia preparing to go and take npon 
him the Ooremment of the said island, be ia desireons to diaebarge hia dnty in 
his Post, for hia Hajeeey'a Serrioo and tbe good of the Coontry, which be shall 
not be able effectoally to doe without Such Instrootiona and powers as may be 
thought neeeesary in the present eireomatanoes of the said Island. Onconsidera> 
tion thereof 

" It is humbly pray'd that before the departure of the said Goremoor, 
the present State and Conditimi of Jamaica may be takes into Congela¬ 
tion, whereby such Dispoeitioas may be made, aa on a Bepori thereof may 
be found moet eafe and benefidal, for tbe Island, aad bis Majesty’s 
terrioe.” 

From the Secretary of Stale to the ComeU o/TYatU.* 

*' My liords and Geotlemen, 

"Tbe iuoloeed Meawrial from Mr. Pitts having been laid before his 
Boyal Higbneas. 1 am oommaadod to transmit tbe same to you, and to signify 
to yon E. B. H.’e Pleaanre that yon consider what ia represented in it, in 
relation to tha,'present State and Condition of Jamaica, aad report year Opinion 
of what yon shall judge nay be moet effectual for retrieving the bad oon^tion 
of that Island. And as this it a service of Importance I eball bo ready to

■Kail lot me know tbat it is ooavenieat for yon.

Mr. Prrr desires direotioas concerning tbe raising of money by Sub¬ 
scriptions in the Island to numage tbe affairs of that Ceantry in this Kingdom. 

“ IStb. Hr. Pitt proposes that Ships of Warr may be sent to Javaica, and 
to be nnder the direction of tbe Governor daring their stay in those parts, and 
that ears be taken that they be relieved by others when recalled. 

“ 13tb. Mr. Prrr farther deeired that tbe Governor be Impower’d to appoint 
the Clerk or other officers attending tbe Assembly."

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It is eTuiont therefore tb&t Pitt never took np hie Jemaica GoTem* 
ment. But whether the Ministere thought be made too many difficultiee, 
or he, as is probable enough, at 64 years of age, hesitated to occupy 
BO thorny a cushion as the Government of Jamaica, I have found no 
evidence. 

The only other circumstances -in Pitt^ remaining life, that I have 
found to record, are his sale of the diamond, and pur^ase of the 
Mohun estates, both already spoken of. 

His death took place at his manor of Swallowfleld, in Berks, April 
S8th, 1726 ; bat under what circumstances I have not found. He was 
buried at Blandford St. hfary's, as were bis wife, his eldest aon Robert, 
and his second son, Lord Londonderry. Governor Pitt had restored the 
chorch in the style of his age, and added on the north side a chapel 
intended for bis banal-place. Bui in 1661-62 the church was again 
restored, in different style, and T believe the tower is the only part 
w^ch retnuQs at all as Pitt looked npon it; and that, too, is now 
entirely clothed in ivy. He had also given some oommunion plate to the 
chorch, bat of a style deemed in later days so ugly and cumbrous that, 
at the time of the more recent restoration of the chorch, it was melted 
down and refashioned, except a stiver alms-dish, which still retains thu 
Pitt arms on its nnderside.* At the time of the restoration, also, a 
vault was found, under ibe present vestry, containing three coffius. One 
of them, having a metal coronet, must have been that of Lord London¬ 
derry ; a second was believed to be the Governor’a 

The following inscription (which we may hope and believe was 
composed and sot np after the Governor's death) formerly was to bo 
read on the wall over the entrance to the aisle, bnt is there no longer, 
having apparently been removed at the time the church was restored in 
1861-62: 

To the Glory of God. 

Thomas Pitt of this place in the year of oor Lord 1711 very mueh repaired 
aad beautified ibis Cbnroh, dedicating bis sabetance to bis Uaker in tlut place 
where he himaelt was dedicated to his service. In ibis pious setioa be is alone, 
his own example aad copy: this beinc a specimen of nuuiy of tike nature. Thus 
by building God's boose, he has most wisely laid a sure fonudation for his own. 
And by bonooring the name of the Almighty has tranamitted himself to poeUriiy 
by loeb actions as deearve not only tbU perisbiog register, but also to be bad in 
everlaeting reotembrunce.*' 

The onlyother instances of church restoration bythe Goveruor that I 
' have found notice of, to justify this extravagant laudation, are at 
Stratford (already mentioned, p. xxx ss/uw), and at Abbot’s-Ann, 
Hampshire, where, says Murray’s Handbook lo Surregt Hantf, etc.,

Two portraits of Pitt, by Kuellcr, exist; one at Cheveniog; the 
other I cannot say where nt present, but probably at Boconuoc. 
They look as if they were the result of the same sitting, differing only 
in accessories. No engraring of him bos ever been published, but 1 
have been enabled, by the favour of Lord Staubope, and throngb the 
kind intervention of my friend Mr. George Sebarf, C.B., Keeper of the 
National Portrait Gallery, to present as frontispiece to this volume 
an autotype reproduction of a photograph from the Chevening portrait. 
The other picture was shown at the second of the three loan exhibitions 
of British National Portraits at S. Kensiogton, vix, that which took 
place in 1867. It was lent by the (late) llonble. G. hi. Fortcscue, 
who had inherited Booonnoc, Pitt's old seat, from his aunt. Lady 
Orenville. 

At Pitt’s funeral a sermon was preached by the Bev. Richard E]^, 
Canon of Sarum, which was published, and of which a copy exista in 
the B.K. library.^ I extract from it the following passages: 

"... I bsllsra few men psa through tbs world without some share in these 
anffering*, which we may allow to be called aninst, if we look no farther than 
the band of the Oppreesor, who do'i the wrong, or the tongae of the Slanderer, 
whkb thi* PxBSOH, wboes Prosperity was so wonderfull, coaid not eeca^te; that 
be thonld have enemies,* is no wonder, when Envy will make them, sad, when 
their maliee oonld reach him no other way, 'tis as little to be wondered at, that 
they ehoald auke taeh attempt apoo bis Credit by an abosive Story, as if it had 
been by seme stretch of hii power, that be got that Diamowet, which was of too 
great ^ae (or any Snbject to parehaee j an Ornament more fitly becoming an 
Imperial CVoten, which, if it be consider'd, may be one reason, why it was 
brooght to the Govsnuoa by the Jfsrehanf, who eold it in the Ikdiss ; and it 
was brought to him more than ones or Iwtee, before ho eonld be perenaded to 
pari with so great a earn of money (or it as it ooet him, of which (If I may be 
allow'd in this place to take eo much notioo of it), I have seen an anthentiok and 
clear acooont, sneh, as, I will ventare to eay, will intirely satUfie every good or 
reasonable man, that that itoiy oooli have no foandation, bnt in the malice of 
him who inreoted it. 

" And, if, when soeh a Ktpsr/cs(«n’d on an innocent perwn, any of yon were 
prompted too hastily to think the worse of him, when You see it shaken off, it 
must change your opinton, and may well raise yoar thoughts of him, who bore eo 
horrid an aboec with ao mnch patieooe, as, for hie more effectnol vindication, to 
wait the time of hie going to appear before God, to whom bo mokes his sppeol 
in the most solemn manner for the trnth of that ocoonnt, which he left to be 
open'd at his death. 

" This obese, I am inelm’d to believe, might occasion his taking more par<

And it may be reckon’d among the (elldtiee of his life, that be, who had 
paes’d through eo much bnsinese, should hare so many years of Retirement and 
Leisure before bis death, to draw off his thoughte from the world so long before 
he left ii And, as great as his Concerns were in it, he consider'd, be had mneb 
greater rdating to another life, and towards the last (for the last two or three 
years especially) he took little notice of any other. ...” (fiemioa, pp. 
18 -SO.) 

Tho oologies of a funeral lermou are proTerl>iall 7 aotnutworihy, 
bat in these passages there is no stmiaiug for praise ; and little oa we 
have been able to gather of tho Oovernor'a later life, the facts they 
disclose as to the retirement and serious thoughts of bis last years are 
interesting, and show that he had ceased to drive bard after the world, 
as be seemed to do in tbe years when we bad ampler revelations of bis 
thoughts. 

Taking him throughout his active life ho is hardly, as painted by 
himself, su attractive character, though a most forcible one. Bold, 
decided, and shrewd himself, be held in utter contempt those who 
fmled in such qualities; and in the frank, unrestrained expression of his 
sentiments, whether in scriousoeas or in mercitea and rasping chaff, he 
must often have given offence to friend as well as foe. Foes he must 
have had in plenty, being such as he was, and among other things so 
eminently that character which Samuel Johnson said he loved, a good 
hater." Of bis character as a servant of the Company 1 have l)cforo 
spoken, and I have already indicated that he was by no means deli- 
catoly scrupulous: bow should a man have been so, whose early life 
had been passed like Pitt’S, straggling to maintain trade in the teeth of 
a Company that claimed a monopoly, and that looked on him as an 
enemy with whom no terms were to be kept, in a country open to 
every kind of intrigue and corruption ? Nevertheless he hati a standard 
of duty and honour, if not a high one, and I believe be kept to it. 

Sir Josia Child, at the time of Pitt's nomination to Fort St. George, 
calls him that rougbling and immoral man". What particular ground 
he had for the latter epithet 1 know not “ Ruffling", if that implies 
great freedom of speech and little teudemess for the susceptible toes of 
other people, or for the minor ethics of life, 1 can well believe he was. 
In any case, those pages for the first time give any means of judgiog 
what manner of man was this immediate ancestor of two such illustrious 
personages as the elder and the younger William Pitt And we can 
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but tbut the Ust fifteen jears of hts life have sent down to ne 
eueb blank canvaa. 

Of hie wife Jane, too, we know nothing einee the earlier years of her 
husband's goTemment, during which, we have seen, be often blamed 
her ill judgment in the conduct of his family, and of his affairs, so far as 
they were in her hands. Pitt's will seems to make no mention of her, 
beyond alluding to an annuity of £200 a year chafed in her favour 
upon bis landed estates, which was to be in bar of her rights of 
dower”, an expreaion which seems to imply tbst it was all the pro> 
vision made for her; though we may hope this was not so. In any 
case, she survived him only eomo ten months, dying 10th January 
172S-7. I may note that the period 1726-1729 was very fatal to the 
family.* 

The offspring of Thomas and Jane Pitt were as follows: 

I. Rodert, the date of whose birth has not been ascertained. He 
sat in seven Parliaments continuously, frmn 1705 to his death in 1727, 
vis., four times for Old Sarum, once for Salisbury, and twice for 
Oakbampton. He bad married immediately after his return from 
India (see note, p. xcii). 

His eldest son, Tiiohas, was father of the first Lord Camelford 
(er. 1764), a title which became extinct with the death of the second 
lord, in a duel (1804). 

Robert’s second son was the illastrioas William, Earl of Chatham 
(1766), wlioee title became extinct with the death of the great man’s 
son, JoBK, Earl of Chatham, ICG-., in 1885. 

IT. I'liOMAS, born c. 1688 (as he is stated to have died, aged 41, in 
1729). A colonel of horse, lie sat for Wilton in the FarliamenU of 
1713,1714-15,and 1722 ; and wasswom Mayorof Wilton in 1716. Ho 
married Frances, daughter and coheir of Robert Ridgeway, Earl of 
Londonderry ; and was himself in 1719 created Baron Londonderry in 
the Irish Peerage, and in 1726 Earl of the same. In 1727 he was 
appointed Captain-General and Commander-In-Chief of the Leeward 
Islands; and died at St. KitVs, September 12, 1729. EUs title passed 
Buccesiively to his two sons, becoming extinct with the desth of the 
second in 1764. A daughter, I^dy Lucy (Meyriok), survived to 18U2. 

HI. John, who was Colonel of the Ist R^ment of Guards, and 
Lient-Govemor of Bermuda. He sat for Hindon (1714-15), Old Sarum 
(1722), Camelford (1728). Married Mary, eldest daughter of Thomas, 
ViscouniFauconberg, and diedap. in 1754* (see xxHr,p. 95).

In the peerage-books, etc. (including Burke’s Dormant oful Extinct 
Dtcraga, ed. 1883). Essex is represented os the younger daughter, 
and I was misled by this (at p. cxxviii of toL ii, nou) ; but it is 
certainly a mistake. Allnsions in the ooircspondence (e.y. rvymt, p. Izii, 
p. IxxU, and at the place jnst quoted from rol. ii) indicate plainly that 
C^x was the elder.

V. Luov, married (1712) to General James Stanhope, created in 
1718 Earl Stanhope. She died in 1723, and was buried at Cheveuing. 

Goreraor Pitt will no donht prove a rooxh eharaoter, bat from the little 
known of hts gentle danghter Leer Lady SraHRors, he mast alwaya be an 
object of intereet to her descendants at Ghevening.” (ffoU bf (hejMVf eai Coimteaa 
Stanhope.) 

The descendants of Pitt, or at least the most important of them, are 
shown in the genealogical table opposite p. xxix. The basis of that 
table has been the “ Pedigree Pitt and Pitt-Rivkrs of the county of 
Boiu^ET, etc.*', presented in the third edition of Jlutekins'clluit. of Dorset 
(iv, pp. 90-92) ; but I have enlarged it, and in some instances corrected 
it, from knowledge acquired in the course of the present compilation. 

I am quitting Goremor Pitt with some regret, after tracking his 
career diligendy daring such hours as I could bestow on the subject, 
duriug many moutha Before quite parting from him I will gather up 
in a kind of catalogue raisonni, and at the risk of ooeaAonal repetition, 
notes regarding such of his relations as are mentioned in the corre¬ 
spondence ; and I will add an abstract of his Will, as it is to be seen at 
Somerset House. 

(1.) John Pitt (o). President for the 27ew Company at Maanlipatam, 
and King's Consul (see pp. zxzix, togg., and Ixxxix, eegg.y ete.). His 
father was eertmnly one of the sons of Edward Pitt of Stratfieldsaye 
(who d. 1643), and was alive in 1684 (see P.S. to letter at p. zmi). But 
till this sheet was just going to press 1 was unable to say which of 
Edward Pitt’s sons he was. A Pitt pedigree in the College of Arms, 
kindly shown roe by Mr. Alfred Catty, York Herald, determined that 
he was (as I had snspected) George Pitt’s next brother, John, married 
to Catherine Venables.

Temple; see pp. Ixxxri, Ixuriii, Ixxxix, xe, xon. Brother of No. 3. 

(6.) Tuouas Fitt, Master in Cbancerj (1694). See pp. Ixxiii, 
Ixxrii, etc. A son of the Goreraor’s uncle, Robert Pitt (a), M.D., of 
Blandford Fomm. 1 have not been able to ascertain the date of his 
death; bat be was succeeded in bis Mastership, in 1712, bj Uenr^ 
Lovibond,^ and bis estate was administered to in 1717. 

(6.) Dr. Robert Fitt (2>), see p. Ixxii Apparently brother of No. 6, 
and grandfather of the Rev. Christ. Fitt, “the Poet"(see Joknsot^t Jams). 

(7.) Joaic Pitt (&). Another brother of 3 and C. See p. Ixxiii. If 
Hutchins is correct (j6id no/s) he was Rector of Chesclbornc, and died 
1733 ; but this date is certaialy a mistake for 1783. 

(8.) Robert Pitt (c). Son of Thomas Pitt (No. 5), mentioned as 
tiie second “ Bobbin” in No. 5’s letter at p. Ixxiii 

(9.) KArnBRiEE Pitt. Daughter of No. 6; the “ Keate” of p. 
Ixxiii. 

(10.) Robert Pitt (d). Son of No. 7, mentioned as the first. 
“ Robbie” in same letter, 

(11.) John Pitt (e). Captain in the Army, and served at Blenheim 
(see pp. Ixxiii, o); called by the Governor ** Cornet John Pitt” (pp. 
Ixxxviii, zci). I conjecture that he may bo the John Pitt who appears 
in the Genealogical Table as s son of No. S, and therefore a first 
cousin of John Pitt the consul (No. 1).

Pitt (a) (No. 1), as a lient. in “ Colonel Wood's regiment of horse”, and 
to have ^e reversion of the testator^ landed property (pp. Ixxxix, xct). 
From what the Governor says (twice) at p. Ixxxviii, this must have been 
a eon of Capt. John Pitt (c) (No. 11). We gather from what is said by 
the latter, at p. Ixni, and by the Governor at p. Ixxxviii, that a son of 
the captain’s went to seek his fortune in India in 1702, and that the 
Governor was willing to befriend the lad, but Consul John (No. 1) 
took him on his own hands, and after the consul'a death, the young 
man, being left unprovided for, was bound appren^ on board the 
TavisiocL 

Again, I find in the Court Boob of Feb. 4tb, 1714(>15), that Capt. 
Wentworth George Pitt was elected to command the Sianiope, 
and, from other notices, continued to serve tho Company in that 
command for many years. We might easily suppose this to be the 
same aa the young man who was apprenticed to the sea on the Tavistock

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twenty yenra before; bnt it i« not m eney to rco bow lio in to Ik; 
blontified witli a '^lientenant in Won'l'it regiment of hone'*. 

(18,) IlAtsTixos Pitt. Employed at St, Helena in 1704, and onlle*! 
“ kioeman” by the Governor (see p. xcvii). Bnt the rclationnliip in not 
known. 

(14.) Georor Mortom (or Mokktox) Pitt, niia name Involwa 
some perplexing queatiooe of identity. Wo liavc the following incn« 
tione of the name : 

(n) Gborob Uokrtom Pitt, eon of the Consul (No. 1), appears 
in tlie latter's Will (p. Ixxxix), ami in the Will of bis widow (as 
Grokor hloRTox, p. xe). It also appears, on the page laat 
quoted, that in 1711 this G. iit Pitt was still a minor. 

(6) In 1722, as we have seen (p. exHx), Georgk Moreton Pitt “of 
Tarrant PR&rro.s*’, therefore ceilainly the son of No. 1 (com¬ 
pare p. Ixxxix), was chosen )[.P. for Old Sarum, ns colleague to 
Governor Pitt. But in January 1723-4 a new writ is issued for 
Old Saruui, in coiisoqucnco of llie said G. M. Pitt having boeit 
nppuiuted “ Register of the Revenue of Kxcisu" (Parliamcutfirii 
J/iitlori/. vol. viii, col. 16). 

(<*) In the Churl of Slat Oct. 1712, OmiiUiR M»im>N Put is. 
on his iMjtitioii, permitted to go us a Fns: Merchant'’ to Fort 
iSt. George. He appears not then to have aetcil on ii>, as the 
grant of hU like petition is again reconlcd under 24tli Nov.

The Court (10th July 1728) resolve that Mr. George Morton Pitt be 
appointed Deputy-Governor of Fort St. David, wlten Cnpt. lilacmc 
abould succeed to the government of Fort St. George, and in the monii' 
time should be Second at Fort Si. George. And on I5th November 
the same G. M. P. is ap|>oiuted to have the chief direction of the ship 
MnecUffirH and her cargo, bound for China and Fort ,*'t. George. 
8lA Deer.; Securities for this G. M. P. as ** Chief of the Council for 
managing the Company’s affairs in Chinn*’, to the amonnt of £4,O0(>, 
nre rendere<l hy John Freeman of Fowley Court, iu*ar llcnley-nimn 
VOL. HI. tti 
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Thames, Eeq., and John RaTrorth of Bedford Row, gentleman; and bj 
the same two to Uie aame omoont on accoant of the same G. M. V., ns 
Second of Fort St. Gcorgo. 20th Dfcml/en Permienon granted to 
said G. M. P. to cany oat on the ifaccle*JieUl £10,000 in foreign 
bullicm ; and (24M December) to carry in the same Christopher Cradock 
as a menial servant. 

(e) In the lifts from Fort St. George, Grorob Morton Pitt is 
returned as having arrived in India 2Cth December 1724, with 
the position of Deputy-Governor of Fort St David. In the 
list of 1730 he appears os Pre&dent of Fort St George ; and so 
ooDtinues till 1735. 

Again, in the Genllema7i'i Magasitie for 1756, voL xxvi, p. 91, we 
find: 

Deaths of the jear 1756 . . . Feb. 5, Gio. Morton Pitt, Eeq., Member 
for Pontefract, Yorlnhire, and formerlj Govaraor of Fort St. Ge^e, East 
IndUe.*' 

Tracing back in the lists of the House, we find that Grorob Morton 
Pitt represented Pontefract in the Parliaments of 1741 and 1747. 

The Pitt pedigree In HnlehtHS (iv, 92) has no hesitation in identi¬ 
fying the member for Old Sarum in 1722, and Register to the Revouae 
of Exebe" of 1724, with the member for Pontefract of 1741 and 1747, 
-who died in 1756. Though the pedigree errs as to the identity of this 
G. M. Pitt's father, 1 have little doubt the other identification is right. 
But there is a diffioolty as to the identity of (o) and (5), though there 
need be no doubt as tp the identity of (e), (J), and (s). The difficulty is 
this: George Morton Pitt of Tarrant Preston, M.P. for Old Sarum 
(a and 5),vacates his seat on account of beiog appointed ‘‘Register 
of the Excise Revenue”, and the new writ is issued Jan. 1728-24. 

But iu July 1723, George Morton Pitt (c, d, c) applies to the Court 
of Directors for employment in India, whicli he obtains per soZ^m in 
A high post on the Coast, and sails for India about the begioning of 
1724. How can this be the same with the M.P. appointed “ Register 
of the Excise Revenue”? The explanation may yet be found. Possibly 
the latter office was a sinecure. 

(16.) Rev. Henry Willis (p. xeix, note). Pitt and this corre¬ 
spondent always write to each other as “Dear Brother”. Mr. Willis 
WAS married to Sara, the elder of the Governor's two sisters, and was 
Rector of Blandford St. Mary from 1674. The advowson liad 
belonged to her father, the preceding rector, and came to her, and 
continued with her descendents. 

The epitaphs of Henry Willis and Sara Pitt his wife are given in 
IJutchitUy i, 168. Mr. Willis died in 1726 and his wife in 1733, each 
at the age of eighty. There are several letters in B. M. from and to Mr. 
Willis, bat I seem not to have transcribed any. 
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(16.) Rev. Tnos. Curoehveh. This frequent correspondeut elao 
nlwayt exchangee *' Dear Brother” with the GoTernor. It seemed to 
me pretty certain tlmt he must hare been married to Pitt’s other eUter, 
Dorothy, bom 1G6C, and this I have found confirmed in the Heralds’ 
office. Mr. Cargenven was institatod (1694) as Rector of Folkc near 
Sherburne (see p. Ixix, si^^ra, and iv, 185), having been at an 

earlier dato Master of Blandford Free School, and then bead master of 
Sherborne School. He died 1713. (See pp. Ixiii, Ixv, Ixix, Ixxxili, xeri.) 

(17.) William, Edward, and Anthony Ettrickr are styled 
Cousins’* and Kinsmen”. The relation is unknown. The Ettrickes, 
in spite of their apparently north-country name, were a county family, 
of Holt near Wimborno (/iu/cAins, iii, 219 and 245). (See pp. Ixxii, 
oviii, crviii, etc.) 

(18.) Rooert D 0UOL.VS. Also a brother-iudaw of the Governor’s. 
Almost certainly his wife must have bcou a sister of Mrs. Pitt’s. His 
son Charles was Pitt’s godson, and was regarded by him with favour. 
(See Tol i.tptmiai; vol li., pp. exxv, voU ill., pp. xdi, xeiv.) 

(19.) John Ridout. Called Cousin” and “ Kinsuion”, p. Ixxxvi. 

(20.) TnouAS and Richard Cradock, in Blandfonl, p. xeix. R«l.v 
tioDship unknown. 

(21.) Temperance Cdcrram, and John Thorne or Forme; 
conrina See tabular pedigree and p. zeix. 

(22.) (Sir) Matthias Vincent, called “ Uncle” (see vol. i., p. xlii, 
where Hedges says Pitt had married Vincent’s niece); also see vol. ii., 
pp. eexe, and vol. lli., pp. iii-viii. It is probable that Viuccut 
had married an aunt of Jane Inncs. 

(23.) Richard Edwards, Chief at Balnsorc. In letters at pp. viii, 
ix, supnx^ Pitt calls Edwards Uncle” and Dear Uncle”, and signs 
himself “Your Kephow”. This also was probably a connexion 
through Mrs. Pitt.

EAELY HISTOEY OF THE COMPANY’S 
SETTLEMENT IN BENGAL. 


The early history of the Company’s trade and sottlementa in the Bay 
of Bengal cannot, so far as I have been able to discover, be traced 
with satisfactory predsion. It belongs to the decades between ItlSO 
and IGCO, dnriog which the surviving correspondence from India is more 
imperfect even than in the latter half of the century, whilst the regular 
scries of the Company^ LtUtr-JtooL't, containing the communications of 
the Court to their agents in India, and to their ship-captains, as pre¬ 
served in the India OfTice, does not eommenoo till April ICdS, and among 
these the first letter that I have found addressed direct to Bengal is dated 
no earlier than 27th February lG&7(-8).^ The first from Bengal direct to 
the Company appears to bo that from Francis Day, dated ** BanLASAitA, 
Novr. fid. 16^*', which is quoted on p. clxxxi; and the next that I hare 
found is one dated 12th December 1C50, from Win. Netlam, at the same 
place, defending himself against certain charges.* 

The story of the begiuumg of Euglish trade in Bengal is generally 
told in the manner that I am about to quote from Stewart's Ilutory of 
Bengal: 

In tbs y«ar of tbe Higira IdUT ^.D. 1G3G.7], “ a daughter of the 
Emperor Shab Jbhan, hsTing been dreadfoUy burnt, by her clothes catching 
fire, an express was sent to SUBAT, throngh tbe reeoaimendstioa of tbe vixicr 
Assad Khak, to desire tbe assistance of a Eubopban sorgeon. For this 
aanrieo tbe Conneil at Surat nominated Mr. Gabbusd Bovoutor, surgeon of 
the ship Hopstosil, who immediately proceeded to tbo Emperor's Camp, then in 
the Dbkkab, and bad the good fortune to core the young Princess of the effects 
of her oooident. Mr. Booouton, in consequence, became a great favourite at 
Court I and having been deeired to name bis reward, be, with that liberality 
wbioh obarocterixes Bbitobs, songbt not for any private emolnmeni; but 
solidted that bis nation might have liberty to trade, free of all duties, to 
Bbnoai., and to establisb factories in that country. His request was complied 
with, and he was fnmisbed with tbo means of travelling across tbs eonntry to 
Bbroal. Upon bis arrival in that province he proceeded to Piplbt \ and in 
tbe year IMS” [f.s., a.d. 1C38>9J " an Ekolish ship happening to arrive in that

" In the followtoff year, tbe Prince Skujaa. baTinir taken poeaeeeion of the 
P’oremmeat, Mr. BotroKTOK prooecded to BaJsUAUKL, to pay hie reepectx to 
hie Boyal Bigbneea: be wae noet ^radomly reoeived { and one of tbe ladiea 
of the barnm being then indispoeed with a complaint in ber tide, tbe Engliab 
surgeon wae again employed, and had the goodforianotoacoelerataherreeotery. 
Owing to tbie orent, Mr. Booohtok was bold is high eatlniation at tbe Court of 
Bajbkakbi;. i and by bia infloence witb the Prince, wae enabled to carry into 
effect the order of the Emperor, whiob might otberwiee haro been MTUled at, or 
by aome anderhand method, rendered nugatory. 

“ In the year lOSO” [<.«., a.s. IftlO-il] “ the lame ehip returned from 
Kkuland, and brongbt out a Mr. Bbidokak, and eome other persons, for tbe 
purpose of eetabluhing factories in Bbnoal. Mr. Bovohtok, baring repro* 
araiod tbe clrcamstancea to the Priaee, waa ordered to send for Mr. Bbidoxajc ; 
that gentleman, in eoosoquenoo, went to Bajihahbl, wan intrwlnced to tbo 
Prineo, and obtained an order to eitAbliab, ia addition to that at PirtiRT, fac¬ 
tories at Balumokb and H000L.BT’ Some tine after tbU errnt Mr. 
BouohTOB died ; but tbe Prince atUl continned hb liberality to tbo Eaglisb.'* 

This extract from Stewrart (pp. 251*2) furnUhex tltu earlioet version 
that I have been able to fiud of this story in its eouiplutcuuus, nnd it hau 
become the staple of tbe popular bistoriani, but I cannot trace it to any 
accussihlo antbority. The extract certainly makes some confusion of 
autheutic dates and circnnistauces, which will bo noticed presently. But 
ajBtrt from that confosion, and tbongb wc shall see that Gabriel 
Buughton was s real person, who acquired Uic favour of Sbnli Jabdii 
and members of his family, I know not where to find tlie authority for 
the particuUia given iu tlio extract as to Mr. Uungliton's treatment of a 
daughter of tbe Emperor, suffering from an accideut by hrv, or as to 
tbe patriotic direction given by that gentlciimii to the Great Mogul'tt 
propoeed remuneratiun of his skill, anticipattiig so closely the conduct 
more authentically related of a brother of his neble craft, threc-qunrterw 
uf a century later, Mr. William Hamilton. I have already noted (vd. 
II, p. xcviii) how such a jumble has certainly occurrerl in the legend of 
Job Choriiock, as recounted by an anonymous Mumulinan writer in 
one of Orme's Fratjmtnt». But see extract from *• J. B.8” MS. at 
p. clxxxiii.

IklAjor StewArt was, as far as I can see, a cunsciuatlooB ami diHgcnt 
writer; but it was not tbc fosliion of Iiis day to (^ve adj nniplitude of 
rufcrcDco, and bis refcroticcs are u»t clear. It is possible Uiatsn exumi- 
uation of coinin of tbe native authorities, used by him in the composi- 
tioii of his history, wuiihl disclose the fouudatioii of his story.* 

It will be seen fiom onr extmct^ a little further on. that the dis|»ntch 
of iloughtoi) from Surat took place not in 1CS6, but in tbe beginuingof 
1G45, and Umt he was sent to Agra, asd uot to “ the Emperor’s camp, 
then in the Dekkan” (as Stewart relates), a circumstance that seems to 
have been imagined in order to render less impoasible the iuterreutiou 
of so vast a distance, to be twice travelled over, between the demaiid 
for a Europeno surgeon, and his arrival in tim^ to treat snccefsfnily tliu 
injuries rvceiTe<I by the priuerSA. 

The first couocssiou of trading privilc^^es in Bengal is sometiutus 
ascribed to the negotiations of Sir Thomas Roc, when ambassador from 
King .Fumes to the Great Mogul Jahangfr, Tliis is not correct, for tl 
will be seen by the uxtraeU following, that though the Company's 
servants at .Surat liorl been very desirous to obtain such couccesions, and 
li.od urged the matter repeatedly on the oiuliassador. the latter had uot 
obtained them, iiiid was not indeed dtRptwod to pmn for tliein kceidy.

Thu is approximately put under the marginal date a.D. 1643, A.U. 10S3, 
which would indeed almost correapond to Boughton’s actual mission to tlio 
Court (soe extract at p. elxxxii). 

If it be allowable to form a conjecture, mine would be that one of Stewart’s 
native authorities may have " combined the infurmatiou” as to tlio lady's 
accideut and Bouglitoii's mission (tbo* latter derived fituu souio £uru]iean 
Hourcu), and tliat Stewart had adopted this without sufficient intpiiry.

We see by ilie extract of letter from Rasicll and others which follows, 
that the actual date of tho document was the 7th September 1G2-1.

February 1G24” (t.e., 1626), to the Company^: 

** Alter 7: monthes wretched imprisonment wee, the 7th September last, came 
to a small period and agreement, wherein for matter of privileges (wherounto 
SiFB Caum bimselfe, with some 20: or 90*. of the prineipall marohantes ete., 
of this piaoe hare both signed and snbsertbed) the cop|de of our Articles her^ 
with translated, wUl shew them most reasonably favonrablo, and not mnoh 
differing in effect from our formers (the renting of oastomes etc. excepted) . . ." 

The initiation of the trade with Bengal is osually assigned to the cir* 
cumstance related in a Iicffcr addittsed Wilmam hiBTuwoLD oud 
the Cbu»c<7 at Surat to the Company^ dated 2l8t Fcbraary lGd3-d4 
(O.C. 1619). 

“ The 2d present we received from Aoka the Kings A'wiand which gives 
Libertyeof trade vntoVs, in tbe whole country of BsNOALAR,Butrestrainrs the 
Sbippinge only mto the porte of PipaTS, the Jirmand was sent nnto Vs by a 
servant of our owne whioh was diipecded vato Aoba with prohibition of the 
21st. November formerly mentioned, by which servant soo roinmed we rooeivod 
noe one Ekolibh latter or SUlable private or pnbltqae, directly or indirectly 
ooceeming this or any other bnsincs, except that the Bmolish Broker advised

But, brforo tiiis, the Company'! ogente, recently cstabliahcd on the 
Coromandel Coaat, had taken a diatinct atep towards opening trade with 
tlie Bay. Of thU wo liave aome fmginontiiry notieea in the anrriTing 
original eorreapondeiieo from India; but also a more coutiiiuona, though 
apcoilily interrupted, narrative, which has been curiottsly overlooked by 
writer! ou tiiese aabjecle.* Thia ia the relation of William Bruton, 
originally publialied in London, 1G.18.’ 

WiLLFAU Bkuton relates that tlie 22 March lGn2(.3), he iK'iiig at 
MA.aubAPATAU in the Country of Cormandrm,, Master John JS'oKRtx, 
the agent there, was resolved to send two ilcrchanta into BRsaAnr.A fur 
the settling of a factory, and six Europeans besides, who were tlieii 
at Masulapatau, we^ to acoomiiany the merebants, and carry a 
present from the Agent to the Nabob or King of that country, lltey 
set sail on the 6th April, and on tho 21st anchored before a town called 
llAnsgAPORR. This place 1 have (vol. il., p. cexl) to the best of my 
abiMty ideotiAed with the HuuRU'iitHiitK Guiui of the Indian Atlas, on 
the cout of the hlAiiAXAUi Delta. 

When the party landed there a Portuguese master of n frigate “ with 
the aS'istance of some of the ribble'rabble lUscalls of the TownedHlset 
vpon Mr. CAKTWitKiilT aud Mr. CoLLBY, where our men, being opiewt 
by multitudes had like to have beeno all alaine or spoyld, but that 
(Lueklip)* the Rogijtr (or Vice King there) rescued them witli 200 men’' 
(P- <«)- 

They had an interview jvith the Nabob at MAtTAxriY, bis residence 
near Cotrrr (CuUack), and ho gave them leave to trade, freely and 
without paying custom, off or ou the shore in the country of WuniA 
(f>., Odia or Orissa), 'rhii took place 3rd May 1633. 

In cousequeuce of this pcrinission (though the narrative uiukes no

Hereafter the 
Botch Company (we believe) will doe the like, so wo see not any great hope of 
gains by that Commodity. 

"Tobacco, Iron, Tinn, and Sundry other petty Goods is yearly carried 
tbitber on the Jonoks tbat Salle from this place; and if we Bccelre any 
encouragement from onr friends thereto to be tradinge in tbe like, we ehall not 
omitt to put it in practice. 

"Eitborto hare wo only shewed you what Commodities Bekoala does Cheifly 
export and require. Be pleased in tbo next place to understand that if yon 
resolve the prosecution of this trade, it is very reqnitite tbat you Send ont two 
small Pinnaces to remains on this Coast, of some 80 to 120 tunnos, such as may 
draw but little water, and carry some 12i or 14: gnnns apeece. Tbe Dutch 
are never withoot 3: or 4: snob vesieUs here, wherewith they trade from Port 
to Port all tbe yeare longe, some times baying Bice and other ProvUions where 
they are Cheape, and tranaporttoBetter Marketts, other whiles they areimployed 
a* men of warr (bat never Idle), and by those moanes they elcate at yeares end, 
sdl tbe great charges they are att vppon this Coast.*

The courae of proceedings for the next eight or nine years is obsenro. 
The only notice of them that 1 have met with is in that short account 
of the rise of Balasore by Mr. Walter ClaveU, written for Stroynsham 
hfaster't information in 1676, wliioh has been printed above (ii, p. 
ccxl). It ia perhaps not absolntely accurate, bat was probably deriy^ 
direct from the earliest factors in the Bay. lo spite of the repetition 
it will bo conycnient to reprint a few lines of tho passage here : 
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*' Ballasokb bcgnnn to be a noted place when the Pobtuovsz were beaten 
oat of Aboblin*’ (mod. HijilQ “ by the Moobbb, about the yearc IGdO. at which 
timo the trade b^^n to doeay at Piflbt and to hare a diminniion in other 
placet of thoec parts; and the Barr openincr, and the Birer appearing better 
than was imagined, the Ekolmb and Bakbs endeaTonred to settle factories 
here, to be oat of the troubles the Pobtooobz gare to the otbor nations and 
bad tbemselres, the rather beconse tbs cloth of Habbafobb,’ whsre oar first 
ffaotoiye was settled was withont mneb diffienltye to be brought hither by land, 
and the Rirer where our YeseeUs Tsually had laine at being siopt op, itt was noe 
easy ntatter to bring tbs Cloth by Sea, nor soe safe to bare rttsoUs ride before 
that place, as hero in the Beads of Bali,A 80 RB.’' 

I haTd not been able to find onj evidence of there hariog ever been an 
English factory at Fipli Neither in the Dutch Map of Van der Broucko 
(c. 1662-64) nor in the chart published in the 1701 edition of the 
Engligli PUol (see next Fart of these illostratious) is there any indication 
of an English factory there, though both maps show a Dutch one. 

How long the factory founded at Qariharpdr was maintained I have 
found no indication; but voyages to Balasoro seem to have been made 
from time to time, and factors to have resided there, at least tem¬ 
porarily. 

Thus (in O.C. 1797) we have *' A Brkfc Declaration of some Passages 
and Olaervationsmade bg meeriHdiwTBUUBALLm my last vogageinyotiT 
Shippe HopeweU.” lliis is chiefly a series of charges against Mr. Frahcis 
Day. But the writer says: 

'* 1642. Augast 14th. Wo arriTod at Ballisaba where we stayed 3 monthes 
and 16 dayes at 1801. per moathe obarge," etc. 

O.C. 1767 shows that a ship called the Dgamond had been sent to the 
Bay (presumably to Balasorc) in 1641 to pay debts and fetch off tlm 
factors. 

Then we have the following; 

Letter from Ffrancis Day to the Coui^Mfiy, dated *' Ballasara, 
November the Sd., 1642'’

"The 7th Aognst woo left Mbsulafatasi and arrived with the above said 
success at Ballasaba tbo 13th ditto, where baviog laonded the remaines of what 
left at Madrasafatau and Mbsolafatau wee have siocoarrivall hither made 
sale of the Glassee, Knives, Lead and some 22 parcel of Cloth, the Xsad and 
most part of the Cloth have bin putt off in truck, for Sugar, Ourms, ffannoes, 
CossMS,* Iron, and Ginghams, alt but the lost is intended for Pbbtia, for 
willingly I would leave notbiog behinde, the returne being soe aneertaine there.

Stoeke the Coast, without which it ia impoaaible to comply to yonr deaires. 

“ Since I hare knowen tbeae parta, for the moat parte yon hare had aerranta 
and little or aoe meana to imploy them, if yon ahonld inlarge your trade, yon 
may bappely have meana and noe aorrants, eapedally nob that ahonld know how 
to imploy it to beat advantage." 

A letter of Sept. 8,1C44, from ibe Council at Fort St. George to 
the Company,> says that Air. Olton had been sent to take charge of 
the CooDpanj’a bosioeea in Bcngalla; and mentioua that the factors in 
that region irere this Henkt Olton, Wx. GuRKEY,aQd Wx. Nktlamd 
(N etlam), assiataut. 

The next extract u that which introduces Gabciel Bouqutok, the 
aui^eoD, uuder the genuine circumstaocea of his miasiou to Agra: 

From Prendent and Couttcil at SuhAT to Company, dated “Swally 
Mabebnk, the 8rd January 1(I44”(>5).* 

"Assalaot Ckaune, a very great Fmhro, gratiooa with the King and oar 
very good freiad haveieg long importuned na to supply him with a Chirurgeon, 
wee Cooaiderisge bow advantageona itt may be vnto yon, and baueing a fitt 
oportanity, one Gabexel Bououtsh, late Chimrgeoo of the ffopeweU being 
thcrerato very well qaalifyed,and beingwillingeto itay, wee bane tfaonghtStting 
to deaigne him to that aervice, wherewith Asbai,i Cxauxb ia So« well pleased 
that lately when Mr. Tdehxe was to leave Aoea be aooomponied Mr. Task 
and Mr. Toeksb to the King who honor'd them more than ordinary in a long 
conference be held with them, dismiaaing them with Vesta, and aendiog vnte tba 
Pbbsideht a^muin and dagger, which not being yett received wee know net 
wbat the former nay import or the Lattera valew, but ahall here after edviae, 
and if the dagger be of any ocnaiderable worth it shall be sent yon with the 
jewell before advised the Frinoe lately aentt vnto the Pexsidekt, both expected 
hy Mr. Tcbnxb.” 

Thia is all that we find on the matter. The next Surat letter (March 
Slst, 1645) has no reference to the subject. In a later mic,* dated 
January 8rd, 1G45(*6), thero ia allusiou to the dagger and jewel spoken 
of in the preceding extract, but (here is no mention either of Boogbton 
or of the Jirndn.

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The uext extract but one from tbe records shows Mr. Boughton 
transferred to Beugal, and there apparoutly utiug bis mfluence to serve 
bis countrymen. Some light is thrown upon this by the latter part of 
the passage from Stewart’s Bitlory of Bengal, which 1 have quoted 
(pp. clxvii-TlU); but there also the dates are wrong, and oiioumstances 
are detailed for which we cannot trace the authority.^ 

I also find from a MS. discourse by " J. B.”, a Captain of a Com- 
pojiy’s ship, who was in India c. 1670-1C80 (which I have seen just 
as this sheet is going to press, and which I have the owner’s permusion 
to quote), that the story of the acquisition of privileges for his eountry- 
men by Gabriel Boughton (there called Bovden) was then current, 
though some of the particulars are given differently. Indeed, this MS. 
curiously illustratM the inexactitude of even twenty years’ tradition. 

For it seems impossible that Mb' Jumla, who did not come to Bengal 
till 1659, should have been the Mabomtnedan patron from whom 
Boughton (who died some years earlier) obtained trading privileges for 
his countrymen. The passage in J. B.’s MS. runs os follows; 

la the before mentlosed plaeos in these 8 Kingdotos’' O' OniXA, BsMoAna, 
and PATTUVA”~ie., Bebar) '* the English nation in general! bath freedome of '‘OKr.Kt/w» 
inhabiting and tradeioge, free from aU manner of taxes and enstomes, in or out,

All wbioh was procured by tbe Isgennitio of Mr. Gabriel Bownsir (One ** 

of our owne Nation) and a very Eminent Doctor of Phisick, sometime Doctor in A‘<«^»m«.'* 
Ordinary to the great Warriour Exia Jbxla : who took a very great Affection 
towards him, and was most coortcons and ffreo to him, and Especially npoo a 
Notable Core of his owne Lady performed (Ynder God) by the Doctor, the antjamMu 
Nabob callinge for him ordered him att that instant to demand what he wold 
haue ginen him or had most Ukinge to and it sbovld be granted in Consideration Jxnu.** 
of his Loyal Service and care of the best of his famttie. The Doctor highly 8ar> 
prised with this great Penon’s Generositie, Soono eonsidersd vpon it, yet soe 
as not to be greedy of any present Gaine (onely for hinuelfe) aud now in tbe 
best of time, roquested that the Bnolish Nation might Settle ffactories in what 
parte of the Kingdomes they pleased and be free off all dnties and Costomes, 
which then was 4 per cent, in and the like ont for all tbe goods dealt in, the ty 
wbioh was noe Sooner demanded hot ae readily granted, with Phyrmands in the 
pBBSXAM iRnguadgc that the Ebqlish Nation Shold hold that Pririledge eoe 
lODge as they pleased to live and Settle in tbeee Dominions, and many Other 
rewards Libendly bestowed Vpon the Doctor (one beinge very rare among tbe 
Mabometante). . . Bnt this pari of the MS> breaks off. Sownsw.'*

.... knowing well the maine buUe of the Lyoness her lading was to bee 
eommenoed in the Bat of Bbmoalah, dispatebt her the next day for Ballasobe 
with a earg*: of monies and goods to the amount of 7336^: 17*: 5* ... . Wee 
committed the management of the Bat Inreetment mto Copt. John Bboox- 
batbb in Cheife, appointing for his assistants Jambs Bbumman and Edward 
Stbbtbbs, which last as more proper for that buainee was sent instead of Wm. 
ypAZBypAZ, whom from Eogland you bad enordered with Hobbbt Spatut de> 
ceased to the Imployment of Huoblbb, also rpon Wm. Nbtlamb petition wee 
returned him againe (or Baldabobb, and wish his serrioea there may bee such 
as wiUdeserre hiawagea, as expected from one that bath soe longrendsd in those 
parte, bni beoanie wee know that Capt. Bbookhatbx might not hare too much

We find tliat Mr. Boughtou is now 
dead, but tliat his widow is remanied, and her husband is apparently

In ndditioQ to tho factories oieutioncrl in the preceding extracts, viz., 
HiJoLi, Balasorr, KAsiubXzAr, and Patna, there were established 
at later dates, up to the exodus under Job Chamock in 1686-7, fac¬ 
tories at Dacca and Malda, and an agency of some kind, in connexion 
with the mint, at &Ajmaiul.

Even after the settlement of the Factory at Iltjglf, it viraa long before 
the Com])any*8 ships began to ascend the rirer from the roadsteads in 
the Bay, nor indeed does this appear to hare been practised, unless 
exceptionally, till after Ui'tgU bad been more or less superseded by 
Calcutta. The lading for the Company's ships was habitually brought 
down to Balasorc from HugU and Khsimbdzdr—and, asregards saltpetre, 
from Patna,—mmnly in country craft of rarious kinds, known as 
jHtttVw, bora*, put'goei and what not, and partially in the sloops and 
pinnaces which the Company maintained on the river. 

Still from an early period we see that the Court rccoguisod the possi* 
bility and expediency of making their ships proceed up the Ganges ((.e., 
the great delta branch which we call the Ildgli), in order to avoid tite 
expeusc, delays, and risks of this transhipment, and they rex>eatcdly 
made suggestions on tins subject to their servants in the Bay. They 
also maintained something of a Pilot establishment for the conduct of 
the sloops, and of such larger craft as occasionally ascended the River, 
and with some view no doubt to the eventual realisation of their desire 
that their sea-going ships shoold habitually proceed up to the chief 
depots of their trade. 

I'lie following are some of tlieir many utterances in connexion with 
this object. Ihe letter of 20 November 1668, with the measures which 
it announces, may be regarded os the foundation of the Bengal Pilot 
Service, a body which luis done much invaluable work, and which after 
various modifications of its constitution, still survives, after nearly two 
centaries and a quarter of existence. 

As early as 1650 we find the Court urging that their ships for the 
Bay should go straight op tho Ganges, i.s., the IldgU, as may be seen 
by tho Fort St. George resolution against this, and reply to the Court, 
as follows:

We may attribute 
to Mr. Herron the foundation of tlie mol's accurate pPota^ and topo¬ 
graphy of the HiigU, for ho must be regarded (as luia been said in the 
notice just referred to) as the author not only (nnder tlie pen*ertcd 
designation of *' Mr. Uerring”) of tlie earliest iustructions printed in 
detail for tho navigation of that river, but probably also of the uarlicsl 
chart of it that has any claim to quasi-soientifio character, 

'fhe baris, as regards Snglisli use, of all the publUbod charts and 
soiling directions for the Udgli, down to about 17G0, seems to have 
been that supplied by various editions of the Enyluk

The 1675 edition of tho Eiti/Ush Pilot contains rrhat it entitles

English East India Company. Never bi/bre tnade Publujue. By John 
Thornton IfydrofrepJktr to lha Honble: East India Company. At tfte Sifue of 
England Scotland aod Ireland /n the Minorio* London.” 

Above is a dedicntion by Tliorutou to the Governor and Committee 
of the Company, and below: " Collected by Jolin SeUer, Hydro* 
grapher to the King”, whatever may be the relation between what 
thue appmr to bu two clniiiis to antborship. There is no date to the 
map. But from a collation of it with the Dutch o/the Kingdom 

of Bfngaie, published in Valeniga'i Oosi Inditn, vol. v, it is clear that 
tile two maps are of common origin ; and tlie EngUah one we conceive 
to be derived from tho other. 'Iliongh the Dutch map was not pub¬ 
lished, we bcHcvo, till tho issne of Valcntyn's volume in 1720,* it 
lior^ioria to have been compiled under the direction of .Nfatthens van

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der Broucke, who was Direct«ur of th« Dutch affairs in Bcugal from 
1658 to lC6i. The geographical outline of the Thornton Map, so far 
as it extends, is an absolute counterpart, including all errors, of the 
Dutch one; and though the names in the Dutch map |re two or three 
times as numerous os iu Thornton's, there is not, with three exceptions, n 
name iu the latter (allowing for transfer from Dutch to English form) 
that does not appear in Von der Broucke's.t Thisedition of 1675 gives 
no pilotage directions for entering or navigating the Hugh*. 

The edition of 1701 reproduces the a’iiita map that we have spoken of, 
but with the addition of a largo and much superior chart of the Hugh' 
channel, iu two sections, of which the title runs: 

A CUAKT of bottoM of Oit of Beuyal, iri/h ike Jlictr O'aMytn 
Kj/ to Huffkltf, iiiclntliny lie HoatlKof Baluwre and Pipley." 

The lower section extends from Point I’almynvs to the proper mouth 
of the lidglf, and thence up. the river os fiir as CVrfrw/u, a iiume now 
forgotten, but which we slisll see to have attached to a towu and crock 
ruiuiiiig eastward, about seventeen or oigbteeu miles soutli'Wcst of Fort 
William. 'Hie second section oxtends from C'alciila up to lliigli. 

The clisrt is rough in execution, but bus evidently been compiled with 
caru and observation. It is professedly drawn (at least os rtgards the 
eutrance-ehaiiucls) to a scale of leagues (twenty to a degree), and a 
little more than { of an inch to a league. There are also parallels of 
latitude, no mthdinna 

This edition of the Pild has Bailing dii-ections, which iliould pro¬ 
bably correspond with these contained iu the next edition that wu 
mentioD, but the only copy of the preseut edition that we have been 
able to meet with (in the Admiralty Library) piusents but a fragment 
of these. 

In the edition of 1703 w-e have an improved veiiuoo of the chart 
just mentioned, also divided into two sections (of which the and S. 
bearings in this case are at right angles to chcIi other). Of this chart 
we give a reduction by photo-lithography, on half the original scale. 

In this edition we have also very full sailing direoUone which cor¬ 
respond closely with the indications of the chart. We do not know 
to whom to attribute the first port of the sailiug directions, commencing 
from Point Palmyras. But after these directions have proceeded as far 
as Piplf lloails, tlierc commence more detnile<l IntlrucliuHs for ewrytug 
Orcot bkijts into the Pivfr of Uucklky, after the directions of “Mk. 
Dbvrni'OKT, Pilot”; followed by I}irrclmi*for currgiug up Shiintfrtnu

Diary {e.g., 74, 79), whilst we have as little doubt that “ Mr. Dbven. 

is Francis Davenport, also toentioned by Hedges. Aud the chart 
which we have reproduced corresponds eo closely to the very detailed 
directions of “Mr. nERRii^u the Pilot'*, offordiug in fact a full illus¬ 
tration of those details, that we need not hesitate to attribute to him 
also (Geobcs IIbbron), the compilation that chart, though it pro¬ 
bably was helped by Captain Stafford’s draughts, mentioned in the 
Court’s letter of 5tb January 1981-2 (p. co, Both the text of 

Herron’s directions and tlie chart itself are clearly of a date anterior to 
the foundation of a factory at Calcutta, or Cbuttanutiee. The latU*r 
name appears in the chart (Ciiittancttb), but with no indication of 
the Company^ occupation, which is shown at IIuonLY and Hallasour 
by an English flag. It must therefore have been completed before tlie 
occupation of Calcutta by Job Charnock in 1090. And it certainly 
could not have been compiled io the troubled days, and long absence of 
the English from tbo Delta, between 1087 and 1G90. Its compilation 
therefore is to be put under 1080 at the latest, and probably in the 
time of Hedges (1G82-4). 

These observations are, we think, conclusive ss to the date of the 
original chart, but one name lias been interpolated at a later date, for it 
exhibits, just above tho confluence of the “ R. TounERM”, or modern 
Rupmrain H, the name of the Jame^ Axn Mary Sand, which took its 
nsmo (as we have seen, ii., p. cxxxiii), from tbo loss on it of the Royal 
Janes awl Mary in 1694, though tliere is no allusion to the name, or to 
the shoal, in Ilerron’R aailing directions.*

As r^rds the later editions of the Ertgliah PiliA ap to that of 17G1, 
they ooutinao to present the old uisps, inoludiug the rude one after 
Vau der Broucke, with the characterization iWeer tie/ore mtule Puhlitptel 
and the chart of 170S, described ns CartftOlg c^rrecUd awl campartd 
with thi French chart* pnhlifhed is 1746 (which is a falsehood), and 
witliout an indication of Calcutta! The editions of 1748 onwards also 
contain ^ A New and Correct Chart, showing the sands, shoals, mud* 
banks .... with the going over the Bracks from Point Palmiras to 
Calcutta in the River IIuriHLRY In the Bay of Bengal

No date is given; but that may perhaps be hereafter ascertained 
approximately from the names of tlie anthors. The chart is largely 
based upon Herron’s, but it is more roughly executed and docs not go 
above Bamagar. It has fewer names than Herron’s, but introduces a 
few new ones. 

We do not know if there was any edition of the EntjUnh Piht later 
than 17G1. Soon after that date came in the superior surveys of Mr. 
John Ritchie and others, who worked in aid or collaboration of 
Bsnnell, and poor stuff like the Pilot charts must have goue down. 

The Herron Chart illustrates all the passages of Hedges’ Diary 
which allude to points in the navigation of the Ildgli and its 
entrance. 

He may here observe that the denomination Iticcr of IluGHLY, or 
Hugiily River, was then restricted to the river as terminating at the 
confluence with tlio Tomberler River (modern Rupuarain) opposite 
HhgU Point. Below this the waters form the enlarged and complicated 
channels of a great estuary. 

The Entrance, or Estuary. 

The following names of features between the Shores of the Estuary, 
occurring in Herron’s Chart and Directions, still maintain their groniid, 
or did so quite recently, in modem charts and surveys: tliat is to say 
they have been current for two centuries and upwards, at least. 

1. The BaxcBS, Weetsm and Eoetem, or long aaada mnaiog eeaward in the 
proloagatioii of the tidal channel, towards the western side of the embon- 
ebnre. 

2. The Wbstsrk Brck, or Western Reef-bead, a seaward prolongation of

The Sailing Direetious in the R, PUot describe at a peculiAiitj of the 
WEsntBN Bkacs that ‘‘in the middle of it is 4 Feet more trater than on the 
Edge of it” : and the chart exhibite this aiiomalj in both the Bmoes. This 
is curiontly oonAnnecl b/ Cspt. Llojrd’s Surrey of 1840. 

In Ritchie’s timeagsin (1776) the Wmtkrm Brack waa a oontinuous sand, or 
be would certainly hare disoorered a passage ; and I hare such confidence in 
bis honest work that I am sure be wonld bare toiced the Pe^-kead PattoQt 
(between the Btsbem Brace and the head of the Western Reef), which Capt. 
Lloyd so accurately delineated, if it bad existed in his time It had no donbt 
then silted np,—to reopen, in aocordsnee with some law which a'e hare yet to 
anravel, and to close again. 

In a oorreeponding Rt^-htnd Paeuvje, ris., between the tail of the Lono

been obliterated: and once more the I^ono Sand and the Rastrrn Rrkp hare 
united into a angle ehoal.
